ing me ſmall Sums of Money, I laid them 


out in learning Navigation, and other 


Parts of the Mathematicks, uſeful to 
thoſe who intend to travel, as L always 
believed it would be ſome time or other 
my fortune to do. When left Mr. Bates, 
I went down to my Father; where, by 
the aſſiſtance of Him and my Uncle John, 
and ſome other Relations, I got Forty 
Pounds, and a Promiſe of Thirty Pounds 
a Year to maintain me at Leyden: There 
I ſtudied Phyſick two Years and ſeven 
Months, knowing it would be uſeful in 
long Voyages. 


soo after my Return from Leyden, 
I was recommended by my good Maſter 
Mr. Bates, to be Surgeon to the Swal-

Years and a half, making a Voyage or two 
into the Levant, and ſome other Parts. 
When I came back, I reſolved to ſettle in 
London, to which Mr. Bates, my Maſter, 
encouraged me, and by him I was recom- 
mended to ſeveral Patients. I took Part 
of a ſmall Houſe in the O/d Jury; and 
being adviſed to alter my Condition, I 
married Mrs. Mary Burton, ſecond Daugh- 
ter to Mr. Edmond Burton Hoſier in News- 
gate. ſercet, with whom I received four 
Hundred nc for a Portion. 


B UT, my good Maſter Bates tying in 
two Years after, and I having few Friends, 
my Buſineſs began to fail; for my Con- 
ſcience would not ſuffer me to imitate 
the bad Practice of too many among my 
| Brethren. Having therefore conſulted 
with my Wife, and ſome of my Acquain- 
| tance, I determined to go again to Sea. 
I was Surgeon ſucceſſively in two Ships, 
and made ſeyeral Voyages, for ſix Years,

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to the Eaſt and Meſt- Indies, hs which I 
got ſome Addition to my Fortune. My. 
Hours of Leiſure I ſpent in reading the 
beſt Authors ancient and modern, being 
#always provided with a good number of 
Books; and when I was aſhore, in ob- 
ſerving the Manners and Diſpoſitions of 
the People, as well as learning their Lan- 
guage, wherein 1 had a great Facility by 
the Rongth of my Wenner 


TE laſt of theſe Voyages not prov- 
ing very fortunate, I grew weary of the 

| Sea, and intended to ſtay at home with 

| my Wife and Family. I removed from 

the Old Fury to Fetter-Lane, and from 
thence to /Yapping, hoping to get Buſi- 

neſs among the Sailors; but it would not 
turn to account. After three Years Ex- 
pectation that things would mend, I ac- 
cepted an adyantageous Offer from Cap- 

tain Milliam Prichard, Maſter of the 
- Antelope, who was making a Voyage to 
the Sourh-Sea. We ſet ſail from Briſtol 
May 4th, 1699, and our Voyage at firſt 
Was "ry proſperous. „„

Ir would not be proper, for ſome 
Reaſons, to trouble the Reader with the 
Particulars of our Adventures in thoſe 
Seas: Let it ſuffice to inform him, that 
in our Paſſage from thence to the Eaſt- 


Indies, we were driven by a violent 


Storm to the Northweſt of Van Diemen's 
Land. By an Obſervation, we found our- 
ſelves in the Latitude of 30 Degrees 2 Mi- 
nutes South. Twelve of our Crew were 
dead by immoderate Labour, and ill Food, 
the reſt were in a very weak Condition. 
On the fifth of November, which was 
the beginning of Summer in thoſe Parts, 
the Weather being very hazy, the Sea- 
men ſpyed a Rock, within half a Cable's 
length of the Ship; but the Wind was 
ſo ſtrong, that we were driven directly 
upon it, and immediately ſplit. Six of the 
Crew, of whom I was one, having let down 
the Boat into the Sea, made a ſhift to 
get clear of the Ship, and the Rock. We 
rowed by my Computation about three 
SE till we were able to work no 
B 3 longer, 
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longer, being already ſpent with Labour 


while we were in the Ship. We there 


fore truſted ourſelves to the Mercy of 


the Waves, and in about half an Hour 
the Boat was overſet by a ſudden Flurry 


from the North. What became of my 


Companions in the Boat, as well as of 


thoſe who eſcaped on the Rock, or were 
left in the Veſſel, I cannot tell; but con- 
clude they were all loſt. For my own 
part, I ſwam as Fortune directed me, and 
was puſh'd forward by Wind and Tide. 


I often let my Legs drop, and could feel 
_no-bottom : But when I was almoſt gone, 
and able to ſtruggle no longer, I faund 


myſelf within my depth; and by this 
time. the Storm was much abated. The 
Declivity was ſo ſmall; that I walked near 
a Mile before I got to the ſhore, which I 
conjectur'd was about eight a-clock in 
the Evening. I then advanced forward 


near half a Mile, but could not diſcover 
any ſign of Houſes or Inhabitants; at 
leaſt I was in ſo weak a Condition, that 


I d not obſerve them I was extremely 
gl > ap | tired,

tired, and with that, and the Heat of the 
Weather, and about half a Pint of Bran- 
dy that I drank as I left the Ship, I found 
myſelf much inclined to ſleep. . I lay 
down on the Graſs, which was very ſhort 
and ſoft, where I ſlept ſounder than ever 
I remember to have done in my life, 
and as I reckoned, above nine Hours; for 
when I awaked, it was juſt Day-light. I 
attempted to riſe, but was not able to 
ſtir: For as I happen'd to lie on my 


Back, I found my Arms and Legs were 


ſtrongly faſtened on each ſide to the 
Ground; and my Hair, which was long 
and thick, tied down in the ſame man- 
ner. I likewiſe felt ſeveral ſlender Li- 
gatures acroſs my Body, from my Arm- 
pits to my Thighs. I could only look 
up wards, the Sum began to grow hot, and 
the Light offended mine Eyes. J heard 
a confuſed Noiſe about me, but in the 
poſture I lay, could ſee nothing except 
the Sky. In a little time I felt ſomething 
alive moving on my left Leg, which ad- 
vancing gently forward over my Breaſt,

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came alma up to my Chin; * bend- 


ing mine Eyes downwards as much as I 


could, perceived it to be a human Crea- 
ture not ſix Inches high, with a Bow and 
Arrow in his Hands, and a Quiver at his 
Back. In the mean time, I felt at leaſt. 


forty more of the ſame kind (as I con- 


jectured) following the firſt. 1 was in 
the utmoſt Aſtoniſhment, and roared ſo 


loud, that they all ran back in a fright ; 
and ſome of them, as I was. afierwards 
told, were hurt with the Falls. they got 
by leaping from my ſides upon the Ground. 
However, they ſoon returned, and one 
of them, who ventured. ſq fax as to get a 
full ſight of my Face, lifting up his Hands 
and Eyes by Way. of Admiration, cryed 


out in a ſhrill, but diſtinct Voice, Hekinah 


Degul : The others repeated the ſame 
Words ſeveral times, but I then knew not 
what. they meant. 1 lay all this while, 
as the Reader ,may belicye, in great Un- 
caſineſs ; at length, ſtruggling to get-looſe, 
Ibad the fortune to break the Flags and 
wrench out the Pegs that faſtened my 
"x leſt

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left Arm to the Ground; for, by lifting it 
up to my Face, I diſcover d the Me- 
thods they had taken to bind me; and, 
at the ſame time, with a violent Pull, 
which gave me exceſſive. Pain, I a little 
looſened the Strings that tied down my 
Hair on the left Side, fo that I was juſt 
able to turn my Head about two Inches. 
But the Creatures ran off a ſecond time, 
before I could ſeize them; whereupon 
there was a great Shout in a very fhrill 
Accent, and after it ceaſed, I heard one 
of them cry aloud, Tolgo Phonac ; when 
in an inſtant I felt above an hundred 
Arrows diſcharged on my left Hand, 

which pricked me like ſo many Needles; 
and beſides they ſhot another Flight into 
the Air, as we do Bombs in Europe, 
whereof many, I ſuppoſe, fell on my Bo- 
dy, (though 1 felt them not) and ſome 
on my Face, which I immediately cover- 
ed with my left Hand. When this Shower 
of Arrows was over, I fell a groaning 
with Grief and Pain, and then ſtriving 
1 again to bet looſe, they diſcharged an- 
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other Volly larger than the firſt, and 
ſome of them attempted with Spears to 


ſtick me in the Sides; but, by good luck, 
J had on me a Buff Jerkin, which they 


could not pierce. I thought it the moſt 


prudent Method to lie ſtill,” and my de- 
ſign was to continue ſo till Night, when 


my left Hand being already looſe, I could 


eaſily free myſelf: and as for the Inha- 
bitants, L had reaſon to believe I might 
be a Match for the greateſt Armies they 
could bring againſt me, if they were all 
of the ſame ſize with him that I ſaw. 


But Fortune diſpoſed otherwiſe of me. 
When the People obſerved J was quiet, 


they diſcharged no more Arrows : But 


by the Noiſe I heard, I knew their lum. 
bers encreaſed ; and about four Yards 


from me, over-againſt my right Ear, 1 
heard a knocking for above an Hour, 
like that of People at work; when turn- 
ing my Head that way, as well as the 
Pegs and Strings would permit me, 1 
ſaw a Stage erected about a foot and a 
half from the Ground, capable of hold- 


in 
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ing four of the Inhabitants, with two 
or three Ladders to mount it: From 
whence one of them, who ſeemed to be 
a Perſon of Quality, made me a long 
Speech, whereof I underſtood not ong 
Syllable, But I ſhould have mentioned, 
that before the principal Perſon began his 


_ Oration, he cryed out three times Langrs 


Dehul ſan; (theſe Words and the former 
were afterwards repeated and explained to 
me.) Whereupon immediately about fifty 
of the Inhabitants came, and cut the Strings 
that faſtened the left ſide of my Head, 
which gave me the liberty of turning it 
to the right, and of obſerving the Per- 
ſon and Geſture of him that was to ſpeak, 
He appeared to be of a middle Age, and 
taller than any of the other three who 
attended him, whereof one was a. Page 
that held up his Train, and ſeemed to be | 
ſomewhat longer than my middle Fin- 
ger; the other two ſtood one on each 
ſide to ſupport him. He acted every 
part of an Orator, and I could ob- 
ſerve many Periods of Threatnings, 
* and 


— — 
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and others of Promiſes, Pity and Kind- 

neſs. I anſwered in a few Words, but 
in the moſt ſubmiſſive manner, lifting 
up my Left Hand and both mine Eyes 


to the Sun, as calling him for a Witneſs ; 


and being almoſt famiſhed with Hunger, 
having not caten a Morſel for ſome Hours 
before I left the Ship, I found the De- 
mands of Nature ſo ſtrong upon me, that 
I could not forbear ſhewing my Impa- 
tience (perhaps againſt the ſtrict Rules of 
Decehcy) by putting my Finger frequent- 

ly on my Mouth, to ſignify that I wanted 
Food. The Hurgo (for ſo they call a 
great Lord, as I afterwards learnt) under- 
ſtood me very well. He deſcended from 
the Stage, and commanded. that ſeveral 
Ladders ſhould be applyed to my Sides, 
on which aboye an hundred of the Inha- 


bitants mounted, and walked towards my - 


Mouth, laden with Baskets full of Meat, 
which had been provided, and ſent thj- 
ther by the King's Orders upon the firſt In. 


4 a telligence he received of me. I obſerved 


there was the Fleſh of ſeveral Animals, 
but

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but could not diſtinguiſh them by the 
| Taſte. There were Shoulders, Legs and 
Loins ſhaped like thoſe of Mutton, and 
very well dreſſed, but ſmaller than the 
Wings of 'aLark. I eat them by two or 
three at a mouthful, and took three 
Loaves at a time, about the bigneſs f 
Musket Bullets. They ſupplyed me as 
they could, ſhewing a thouſand Marks of 
Wonder andaſtoniſhment at my Bulk and 
Appetite. I then made another Sign that 
J wanted Drink. They found by my 
eating that a ſmall quantity would not ſuf- 
fice me, and being a moſt ingenious Peo- 
ple, they ſlung up with great Dexterity 
one of their largeſt Hogſheads, then rol- > i 
led it towards my Hand, and beat out the | 
Top; I dran it off at a Draught, which 
I might well do, for it did not hold half a 
Pint, and taſted like a ſmall Wine of Bur- 
| Fundy, but much more delicious. They 
brought me a ſecond Hogſhead, which I 
_ . drank in the ſame manner, and made 
Signs for more, but they had none to 
give me. When I had perform'd theſe 
end op „ 
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Wonders, they | ſhouted for Joy, and 
danccd upon my Breaſt, repeating ſeveral 
times as they did at firſt, Hekinah Degul. 
They made me a Sign that I ſhould throw 


down the two Hogſheads, but firſt warn- 


ed the People below to ſtand out of the 


way, crying aloud, Borach Mivola, and 


when they ſaw the Veſſels in the Air, 
there was an univerſal ſhout of Hekinah: 
Degul. I confeſs I was often tempted, 


while they: were paſſing backwards and 


forwards on my Body to ſeize Forty or 


"MW ifty of the firſt that came in my reach, 


and daſh them againſt the Ground. But 
the remembrance of what I had felt, 
which probably might not be rhe worſt 


they could do, and the Promiſe of Ho- 


nour I made them, for ſo I interpreted 
my ſubmiſſive Behaviour, ſoon drove out 
theſe Imaginations. Beſides, I now con- 
fider'd my ſelf as bound by the Laws of 


_ Hoſpitality to a People who had treated 


me with ſo much Expence and Magnifi- 

cence. However, in my Thoughts I 

could not ſufnciently wonder at the In- 
trepidity 
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trepidity of theſe diminutive Mortals, 
who durſt venture to mount and walk 
upon my Body, while one of my Hands 
was at liberty, without trembling at the 
very ſight of ſo prodigious a Creature 2s 
I muſt appear to them. After ſome time, ; 
when they obſerv'd that I made no more 
Demands for Meat, there appeared before 
me a Perſon of high Rank from his Im- 
perial Majeſty. His Excellency having 
mounted on the ſmall of my Right Leg, 
advanced forwards up to my Face, with ; 
about a Dozen of his Retinue. And pro- 
ducing his Credentials under the Signer 
Royal, which he applyed cloſe to mine 
Eyes, ſpoke about ten Minutes, without 
any ſigns of Anger, but with-a kind of 
determinate Reſolution; often pointing 
forwards, which, as I afterwards found, 
was towards the Capital City, about half 
a Mile diſtant, whither it was agreed by 
his Majeſty in Council that I muſt be con- 
veyed. I anſwered in few words, but to 
no purpoſe, and made a Sign with my 
Hand that was looſe, putting it to the 
other 
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other (but over his Excellency's Head, for 
fear of hurting him or his Train) and then 
to my own Head and Body, to ſignify; 
that I defired my Liberty. It appeared 

that he underſtood: me well enough, for 
he ſhook his Head by way of Diſapproba-! 

tion, and held his Hand in a Poſture to 

ſhew that I muſt be carryed as a Priſoner. 

However, he made other Signs to let me 
underſtand that I ſhould have Meat and 
Drink enough, and very good Treatment. 
Whereupon I once more thought of at- 
tempting to break my Bonds, but again, 
when 1 felt. the ſmart of their Arrows 
upon my, Face and Hands, which were all 
In, Bliſters, and many of the Darts ſtill 
Kicking: in them, and obſerving likewiſe 
that the Number of my Enemys en- 
Creaſcd, I gave Tokens to let them know 
that they might do with me what they 
| pleaſed. Upon this the Hurgo and his 
Train withdrew: with much Civility and 
chearful Countenances. Soon after 1 
heard a general Shout, with frequent repe- 
titions of the Words, Peplom Selan, and 
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I felt great Numbers of the People on 
my Left ſide relaxing the Cords to ſuch a 
degree, that J was able to turn upon my 
Right, and to eaſe myſelf with making 
Water; which I very plentifully did, to the 
great aſtoniſnment of the People, who 
conjecturing by my Motions what I was 
going to do, immediately opened to the 
right and left on that ſide to avoid the 
Torrent which fell with fuck noiſe and vio- 
| lence from me. But before this, they had 
dawbed my Face and both my Hands with 
a a ſort of Ointment: very pleaſant; to the 
Smell, w hich in a few Minutes removed 
all the ſmart of their Arrows. Theſe 
Circumſtances, added to the Refreſhment 
Thad received by their Victuals and Drink, 

which were very nouriſhing, diſpoſed me 
to lcep. 1 flept about eight hours, as 1 
was afterwards aſſured; and it was n

Theſe People a moſt erellent Mathe = 
maticians, and arrived to a great Perfection 
in Mechanicks by the countenarice and 
encouragement. of the Emperor, who is 
a renowned Patron of Learning. This 
Prince hath ſeveral Machines fixed on 
Wheels for the Carriage of Trees and 
other great Weights. He often builds 
his largeſt, Men of War, whereof ſome 
are nine foot long, in the Woods where 
the Timber grows, and has them carried 
on theſe, Engines three or four hundted 
Yards to the Sea. Five Hundred Carpen- 
ters and Engineers were immediately ſet 
at work to prepare the greateſt Engine 
they had. It was a Frame of Wood 
raiſed three Inches from the Ground, 
about ſeyen Foot long and four wide, 
moving upon twenty two Wheels. The 
Shout I heard was upon the arrival of this 
Engine, which it ſeems ſet out in four 
hours after my Landing. It was brought

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parallel to me as Ulay. But FY eigcipal 
Difficulty was to raiſe and place me in this 
Vehicle. Eighty Poles, each of one 
Foot high, were erected for this purpoſe, 
and very ſtrong Cords of the bigneſs of 
Packthread were faſtned by Hooks to ma- 
ny Bandages, which the Workmen had 
girt round my Neck, my Hands, my Bo- 
dy, and my Legs. Nine Hundred of the 
ſtrongeſt Men were employed to draw up 
theſe Cords by many Pulleys faſtned on 
the Poles, and thus in leſs than three 
Hours, I was raiſed and flung into the En- 
gine, and there tyed faſt. All this I was 
told, for while the whole Operation was 
performing, I lay in a profound ſleep, by 
the force of that ſoporiferous Medicine 
infuſed into 'my Liquor. Fifteen Hun- 
dred of the Emperot's largeſt Horſes, each 
about four Inches and an half high, were 
employed to draw me towards the Metro- 


polis, which, as I ſaid, was half a —_— 
diſtant.

our Journey, I awaked by a very ridicu- 


lous Accident; for the Carriage being 


ſtopt a while to adjuſt ſomething that was 
| out of order, two or three of the young 
Natives had the Curioſity to ſee how I 
looked when I was aſleep; they climbed 
up into the Engine, and advancing very 
ſoftly to my Face, one of them, an Of- 
ficer in the Guards, put the ſharp end of 
his Half-pike a good way up into my left 
Noftril, which tickled my Noſe like a 
Straw, and made me ſnecze violently : 
whercupon | they ſtole off unperceived, 
and it was three Weeks before I knew 
the cauſe of my awaking ſo ſuddenly. 
We made a long March the remaining 
part of that Day, and reſted at Night 
with five hundred Guards on each ſide of 
me, half with Torches, and half with 
| Bows and Arrows, ready to ſhoot me if 
I ſhould offer to ſtir. The next Morning 
at Sun-riſe we continued our March, and 
arrived within two hundred Yards of the 
C 3 City- 
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City-Gates about Noon. The Emperor, 
and all his Court came out to meet us but

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- WHEN this dia was at an end, 
I came back out of my Houſe, having oc- 
caſion for-freſh Air. The Emperor was 
already deſcended from the Tower, and 


advancing” on Horſe-back towards me, 


| which had like to have coft him dear; 
for the Beaſt, though very well trained, 
yer wholly unuſed to ſuch a Sight, which 
appeared as if a Mountain moved before 
fung, e on his hinder Feet: But 

that 
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that Prince, who is an excellent Horſe- 
Man, kept his Seat, till his Attendants 
ran in, and held the Bridle, while his Ma- 
jeſty had time to diſmount. When he 
alighted, he ſurveyed me round with 
great Admiration, but kept without the 
length of my Chain. He ordered his 
Cooks and Butlers, who were; already 
prepared, to give me Victuals and Drink, 
' which they puſhed forward in a ſort of 
Vehicles upon Wheels till I could reach 
them. I took thoſe Vehicles, and ſoon 
emptied them all; twenty of them were 
filled with Meat, and ten with Liquor, each 
of the former afforded me two or three 
good Mauthfuls, and J emptied the Li- 
quor of ten Veſſels, Which was contained 
in carthen Vials, into one Vehicle, drink- 

ing it off at a Draught, and ſo 1 did 
with the reſt. The Empreſs, and young 
Princes of the Blood, of both i Sexes, at- 
tended by many Ladies, ſate at ſome 
diſtance in their Chairs; but upon the 
Accident that happened to the Emperor's 
te, they alighted, and came ncar his 
Per- 
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Perſon, which I am now going to de- 
ſcribe. He is taller by almoſt the breadth 
of my Nail, than any of his Court, which 
alone is enough to ſtrike an Awe into 
the Beholders. His Features are ſtrong 
and maſculine, with an Auſtrian Lip and 
arched Noſe, his Complexion olive, his 
Countenance erect, his Body and Limbs 
well proportioned, all his Motions grace- 
ful, and his Deportment majeſtick. He 
was then paſt his Prime, being twenty- 
eight Vears and three Quarters old, of 
which he had reigned about ſeven, in 
great Felicity, and generally victorious. 
For the better convenience of beholding 
him, I lay on my ſide, ſo that my Face 
was parallel to his, and he ſtood but three 
Yards off : However, I have had him ſince. 
many times in my Hand, and therefore 
cannot be deceived in the Deſcription. 
is Dreſs was very plain and ſimple, and 
the Faſhion of it between the Aſearick 
and the European; but he had on his 
Head a light Helmet of Gold, adorned 
with Jewels, and a Plume on the Creſt.

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He held his Sword drawn in his Hand, to 
defend himſelf, if ſhould happen to break 
looſe; it was almoſt three Inches long, 
the Hilt and Scabbard were Gold enriched 
with Diamonds. His Voice was fhrill, 
but very clear and articulate, and I could 
diſtinctly hear it when I ſtood up. The

upon ſeemed to reſemble aPetticoat ſpread 
on the Ground, embroidered with Figures 
of Gold and Silver. His Imperial Majeſty 
ſpoke often to me, and I returned An- 
ſwers, but neither of us could underſtand 
2 Syllable. There were ſeveral of his 
Priefts and Lawyers preſent (as 1 con- 
jectured by their Habits) who were com- 
manded to addreſs themſelves to me, and 
I ſpoke to them in as many Languages as 
I had the leaſt ſmattering of, which were 
High and Low Dutch, Latin, French, 


Spaniſh, Italian, and Lingua Franca; but 
all to no purpoſe. After about two 


Hours the Court retired, and 1 was left 
wed. a ſtrong Guard, to prevent the Im- 


2 Per- 
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pertinence, and probably the Malice of 
the Rabble, who were very impatient to 
croud about me as near as they durſt, 
and ſome of them had the Impndence to 
ſhoot their Arrows at me as I ſate on the 
Ground by the Door of my Houſe, 
whercof one very narrowly miſſed my left 
Eye. But the Colonel ordered ſix of the 
Ring- leaders to be ſeized, and thought no 
Puniſhment ſo proper as to deliver them 
bound into my Hands, which ſome of 
his Soldiers accordingly did, puſhing them 
forwards with the But-Ends of their Pikes 
into my reach; I took them all in my 
right Hand, put five of them into my 
Coat-Pocket, and as to the ſixth, I made 
2 Countenance as if I would car him 
alive. The poor Man ſqualled terribly, 
and the Colonel and his Officers were in 
much pain, eſpecially when they ſaw me 
take out my Penknife: But I ſoon put 
them out of fear; for, looking mildly, 
and immediately cutting the Strings he 
was bound with, I ſet him gently on the 
Ground, and away he ran; I treated the 

. | reſt 
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reſt in the ſame manner, taking them one 
by one out of my Pocket, and I obſerved 
both the Soldiers and People were high- 
ly obliged at this Mark of my Clemen- 
cy, which was repreſented very n to 
my Vantage at Court. 

| Towarps Night I got with ſome diffi- 

culty into my Houſe, where I lay on the 
Ground, and continued to do ſo about 


a Fortnight; during which time the Em- 


peror gave Orders to have a Bed prepared 


for me.

mon Meaſure were brought in Carriages, 
and worked up in my Houſe, an hun- 
dred and fifty of their Beds ſown toge- 
ther made up the Breadth and Length;

ever kept me bur very indifferently from 
the Hardneſs of the Floor, that was of 
{mooth Stone. By the ſame Computa- 
tion they provided me with Sheets, Blan- 


| kets, and Coverlets, tolerable enough for 


one who had been ſo long enured to 
Hardſhips as J.

through the Kingdom, it brought prodi. 
gious Numbets of rich, idle, and curious 
People to ſee me; 1 that the Villages 
were almoſt emptied, and {great Neglect 
of Tillage and Houſhold Affairs muſt 
have enſued, if his Imperial Majeſty had. 
not provided. by ſeveral Proclamazions. 
and Orders of State againſt this jncon- 
veniency: He directed that thoſe, who had 
already beheld me, ſhould return home, 
and not preſume to come within fiſty 
Yards of my Houſe without Licence from 
: Coutt; whereby the Secretarys of State. 
got conſiderable Fees. l 


I the mean time, the Emperor held 
frequent Councils to debate what Courſe | 


fhould be taken with me; and I was af- 


ter wards aſſured by a particular Friend, a 
Perſon of great Quality, who was looked 
upon to be as much in the Secret as 


any, that the Court was under many 5 
Difficulties concerning me. They ap- 
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landed my breaking looſe, that my 
Dict would be very, expenſive, and might 
cauſe a Famine, . Sometimes they deter- 
mined to ſtarve me, or at leaſt, to ſhoot. 
me in the Face and Hands with poiſoned; 
Arrows, which would ſoon diſpatch me: 
But again tbey conſidered, that the Stench 
of ſo large a. Carcaſe might produce a 
Plague in the Metropolis, and. probably 
ſpread through the whole Kingdom. 4. Þ 
the midſt of theſe Conſultations, ſeveral n 
Officers of the Army went to the Door 
of the great Council: Chamber; ; and two 
of them being admitted, gave an account 
of my Behaviour to the ſix Criminals a- 
bove- mentioned, which made ſo favou- 
rable an Impreſſion in the Breaſt of his

him in his Wars at theft own Expence. 1 
An Eſtabliſhment wab alſd made of fis 
hundred Perſons. to be. my Domeſtic 
who hac Board- Wagts alfowed for inet 
Maintettance, and Tentz ball fot them 
very conveniently | on "Exch ſide of mx 
Door. It vas likewife ordered, that threc 
hundred Taylors ſhould make me a Suit 
of Cloaths after the Faſhion of the Coun- 
try: That fix of his Majefty's greateſt 
Scholars ſhould be © eniptoy'd to in- 
ſtruct me in their Language: And, laſt- 
ly, that the Emperor's Horſes, and thoſe 
of the: Nobiliry, and Troops of Guards, 
ſhouldbe frequently exerciſed in my Naht, 
to accuſtom themſelves to. me. All theſe 
Orders were duty put in execution, and 
in about three Weeks I made a great Pro- 
grels 1 in learning their Language; during

dom. However, that 1 ſhould beuſed with 
all Kindneſs, and he adviſed me to ac- 
quire by my Patience, and diſeręet Be- 
haviour, the god, Opinion of ., himſelf 
and his Ts He deſired, ii Would 
not take it ill, 1 he gave Orders to cer- 


tain proper Officers, to ſearch me; for 
probably I might carry about ms ſeveral 
Weapons, which. muſt needs be dange-; 
rous things, if they anſwered the Bulk of 
ſo prodigious a Perſon. I faid, his Majeſty, 


| ſhould 
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ſhould. be ſatisfied, for I was ready to 
ſtrip myſelf, and turn up my Pockets be- 
fore him. This I delivered part in Words, 
and part in Signs. He replied, that by 
the Laws of the Kingdom I muſt be 
ſearched by two of his Officers; that he 
knew this could not be done without 
my Conſent and Aſſiſtance; that he had 
ſo good an Opinion of my Generofity 
and Juſtice, as to truſt their.

In the left Pocket were 
two black Pillars irregularly ſhaped : we 


could not, without difficulty, reach the 
top of them as we ſtood at the bottom 


One of them Was co- 
vered, and ſeemed all of a piece: But at 
the upper End of the other, there ap- 
peared a white round Subſtance, about 
twice the bigneſs of our Heads. With- 


in each of theſe was incloſed a prodi-

We directed. him to draw: out whatever 
was faſtened to that Chain; which ap- 
peared to be a Globe, half Silver, and 
half of ſome tranſparent: Metal: For on 
the tranſparent fide we ſaw certain ſtrange 
Figures citcularly drawn, and thought we 
could touch them, till we found our Fin- 
gers ſtopped by that lucid Subſtance. He 
put this Engine to our Eats, which made 
an inceſſant Noiſe like that of a Water- 
Mill. And we conjecture it is either ſome 
unknown Animal, or the God that he 
worſhips: But we are more inelined to 
the latter Opinion, becauſe he aſſured us, | 
(if we underſtood. him right, for he ex- 
preſſed himſelf very imperfectly) that he 
ſeldom did any thing without conſulting 
it. He called it his Oracle, and ſaid it 
pointed out the Time for every Ac-

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tion of his Life. From the left Fob he 
took out a Net almoſt large enough for 
a Fiſherman, but contrived to open and 
' ſhut like a Purſe, and ſerved him for the 
ſame uſe: We found therein ſeveral 
maſſy Pieces of yellow Metal, which if 
they be real Gold, muſt be of immenſe 
Value.

HavinG chus in obedience to your

w HEN this Inventory was * over 
to the Emperor, he directed me, al- 
though in very gentle Terms, to deliver 
up the ſeveral Particulars. He firſt called 

for my Scymiter, which I took out, Scab- 
bard and all. In the mean time he or- 
dered three thouſand of his choiceſt 
Troops (who then attended him) to ſut- 
round me at a diſtance, with their Bows 
and Arrows juſt ready to diſcharge: but 

I did not obſerve it, for mine Eyes were 
wholly fixed upon his Majeſty. He then 
| deſired me to draw my Scymirer, which,

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although it had got ſome Ruſt by the Sea»

i 1 HIS Diverſion is only practiſed by 
thoſe Perſons who are Candidates for 
great Employments, and high Favour, at 
Court. They are trained in this Art 
from their Youth, and are not always of 
noble Birth, or liberal Education. When 
a great Office is vacant cither by Death 
or Diſgrace (which often happens) five 

. ES 
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or ſix of thoſe Candidates petition the 
Emperor to entertain his Majeſty and the 
Court with a Dance on the Rope, and 
whoever jumps the higheſt without fal- 
ling, ſucceeds in the Office. Very often 
the Chief Miniſters themſelves are com- 
manded -to ſhew their Skill, and to con- 
vince the Emperor that they have not loſt 
their Faculty. Flimnap, the Treaſurer, is 
allowed to cut a Caper on the ſtrait Rope, 
at leaſt an Inch higher than any other Lord 
in the whole Empire. I have ſeen him 
do the Summerſet ſeveral times together 
upon a Trencher fixed on the Rope, 
which is no thicker than a common Pack- 
thread in England. My Friend Relare- 
fal, Principal Secretary for private Affairs, 
is, in my opinion, if I am not partial, 
the ſecond after the Treaſurer; the reſt of 
the great Officers are much upon a Par. 
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TR ESE Diverſions are often attended 
with fatal Accidents, whereof great Num- 
bers are on Record. I my ſelf have ſeen 
two or three Candidates break a Limb.

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But the Danger is much greater OR the 
Miniſters chants are commanded to 
ſhew their Dexterity; for by contend- 
ing to excel themſelves and their Fellows, 
they ſtrain ſo far, that there is hardly one 
of them who hath not received a Fall, 
and ſome of them two or three.

Tuzar is likewiſc marker Diverſion 
which is only ſhewn before the Emperor 
and Empreſs, and firft Minifter, upon 
particular Occaſions. The Emperor lays 
on a Table three fine ſilken Threads of 
fix Inches long. One is Purple, the 
other Yellow, and the third White. 
| Theſe Threads are propoſed as Prizes for 
thoſe Perſons whom the Emperor hath a 
mind to diſtinguiſh by a peculiar Mark of 
his Favour. The Ceremony is performed 


in his Majeſty's great Chamber of State, 
. i | where | 
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where the Candidates are to undergo a 
Tryal of Dexterity very different from 
the former, and ſuch as I have not obſerved 
the leaſt Reſemblance of in any other 
Country of the old or the new World. 
The Emperor holds a Stick in his Hands, 
both Ends parallel to the Horizon, while 
the Candidates advancing one by one, 
ſometimes leap over the Stick, ſometimes 
creep i under it backwards and forwards ſe- 
veral times, according as the Stick is ad- 
vanced or depreſſed. Sometimes the Em- 
peror holds one end of the Stick, and his 
firſt Miniſter the other ; ſometimes the 
Miniſter has it entirely to himſelf. Who- 
ever performs his part with moſt Agility, 
and holds out the longeſt in leaping and 
creeping, is rewarded with the Purple 
coloured Silk; the Yellow is given to the 
next, and the White to the third, which 
they all wear girt twice round about the 
middle; and you ſee few great Perſons 
about this Court, who are not adorned 
with one of theſe Girdles. 
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THE Horſes of the Army, and thoſe, 
of the Royal Stables, having been daily 
led before me, were no longer ſhy, but 
would come up to my very Feet without 
ſtarting. The Riders would leap them 
over my Hand as I held it on the Ground, 
and one of the Emperor s Huntſmen, up- 
on a large Courſer, took my Foot, 
Shoe and all; which was indeed a pro- 
digious Leap. I had the good fortune to 
aivern the Emperor one day after a very 


extraordinary manner. I deſired he would 


order ſeveral Sticks of two foot high, 
and the thickneſs of an ordinary Cane, to 


be brought me; whereupon his Majeſty 


commanded the Maſter of his Woods to 


give Directions accordingly, and the next 
Morning fix Wood-men arrived with as - 
many Carriages, drawn by cight Horſes 
to cach. I took nine of theſe Sticks, 


and fixing them firmly i in the Ground in a 
Quadrangular Figure, two foot and a half 


Square, I took four other Sticks, and 


tyed them parallel at each Corner, about

two foot from the Ground; then I 
faftned my Handkerchicf to the nine 
Sticks that ſtood ere, and extended it 
on all ſides till it was as tight as the top'of 
a Drum ; and the four parallel Sticks ri- 
fing about five Inches higher than the 
Handkercnief, ſerved as Ledges on each 
fide. When I had finiſhed my Work, "1 
deſired the Emperor to let a Troop of 
his beſt Horſe, twenty four in number, 
come and exerciſe upon this Plain. His 
Majeſty approved of the Propoſal, and I 
took them up one by one in my Hands, 
ready mounted and armed, with the pro- 
per Officers to exerciſe them. As ſoon as 
they got into order, they divided into 
two Parties, performed mock Skirmiſhes, 
diſcharged blunt Arrows, drew their, 
Swords, fled and purſued, attacked and 
retired, and in ſhort diſcovered the beſt. 
Military Diſcipline | I cyer beheld. The | 
parallel Sticks ſecured them and their, 
Horſes from falling, over the Stage; and 
the Emperor was ſo much delighted, that 
he ordeted this Entertainment to be re- 
| 5 1 peated 
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peated ſeveral days, and once was pleaſed 
to be lifted up, and give the word of 
Command; and, with grcat difficulty, 
perſuaded even the Empreſs her ſelf to let 
me hold her in her cloſe Chair within two 
Yards of the Stage, from whence ſhe was 
able to take a full View of the whole 
Performance. It was my good fortune 
that no ill Accident happened in theſe 
Entertainments, only once a fiery Horſe 
that belonged to one of the Captains 
pawing with his Hoof ſtruck a Hole in 
my Handerchief, and his Foot Clipping, 
he overthrew his Rider and himſelf; but 
J immediately relieved them both, and 
covering the Hole with one Hand, I ſet 
down the Troop with the other, in the 
ſame manner as I took them up. The 
| Horſe that fell was ſtrained in the left 
Shoulder, but the Rider got no Hurt, and 
J repaired my Handkerchief as well as 1 
could ; however, I would not truſt to the 
Strength of it any more in ſuch dange- 
rous Enterprizes. |

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ABOUT two or three days before I 
was ſet at liberty, as I was entertaining 
the Court with theſe kind of Feats, there 
arrived an Expreſs to inform his Majeſty 
that ſome of his Subjects riding near the 
Place where I was firſt taken up, had ſeen 
a great black Subſtance lying on the 
Ground, very oddly ſhaped, extending its 
Edges round as wide as his Majcſty's Bed- 
chamber, and riſing up in the middle as 
high as a Man; that it was no living 
Creature, as they at firſt apprehended, for 
it lay on the Graſs without Motion, and 
ſome of them had walked round it ſeve- 
ral times: That by mounting upon each 
others Shoulders, they had got to the top, 
which was flat and even, and ſtamping 
upon it they found it was hollow with: 
in; that they humbly conceived it might 
be ſomething belonging to the Man- 
Mountain, and if his Majeſty pleaſed, 
they would undertake to bring it with 
only five Horſes. I preſently knew what 
they meant, and was glad at heart to re- 
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ceive this Intelligence. It ſeems upon 


my firſt reaching the Shore after our Ship- 
wreck, I was in ſuch confuſion, that be- 
fore I came to the Place where I went to 


ſlecp, my Hat which I had faſtned with a 


String to my Head while I was rowing, 
and had ſtuck on all the time I was ſwim- 
ming, fell off after I came to Land; the 
String, as J conjecture, breaking by ſome 
Accident which I never obſerved, but 
thought my Hat had bęen loſt at Sea. I 


intreated his Imperial Majeſty to give Or- 


ders it might be brought to me as ſoon as 
poſſible, deſcribing to him the Uſe and 
the Nature of it: And the next day the 
Waggoners arrived with it, but not in a 
very good condition; they had bored two 
Holes in the Brim, within an Inch and 
half of the Edge, and faſtned two Hooks 
in the Holes; theſe Hooks were tyed by a 
long Cord to the Harneſs, and thus my 
Hat was dragged along for above half an 
Engliſh Mile: but the Ground in that 
Country being extremely ſmoerh and le- 
vel, it received leſs Damage than I expected. 

TWO 
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Two Days. after this Adventure, the 
Emperor having ordered that Part of his 
Army which quarters in and about his 
Metropolis to be in a readineſs, took a 
fancy of diverting himſelf in a very ſin- 
gular manner. He deſired I would ſtand 
like a Coloſſus, with my Legs as far a- 
ſunder as I conveniently could. He then 
commanded his General (who was an old 
Experienced Leader, and a great Patron 
of mine) to draw up the Troops in cloſe 
Order, and march them under me, the 
Foot by Twenty-four in a breaſt, and 
the Horſe by Sixteen, with Drums beat- 
ing, Colours flying, and Pikes advanced. 
This Body conſiſted of three thouſand 
Foot, and a thouſand Horſe. His Ma- 
jeſty gave Orders, upon pain of Death, 
that every Soldier in his March ſhould ob. 
ſerye the ſtricteſt Decency, with regard to 
my Perſon; which, however, could not 

prevent ſome of the younger Officers 
from turning up their Eyes as they paſ- 
ſed under me. And, to confeſs the Truth, 
my. 
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my Breeches were at that time in ſo ill a 
Condition, that they afforded ſome Op- 
portunities for Laughter and Admiration. 


I had ſent ſo many Memorials and Pe- 
titions for my Liberty, that his Majeſty 
at length mentioned the Matter firſt in 


the Cabinet, and then in a full Council; 


where it was oppoſed by none, except 


Skyreſh Bolgolam, who was pleaſed, with- 


out any provocation, to be my mortal 
Enemy. But it was carried againſt him 
by the whole Board, and confirmed by 


the Emperor. That Miniſter was Galbet, 
or Admiral of the Realm, very much in 


his Maſter's Confidence, and a Perſon 
well verſed in Affairs, but of a moroſe 


and four Complection. However, he 
Was at length perſuaded to comply; but 


prevailed that the Articles and Condi- 
tions upon which I ſhould be ſet free, 
and to which I muſt ſwear, ſhould be 
drawn up by himſelf. Theſe Articles 
were brought to me by Skyreſh Bolgolam 
in Perſon, attended by two Under-Secre- 

| N tarys, 
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tarys, and ſeveral Perſons of Diſtinction. 
After they were read, I was demanded to 
ſwear to the Performance of them; firſt 
in the manner of my Qwn Country, and 
afterwards in the method preſcribed by 
their Laws; which was to hold my right 
Foot in my left Hand, to place the mid - 
dle Finger of my right Hand on the 
Crown of my Head, and my Thumb on 
the Tip of my right Ear. But becauſe 
the Reader may perhaps be curious to 
have ſome Idea of the Style and Manner 
of Expreſſion peculiar to that People, as 
well as to know the Articles upon which 
I recovered: my Eiberty, I have made a 
Tranſlation of the whole Inftrument word 
for word, as near as I was able, which I 
here offer to the Publick.

of an Inch.) The Animoſitys between 
theſe two Partys run ſo high, that they 
will neither eat nor drink, nor talk with 
each other. We compute the Trameck- 
ſan, or High-Heels, to exceed us in num- 
ber; 3 bur the Power is wholly on our 
ſide. We apprehend. his Imperial High- 
nels, the Heir to the Crown, to have 
ſome Tendency towards the High- Heels; 
at leaſt, we can plainly diſcover one of 
his Heels, higher .than the other, which 
gives him a Hobble in his Gait. Now, 
in the midſt of theſe inteſtine Diſquiets, 
we are threatned with an Invaſion from 
the Iſland of Blefuſcu, which is the o- 
ther great Empire of the Univerſe, al- 
moſt as large and powerful as this of his 8 
Majeſty. pM as to what we have heard 
you affirm, that there are other King- 
doms and States. in the World, inhabited 
by human Creatures as large as yourſelf, 
our Philoſophers are in much doubt, and 
would rather conjeckure that, you dropt 
from the Moon, or one of the Stars; 


| becauſe it is cereal, that an hundred Mor- 
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tals of your Bulk would, in a ſhort time, 
deſtroy all the Fruits and Cattle of his 
Majeſty's Dominions. Beſides, our Hi- 
ſtorys of ſix thouſand Moons make no 
mention of any other Regions, than the 
two great Empires of Lilliput and Ble- 
fuſcu. Which two mighty Powers have, 
as I was going to tell you, been engaged 
in a moſt obſtinate War for ſix and thirty 
Moons paſt. It began upon the follow- 
ing Occaſion. It is allowed on all hands, 
that the primitive way of breaking Eggs 
before we eat them, was upon the larger 
End: But his preſent Majeſty's Gland: 
father, while he was-a Boy, going to cat 
an Egg, and breaking it according to the 
ancient Practice, happened to cut one of 
his Fingers. Whereupon the Emperor 
his Father publiſhed an Edict, command- 
ing all his Subjects, upon great Penaltys, 
to break the ſmaller End of their Eggs. 
The people ſo highly reſented this Law, 
that our Hiſtorys tell us there have been 
fix. Rebellions raiſed on that account; 
whercin one Emperor loſt his Life, and 


an- 
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another his Crown. Theſe efvil Com 
motions were conſtantly fomented by the 
Monarchs of Blefuſtu; and when they 
were quelled, the Exiles always fled fot 
Refuge to that Empire. It is Computed, | 
that eleven thouſand Perſons have, at 
ſeveral times, ſuffered Death, rather than 
ſubmit to break their Eggs at the ſmaller 
End. Many hundred large Volumes have 
been publiſhed! upon this Controvetly': P 
But the Books of the Big-Endians have 
been long forbidden, and the Whole Par- 
ty rendred iftcapable- by Law- of hold! 
ing Employments. Duting the Courſe 
of theſe Troubles, the Emperors of Ble. 
fuſcu did frequently expoſtulite by their 
Embaſſadors, aecuſing us of making 1 
Schiſm in Religion, by offending againſt 
a fundamental Doctrine of our great Pro- 
phet Luſtrog, in the fifty-fourth Chapter 
of the Brundecrat, (which is their A. 
coran.) This, however, is thought to be

ſiting of about fifty Men of War, and 4 
great Number of Tran ſports 1 then 
came back to my Houſe, and gave Order

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(tor which I had Warrant) for a great 
Quantity of the ſtrongeſt Cable and Bars 
of Iron. The Cable. was about as thick 
as Packthread, and the Bars of the length 
and ſize of a Knitting · Needle. I trebled 
the Cable to make it ſtronger, and for 
the ſame, reaſon I twiſted; three of the 
Iron Bars together, binding the Extremi- 
tys into a Hook. Having thus fixed fifty 
Hooks to as, many. Cables, I went back 


to the North · Eaſt Coaſt, and putting off 
my Coat, Shoes, and Stockins, walked 
into the Sea in my Leathera Jerkinz about 


half an hour before high Water. E. Wa- 


ded: with-what Haſte I could, and ſwan in 


the middle about thirty Yards till I. felt 
ground; I arrived to the Fleet in leſ than 


half an hour, The Enemy: was ſo fright: 


ed when they ſaw me, that they leaped 


out of their Ships, and ſwam to ſhore; 


where there could not be fewer than 
thirty thouſand Souls. I then took my 
Tackling, and faſtning 2 Hock to the hole 
at the Prow of each, 1; tyed all the Cords 
together at the End. While 1 wes thus 

em-

nee 
employed, the Enemy diſcharged ſeveral 

thoufand Arrows, many of which ſtuck in 
my Hands and Face; and beſides the ex- 


ceſſive ſmart, gave me much diſturbance in 


my Work. My greateſt Apprehenſion was 
for mine Eyes, which 1 ſhonld have in- 
fallibly loſt, if I had not ſuddenly thought 
of an Expedient. I kept among other 
little Neceſſarys a pair of Spectacles in a 
Private Pocket, which, as I obſerved be- 
fore,' had ſcaped the Emperor's Searchets. 
Theſe I took out and faſtned as ſtrongly as 
I could upon my Noſe, and thus armed 
went on boldly with my Work in' fpight 
of the Enemys Arrows, many of Which 
| ftruck againſt the Glaſſes of my Spectacles, 
but without any other Effect, further 
than a little to diſcompoſe them. I had 
now faſtned all the Hooks, and taking 
the Knot in my Hand, began to pull; but 
not a Ship would. ſtir, for they were all 
too faſt held by their Anchors, ſo that the 
bold part of my Enterprize remained. I 
therefore let go the Cord, and leaving 
the Hooks fixed to the Ships, I reſolutely 
* | Cut 
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cut with my Knife the Cables that faſt- 


ned the Anchors, receiving above two 
hundred Shots in my Face and Hands; 
then I took up the knotted End of the Ca- 
bles to which my Hooks were tyed, and 
with great caſe drew fifty of the Enemy 8 
by pam Men of War after me. 


THE Blefuſcudians, who had not the 
leaſt Imagination of what I intended, were 
at firſt confounded with Aſtoniſhment. 
They had ſeen me cut the Cables, and 


thought my Deſign was only to let the 


Ships run a- drift, or fall foul on each 
other: but when they perceived the 


whole Fleet moving in Order, and ſaw 


me pulling at the End, they ſet up ſuch a 


ſcream of Grief and. Deſpair, that it is 


almoſt impoſſible to deſcribe or conceive. 
When I had got out of danger, I ſtopt a 


while to pick out the Arrows that ſtuck in. 


my Hands and Face, and rubbed 'on ſome 
of the ſame Ointment that was given me 
at my firſt arrival, as I have formerly 
mentioned. I then took off my Specta-

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cles, and waiting about an Hour till the 
Tyde was a little fallen, I waded through 


the middle with my Cargo, and arrived

; THE Emperor wad his whole Court 
ſtood on the Shore expecting the Iſſue of 
this great Adventure. They ſaw the 
Ships move forward ina large Half- Moon, 
but could not diſcern me, who was up 
to my Breaſt in Water. When 1 ad- 
vanced to the middle of the Channel, 
they were yet more in pain becauſe I 
vas under Water to my Neck. The Em- 
peror concluded me to be drowned, and 
that the Enemy's Fleet was approaching in 
a hoſtile manner: But he was ſoon. caſed 
of his Fears, for the Channel growing 
ſhallower every ſtep I made, I came in a 


' ſhort time within hearing, and holding 


up the end of the Cable by which the 


Fleet was faſtned, I cryed in a loud Voice, 


Long live the moſt puiſſant Emperor of 
Lilliput ! This great Prince received me 
at my Landing with all poſſible Enco- 
miums, 
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miums, and created me a Nardac upon 
the ſpot, which is the higheſt Title of

H1s Majeſty deſired I. wall take 
ſome other Opportunity of bringing all 
the reſt of his Enemy's Ships into his 
Ports. And ſo unmeaſurable is the Am- 
bition of Printes, that he ſeemed to think 
of nothing leſs than reducing the whole 
Empire of Blefuſcu into a Province, and 
governing it by a Vice-Roy ; of deſtroy- 
ing the Big- Endian Exiles, ane compelling 
that People to break the ſmaller end of 
their Eggs, by which he would remain 
the ſole Monarch of the whole World, 
But I endeavoured to divert him from this 
Deſign, by many Arguments drawn from 
the Topicks of Policy as well as Juſtice: 
And1 plainly proteſted, that I would never 
be an Inſtrument of bringing a Free and 
Brave People into Slavery. And when 
the Matter was debated in Council, the 
wiſeſt part of the Miniſtry were of my 
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THIS open bold Declaration of mine 


was ſo oppoſite to the Schemes and Poli- 
ticks of his Imperial Majeſty, that he 
could never forgive it; he mentioned it 


in a very artful manner at Council, where 
1 was told that ſome of the wiſeſt appear- 


ed, at leaſt, by their Silence, to be of my 


Opinion; but others, who were my ſecret 


Enemies, could not forbear ſome Ex- 


preſſions, which, by a ſide- wind refleQ- 
ed on me. And from this time began an 
Intrigue besween his Majeſty, and a Jun- 


to of Miniſters maliciouſly bent againſt 
me, which broke out in leſs than two 


Months, and had like to have ended in 
my utter Deſtruction. Of ſo little weight 
are the greateſt Services to Princes, when 
put into the Ballance with a Nee to 
_ their Paſſions. 


ABOUT three Weeks after this Ex- 
ploit, there arrived a ſolemn Embaſſy from | 
Blefuſcu, with humble Offers of a Peace; 


which was ſoon concluded upon Condi- 


tions | 
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tions very advantageous to our Emperor, 
wherewith I ſhall not trouble the Reader. 
There were ſix Ambaſſadors, with a Train 
of about five hundred Perſons, and their 
Entry was very magnificent, ſuitable to 
the Grandeur of their Maſter, and the Im- 
portance of their Buſineſs. When their 
Treaty was finiſhed, wherein I did them ſe- 
veral good Offices by the Credit Inow had, 

or at leaſt appeared to have at Court, their 

Excellencies, who were privately told how 
much I had been their Friend, made me a 
Viſit in Form. They began with many 
Compliments upon my Valour and Gene- 
roſtty, invited me to that Kingdom in 
the Emperor their Maſter's Name, and 
deſired me to ſhew them ſome Proofs of 


my prodigious Strength, of which they 


had heard ſo many Wonders; wherein I 
readily obliged them, but ſhall not trou- 


ble the Reader with the Particulars. 


Warn I had for ſome time enter- 
tained their Excellencies to their infinite 


Satisfaction and Surprize, I deſired they 
G 3 would 
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would do me the Honour to preſent my 
moſt humble Reſpects to the Emperor 
their Maſter, the Renown of whoſe Vir- 
tues had ſo juſtly filled the whole World 
with Admiration, and whoſe Royal Per- 
ſon reſolved to attend before I returned 
to my own Country: accordingly, the 
next time I had the honour to ſee our 
Emperor, I deſired his general Licence to 
| wait on the Blefuſcudian Monarch, which 
he was pleas'd to grant me, as I could plain- | 
ly perceive, in a very cold manner; but 
could not gueſs the Reaſon, till I had a 
Whiſper from a certain Perſon, that 
Flimnap and Bolgolam had repreſented 
my Intercourſe with thoſe Ambaſſadors as 
a mark of Diſaffection, from which I am 
= ſure my Heart was wholly free. And this 
was the firſt time I began to conceive ſome 
imperfect Idea of Courts and Miniſters. 


Ir is to be obſerved, that theſe Am- 
baſſadors ſpoke to me by an Interpreter, 
the Languages of both Empires differing - 
as much from each other as any two in 


8 Europe, 
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Europe, and each Nation priding itſelf 
upon the Antiquity, Beauty, and Energy 
of their own Tongues, with an avowed 
Contempt for that of their Neighbour; 
yet our Emperor ſtanding upon the ad- 

vantage he had got by the ſeiſure of their 

Fleet, obliged them to deliver their Cre- 

dentials, and make their Speech in the 
Tilliputian Tongue. And it muſt be 
confeſſed, that from the great Intercourſe 
of Trade and Commerce between both 
Realms, from the continual Reception of 
Exiles, which is mutual among them, and 
from the Cuſtom in each Empire to ſend 
their young Nobility and richer Gentry to 
the other, in order to poliſh themſelves, 
by ſeeing the World, and underſtanding 
Men and Manners; there are few Perſons 
of Diſtinction, or Merchants, or Seamen, 
who dwell in the Maritime Parts, but 
what can hold Converſation in both 
Tongues ; as I found ſome Weeks after, 
when I went to pay my reſpects to the 
Emperor of Blefuſeu, which in the midſt 
of great Misfortunes, through theMalice of 

Dy G 4 my 
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my Enemies, proved a very happy Ad- 
venture to me, as L ſhall relate in its pro- 
pe PACE: 


Tur Reader may remember, that when 
ſigned thoſe Articles upon which I reco- 
vered my Liberty, there were ſome which 
I diſliked upon account of their being 
too ſervile, neither could any thing but an 
extreme Neceſſity have forced me to ſub- 
mit. But being now a Nardac, of the 
higheſt Rank in that Empire, ſuch Offi- 
ces were looked upon as below my Dig- 
nity, and the Emperor (to do him Juſtice) 
never once mentioned them to me. How- 
ever, it was not long before J had an Op- 
portunity of doing 1 Majeſty, at leaſt, 
as I then thought, a moſt ſignal Service. 
I was alarmed at Midnight with the Crics 
of many hundred Pcople at my Door; 
by which being ſuddenly awaked, I was 
in ſome kind of Terror. I heard the 
word Burglum repeated inceſſantly: ſe- 
veral of the Emperor's Court making 
their Way through the Croud, intreated 


me 
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me to come immediately to the Palace, 
where her Imperial Majeſty's Apartment 
was on fire, by the careleſſneſs of a Maid 
of Honour, who fell aſleep while ſhe 
was reading a Romance. I got up in an 
inſtant; and Orders being given to clear 
the way before me, and it being like- 
wiſe a Moon- ſhine Night, I made a 
ſhift to get to the Palace without tramp- 
ling on any of the People. I found 
they had already applied Ladders to 
the Walls of the Apartment, and were 
well provided with Buckets, but the Wa- 
ter was at ſome diſtance. Theſe Buckets 
were about the ſize of a large Thimble, ” 
and the poor People ſupplied me with 
them as faſt as they could; but the Flame 
was ſo violent, that they did little good. 

I might eaſily have ſtifled it with my Coat, 
which I unfortunately left behind me for 
haſte, and came away only in my Leathern 
Jerkin. The Caſe ſeemed wholly deſpe- 
rate and deplorable, and this magnificent 
Palace would have infallibly been burnt 
down to the ground, if, by a Preſence 
= 2 
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of Mind, unuſual to me, I had not ſud- 

denly thought of an Expedient. I had 

the Evening before drank plentifully 
of a moſt delicious Wine, called G/1mz- 

grim, (the Blefuſcudians call it Flunec, 
but. ours is eſteemed the better ſort) which 


is very diurctick. By the luckieſt Chance 


in the World, I had not diſcharged my- 
ſelf of any part of it. The Heat I had 
contracted by coming very near the Flames, 
and by my labouring to quench them, 
made the Wine begin to operate by 
Urine; which I voided in ſuch a Quan- 
tity, and applied ſo well to the proper 
Places, that in three Minutes the Fire 
was wholly extinguiſhed, and the reſt of 
that noble Pile, which had coſt ſo many 
Ages in erecting, preſerved from N 
tion. 8 | 


| I T was now Day-light, and I returned 
to my Houſe, without waiting to congratu- 
late with the Emperor ;-becauſe, although 
I had done a very eminent piece of Ser- - 
Vice, yet 1 could not tell how his Ma- 
jelty 
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jeſty might reſent the manner by which 
J had performed it : For, by the funda- 
mental Laws of the Realm, it is Capital 
in any Perſon, of what Quality ſoecver, 
to make water within the Precincts of 
the Palace. But I was a little comforted 
by a Meſſage from his Majeſty, that he 
would give Orders to the Grand Juſtici- 
ary for paſſing my Pardon in form ; which, 
however, I could not obtain: And I was 
privately aſſured, the Empreſs conceiving 
the greateſt Abhorrence of what I had 
done, removed to the maſt diſtant ſide 
of the Court, firmly reſolved that thoſe 

Buildings ſhould never be repaired for 
her Uſe ; and, in the preſence of her 
chief Confidents, could not t forvear VOWs=

though I intend to leave the 
| Deſcription of this Empire to a 
* : a | . 
particular Treatiſe, yet in the 
mean time I am content to gra- 
tify the curious Reader with ſome gene- 
ral Ideas. As the common Size of the 
Natives is ſomewhat under ſix Inches 
high, ſo there is an exact Proportion in 
all other Animals, as well as Plants and 
Trees : For inſtance, the talleſt Horſes 
and Oxen are between four and five In- 
ches 


% 
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ches in height, the Sheep an Inch and a 
half; more or leſs; their Geeſe about the 
bigneſs of a Sparrow, and ſo the ſeveral 
Gradations downwards, till you come to 
the ſmalleſt, which, to my ſight, were 
almoſt inviſible ; but Nature hath adap- 
ted the Eyes of the Lilliputians to all 
Objects proper for their view: They ſee 
with great exactneſs, but at no great diſ- 
tance. And to ſhow the ſharpneſs of their 
Sight towards Objects that are near, I have 
been much pleaſed obſerving a Cook pul- 
ling a Lark, which was not ſo large as a 
common Fly; and a youngGirl threading an 
inviſible Needle with inviſible Silk. Their 
talleſt Trees are about ſeven ffoot high; 
I mean ſome of thoſe in the great Royal 
Park, the Tops whercof I could but juſt 
reach with my Fiſt clenched. The other 
Vegetables are in the ſame Proportion ; 
but this I leave to the Reader's Imagina- 
tion. 


I ſhallfay but little at preſent of their 
Learning, which for many Ages hath 
flouriſhed 
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flouriſhed in all its Branches among them : 
But their manner of writing is very pecu- 
liar, being neither from the left to the 
right, like the Europeans; nor from the 
right to the left, like the Arabians; not 
from up to down, like the Chineſe; nor 
from down to up, like the Caſcagians; 
but aſlant from one Corner of the Pa- 
per to the other, like Ladies in England. 


'Taxy bury their Dead with their 
Heads directly downwards, becauſe they 
hold an Opinion that in eleven thou- 
ſand Moons they are all to rife again, 
in which Period the Earth (which they 
conccive to be flat) will turn upſide 
down, and by this means they ſhall, at 
their Reſurrection, be found ready ſtand- 
ing on their Feet. The Learned among 
them confeſs the Abſurdity of this Doc- 
trine, but the Practice ſtill continues, in 
compliarce to the Vulgar. 


| THERE are ſome Laws and Cuſtoms 
in this Empire very peculiar, and if they 
2 were 


— 
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were not ſo directly contrary to thoſe 
of my own dear Country, I ſhould be 
tempted to ſay a little in their juſtification. 

It is only to be wiſhed, that they were as 
well executed. The firſt I ſhall mention, 
relates to Informers. All Crimes againſt 
the State are puniſhed here with the ut- 
moſt ſeverity ; but if the Perſon accuſed 
maketh his Innocence plainly to appear 
upon his Tryal, the Accuſer is immediate- 
ly put to an ignominious Death ; and out 
of his Goods or Lands, the innocent Per- 
ſon is quadruply recompenſed for the Loſs | 
of his Time, for the Danger he under- 
went, for the Hardſhip of his Impriſon- 
ment, and for all the Charges he hath | 
been at in making his Defence. Or, it 
that Fund be deficient, it is largely ſup. 
plyed by the Crown. The Emperor does 
alſo confer on him ſome publick Mark of 
his Favour, and Proclamation is made of 
his Innocence through the whole City. 


THEY look upon Fraud as a greater 
Crime than Theft, and therefore ſeldom ' 
fail 
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fail to puniſh it with Death; for they 
alledge, that Care and Vigilance, with a ve- 
ry common Underſtanding, may preſerve 
a Man's Goods from Thieves, but Honeſty 
has no fence againſt ſuperior Cunning : 
and ſince it is neceſſary that there ſhould 
be a perpetual Intercourſe of Buying and 
Selling, and dealing upon Credit, where 
Fraud is permitted or connived at, or hath 
no Law to puniſh it, the honeſt Dealer is 
always undone, and the Knave gets the ad- 
vantage. I remember when I was once in- 
terceeding with the King for a Criminal 
who had wronged his Maſter of a great 
Sum of Money, which he had received 
by Order, and ran away with ; and hap- 
pening to tell his Majeſty, by way of Ex- 
tenuation, that it was only a breach of 
Truſt ; the Emperor thought it monſtrous 
in me to offer, as a Defence, the greateſt 
Aggravation of the Crime : and truly I 
had little to ſay in return, farther than the 
common Anſwer, that different Nations 
had different Cuſtoms; for, I confeſs, bs | 


was heartily aſhamed.

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ALTHOUGH we uſually call Reward 
and Puniſhment the two Hinges upon 
which all Government turns, yet Icould 
never obſerve this Maxim to be put in 
practice by any Nation except that of 
Lilliput. Whoever can there bring ſuf- 
ficient Proof that he hath ſtrictly obſerved 
the Laws of his Country for ſeventy 
three Moons, hath a claim to certain Pri- 
vileges, according to his Quality and Con- 
dition of Life, with a proportionable 
Sum of Money out of a Fund appropria- 
ted for that Uſe: He likewiſe acquires 
the Title of Snilpall, or Legal, which is 
added to his Name, but does not deſcend 
to his Poſterity. And theſe People thought 
it a prodigious Defect of Policy among 
us, when 1 told them that our Laws 
were enforced only by Penalties without 
any mention of Reward. It is upon this 
account that the Image of Juſtice, in their 
Courts of Judicature, is jormed with ſix 
Eyes, two before, as many behind, and 
on each ſide one, to ſignify Circum- 
PART I. H _. een 
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ſpections$ with a Bag of Gold open in her 


Right Hand, and a Sword ſheathed in her 


Left, to ſnèw ſhe is more diſpoſed to Re- 
ward than to Puniſh. 


IN chuſing Perſons for all Employ- 
ments, they have more regard to good 
Morals than to great Abilities; for, ſince 
Government is neceſſary to Mankind, 
they believe that the common Size of Hu- 
man Underſtandings, is fitted to ſome 
Station or other, and that Providence ne- 
ver intended to make the Management of 
publick Affairs a Myſtery, to be compre- 
hendcd only by a few Perſons of ſublime 
Genius, of which there ſeldom are threc 
born in an Age: but they ſuppoſe Truth, 
Juſtice, Temperance, and the like, to be 
in cvety Man's power; the Practice of 
which Virtues, aſſiſted by Experience and 
a good Intention, would qualify any 
Man for the Service of his Country, ex- 
cept where a Courſe of Study is required. 5 
But they thought the want of Moral Vir- 
tues was ſo far from being ſupplyed by ſu- 

| perior 
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perior Endowments of the Miad, that 
Employments could never be put into 
ſuch dangerous Hands as thoſe of Perſons 
ſo qualify'd ; and at leaft, that the Mi- 
ſtakes committed by Ignorance in a vir- 
tuous Diſpoſition, would never be of ſuch 
fatal Conſequence to the Publick Weal, 
as the Practices of a Man whoſe Inclina- 
tions led him to be corrupt, and had 
great Abilities. to manage, and multiply, | 
and defend his Corruptions. 


IN like manner, the Disbelief of a 
Divine Providence renders a Man uncapa- 
ble of holding any Publick Station; for 
ſince Kings avow themſelves to be the De- 
puties of Providence, the Lilliputians 
think nothing can be more abſurd than 
for a Prince to employ ſuch Men as dif- 
_ own the Authority under which he acts. 


In relating theſe and the following 
Laws, I would only be underſtood to 
mean the original Inſtitutions, and not 
'the moſt ſcandalous Corruptions into 
. which 
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which theſe People are fallen by the de- 
generate Nature of Man. For as to 
that infamous Practice of acquiring great 
Employments by dancing on the Ropes, 
or Badges of Favour and Diſtinction by 
jexping' over Sticks, and creeping under 
them, the Reader is to obſerve, that they 
were firſt introduced by the Grand- father 
of the Emperor now reigning, and grew 
to the preſent height, by the gradual in- 
creaſe of Party and Faction. 


IN GRAT ITU E is among them 2 
capital Crime, as we read it to have been 
in ſome other Countries ; for they reaſon 
thus, that whoever makes ill Returns to 
his Benefactor, muſt needs be a common 
Enemy to the reſt of Mankind, from 
whom he hath received no Obligation, 
and therefore ſuch a Man is not fit to live. 


THEIR Notions relating to the Du- 
ties of Parents and Children differ ex- 
tremely from ours. For, ſince the Con- 
junction of Male and Female is founded 

upon 
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upon the great Law of Nature, in order 
to propagate and continue the Species, the 
Lilliputians will needs have it, that Men 
and Women are joined together like 
other Animals, by the Motives of Con- 
cupiſcence; and that their Tenderneſs to- 

wards their Young proceeds from the like 
natural Principle: for which reaſon they 
will never allow, that a Child is under 
any Obligation to his Father for begetting 
him, or his Mother for bringing him into 
the World; which, conlttering the Miſe- 
ries of human Life, was neither a Benefit 
in itſelf, or intended ſo by his Parents, 
whoſe Thoughts in their Love-Encoun- 
ters were otherwiſe employ d. Upon 
theſe, and the like Reaſonings, their 
Opinion is, that Parents are the laſt of 
all others to be truſted with the Educa- 
tion of their own Children: and there- 
fore they have in every Town publick - 
Nurſeries, where all Parents, except Cot- 
tagers and Labourers, are obliged to ſend 
their Infants of both Sexes to be reared 
and educated when they come to the Age of 
” 3 twenty 
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twenty Moons, at which time, they are 
ſuppoſed to have ſome Rudiments of Do- 
cility. Theſe Schools are of ſeveral 


kinds, ſuited to different Qualities, and 


to both Sexes. They have certain Pro- 


feſſors well skilled in preparing Children 
for ſuch a condition of Life as befits the 


Rank of their Parents, and their own 
Capacities as well as Inclinations. I 


_ ſhall firſt ay ſomething of the Male Nur- | 
ſeries, and then of the Female. 


THE Nurſeries for Males of Noble or 


Eminent Birth, are provided with Grave 


and Learned Profeſſors, and their ſeveral. 
Deputies. The Clothes and Food of the 
Children are plain and ſimple. They are 
bred up in the Principles of Honour, 
Juſtice, Courage, Modeſty, Clemency, 
Religion, and Love of their Country; 
they are always employed in ſome Buſi- 
neſs, except in the times of Eating and 
Sleeping, which are very ſhort, and two 
Hours for Diverſions, conſiſting of bodi- 


ly Exerciſes. AE are dreſſed by Men 
till 
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till four Years of Age, and then are 
obliged to dreſs themſelves, although 
their Quality be ever ſo great; and the 
Women Attendants, who arc aged pro- 
portionably to ours at fifty, perform on- 
ly the moſt menial Offices. They are 
Never ſuffered to converſe with Servants, 
but go together in ſmall or greater num- 
bers to take their Diverſions, and always 
in the preſence of a Profeſſor, or one of 
his Deputies ; whereby they avoid thoſe 
early bad Impreſſions of Folly and Vice 
to which our Children are ſubject. 
Their Parents are ſuffered to ſee them 
only twice a Year ; the Viſit is to laſt but 
an hour. They are allowed to kiſs the 
Child at Meeting and Parting; but a Pro- 
feſſor, who always ſtands by on thoſe oc- 

caſions, will not ſuffer them to whiſper, 
or uſe any fondling Expreſſions, or bring 
any Preſents of Toys, Sweet-meats, and 
the like, 85

TRE Nurſeries for Children of ordi- 


* nary Gentlemen, Merchants, Traders, 


and Handicrafts, are managed proportion- 
ably after the ſame manner; only thoſe 
deſigned for Trades, are put out Ap- 
prentices at Eleven years old, whereas 
thoſe of Perſons of Quality continue in 


their Nurſeries till Fifteen, which anſwers 


to One and Twenty with us: but the 
Confinement is gradually leſſened for the 
laſt three Years. 


Ix the Female Nurſeries, the young 
Girls of Quality are educated much like 


the Males, only they are dreſſed by or- 
derly Servants of their own Sex, but al- 


Ways in the preſence of a Profeſſor or 


Deputy, till they come to dreſs them- 
ſelves, which is at five Years old. Andif 
it be found that theſe Nurſes ever pre- 
FL. me to entertain the Girls with frightful 

or fooliſh Stories, or the common Follies 


praftiſed 
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practiſed by Chamber -Maids among us, 
they are publickly whipped thrice about 
the City, impriſoned for a Year, and 
baniſhed for Life to the moſt deſo- 
late Part of the Country. Thus the 
young Ladies there are as much aſhamed 
of being Cowards and Fools, as the Men, 
and deſpiſe all perſonal Ornaments be- 
yond Decency and Cleanlineſs: neither 
did I perceive any Difference in their Edu- 
cation, made by their Difference of Sex, 
only that the Exerciſes of the Females 
were nof"altogether ſo robuſt, and that 
ſome Rules were given them relating to 
domeſtick Life, and a ſmaller Compaſs 
of Learning was enjoined them : For the 
Maxim is, that among People of Qua- 
lity, a Wife ſhould be always a reaſona- 
ble and agreeable Companion, becauſe 
ſhe cannot always be young. When the 
Girls are twelve Years old, which among 
them is the marriageable Age, their Pa- 
rents or Guardians take them home, with 
great Expreſſions of Gratitude to the 
Profeſſors, and ſeldom without Tears 
| = of 
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of the young Ly and her Conga. 
nions. 


Ix the Nurſeries of Females of the 
meaner ſort, the Children are inſtructed 
in all kinds of Works proper for their 
Sex, and their ſeveral degrees: Thoſe in- 
tended for Apprentices are diſmiſſed at 


nine Vears old, the reſt are kept to thirteen. 


THE meaner Families who have Chil- 
dren at theſe Nurſeries, are obliged, be- 
ſides their annual Penſion, Which is 
as low as poſſible, to return to 
the Steward of the Nurſery a ſmall 
monthly Share of their Gettings, to be a 
Portion for the Child ; and therefore all 
Parents are limited in their Expences by 
the Law. For the Lilliputians think 
nothing can be more unjuſt, than for 
People, in ſubſervience to their own Ap- 
petites, to bring Children into the World, 
and leave the Burthen of ſupporting them 
on the Publick. As to Perſons of Qua- 
lity, they give Security to appropriate a 

cer- 
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certain Sum for each Child, ſuitable to 
their Condition; and theſe Funds are al- 


ways managed with good Husbandry, and 
the moſt exact Juſtice. 


THz Cottagers and Labourers keep 
their Children at home, their Buſineſs be- 
ing only to till and cultivate the Earth, 
and therefore their Education is of little 
conſequence to the Publick; but the 
Old and Diſeaſed among them are ſup- 
ported by Hoſpitals: for Begging is a 
Trade unknown in this Kingdom. 


1 ND here it may perhaps divert the 
curious Reader, to give ſome account of 
my Domeſtick, and my manner of living 
in this Country, during a Reſidence of 
nine Months and thirteen Days. Hav- 
ing a Head mechanically turned, and be- 
ing likewiſe forced by neceſlity, I had 
made for myſelf a Table and Chair con- 
venient enough, out of the largeſt Trees 
in the Royal Park. Two hundred Semp- 
meln were employed to make me Shirts, 
and 
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and Linnen for my Bed and Table, all of 
the ſtrongeſt and coarſeſt kind they could 
get; which, however, they were forced 
to quilt together in ſeveral Folds, for the 
thickeſt was ſome degrees finer than 
Lawn, Their Linnen is uſually three In- 
ches wide, and three Foot make a Piece. 
The Sempſtreſſes took my Meaſure as I 
lay on the ground, one ftanding at my 
Neck, and another at my Mid-Leg, with 
a ſtrong Cord extended, that each held 
by the end, while the third meaſured the 
length of the Cord with a Rule of an 
Inch long. Then they meaſured my right 
Thumb, and deſired no more; for by a 
mathematical Computation, that twice 
round the Thumb is once round the 
Wriſt, and ſo on to the Neck and the 
Waiſt, and by the help of my old Shirt, 
which I. diſplayed on the Ground before 
them for a Pattern, they fitted me ex- 
atly. Three hundred Taylors were em- 
ployed in the ſame manner to make me 
Clothes; but they had another Contri- 
vance for taking my Meaſure, I kneeled 
8 down, 
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down, and they raiſed a Ladder from the 
Ground to my Neck ; upon this Ladder 
one of them mounted, and let fall a Plum- 
Line from my Collar to the Floor, which 
juſt anſwered the length of my Coat ; 
but my Waiſt and Arms I meaſured my- 
ſelf. When my Clothes were finiſhed, 
Which was done in my Houſe, (for the 
| largeſt of theirs would not be able to 
hold them) they looked like the Patch- 
Work made by the Ladies in England, 
only that mine were all of a Colour. - 


I had three hundred Cooks to dreſs 
my Victuals, in little convenient Huts 
built about my Houſe, where they and 
their Families lived, and prepared me two 
Diſhes a-piece. Itook up twenty Waiters 
in my Hand, and placed them on the 
Table, an hundred more attended below 
on the Ground, ſome with Diſhes of 
Meat, and ſome with Barrels of Wine, 
and other Liquors, ſlung on their Shoul- 
ders; all which the Waiters above drew 
| " as I wanted, in a very ingenious man- 
. 
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ner, by certain Cords, as we draw the 
Bucket up a Well in Europe. A Diſh 
of their Meat was a good Mouthful, and 
a Barrel of their Liquor a reaſonable 
Draught. Their Mutton yields to ours, 


but their Beef is excellent. I have had 
a Sirloin ſo, large, that I have been for- 


ced to make three Bits of it; but this is 
rare. My Servants were aſtoniſhed to ſec 
me eat it Bones and all, as in our Coun- 


try we do the Leg of a Lark. Their 


Geeſe and Turkeys I uſually eat at a 
Mouthful, and I muſt confeſs they far 


exceed ours. Of their ſmaller Fowl I 
could take up twenty or thirty at the 


end of my Knife. 


ONE day his Imperial Majeſty being 
informed of my way of living, deſired. 
that himſelf, and his Royal Conſort, with 
the young Princes of the Blood of both 


Sexes, might have the Happineſs (as he 


was pleaſed to call it). of dining with me. 
They came accordingly, and I placed em 


upon Chairs of State on my Table, juſt 
over- 
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over- againſt me, with their Guards about 
them. Flimnap the Lord High Treaſurer 
attended there likewiſe, with his white 
Staff; and I obſerved he often looked on 
me with a ſour Countenance, which I 
would not ſeem to regard, but eat more 
| than uſual, in honour to my dear Coun- 
try, as well as to fill the Court with 
Admiration. I have ſome private Rea- 
ſons to believe, that this Viſit from his 

Majeſty gave Flimnap an opportunity of 
doing me ill Offices to his Maſter. That 
Miniſter had always been my ſecret Ene- 
my, though he outwardly careſſed me 
more than was uſual to the Moroſeneſs 
of his Nature. He repreſented to the 
Emperor the low Condition of his Trea- 
ſury ; that he was forced to take up Mo- 
ney at great Diſcount ; that Exchequer 

Bills would not circulate under nine per 
Cent. below Par; that in ſhort I had coſt his 
Majeſty above a Million and a half of 
Sprugs, (their greateſt Gold Coin, about 
the bigneſs of a Spangle 3) and upon the 
whole, that it would be adviſeable in the 

OR Em- 
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Emperor to take the firſt fair Occaſion 
of diſmiſſi ing me. 


1 am here 4 to vindicate the Re- 


putation of an excellent Lady, who was 


an innocent Sufferer upon my account. 
The Treaſurer took a fancy to be jea- 
lous of his Wife, from the Malice of 
ſome Evil Tongues, who informed him 
that her Grace had taken a violent Af. 


fection for my Perſon, and the Court- 
Scandal ran for ſome time, that ſhe once 


came privately to my Lodging. This 1 


ſolemnly declare to be a moſt infamous 


Falſhood, without any Grounds, farther 


than that her Grace was pleaſed to treat 


me with all innocent Marks of Freedom 


and Friendſhip. I own ſhe came often to 


my Houſe, but always publickly, nor 
ever without three more in the Coach, 
who were uſually her Siſter and young 
Daughter, and ſome particular Acquain- 
rance; but this was common to many 
other, Ladies of the Court. And I ſtill 


appeal to my Servants round, whether 
they 
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they at any time ſaw a Coach at my 
Door without knowing what Perſons 
were in it. On thoſe Occaſions, when 
a Servant had given me notice, my Cuſe 
tom was to go immediately to the Door 3 
and after paying my Reſpects, to take 
up the Coach and two Horſes very care- 
fully in my Hands, (for if there were ſix 
Horſes, the Poſtillion always unharneſſed 
four) and place them on a Table, where 
I had fixed a moveable Rim quite round, 
of five Inches high, to prevent Accidents. 
And I have often had four Coaches and 
Horſes at once on my Table full of Com- 
pany, while 1 fate in my Chair leaning 
my Face towards them; and when I was 
engaged with one Sett, the Coachmen 

would gently drive the others round my 
Table. I have paſſed many an Afternoon 
very agrecably in theſe Converſations. 
But I defy the Treaſurer, or his two In- 
formers, (I will name them, and let em 
make their beſt of it) Cluſtril and Drunlo, 
to prove that any Perſon ever came to 
me incognito, except the Secretary Rel-

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dreſal, who- was ſent by expreſs Com · 
mand of his Imperial Majeſty, as, I have 

before related. I ſhould not have dwelt 
ſo long upon this Particular, if it had not 
been a Point wherein the Reputation of 
a great Lady is ſo nearly concerned, to 


ſay nothing of my own; though I had 


then the Honour to be a Nardac, which 


the Treaſurer himſelf is not, for all the 


World knows he is Only a Clunglum, a

to her, yet Kloſt all Credit with him, and 
fund my Intereſt decline very, faſt with

ſellors. That the loſs of your Eyes 
would be no impediment to your bodily 
ſtrength, by which you might tilt be uſe- 
ful to his Majefty. That Blindneſs is an 
addition to Courage, by concealing Dan- 
gers from us; that the Fear you had for 
your Eyes, was the greateſt Difficulty in 
bringing over the Enemy's Fleet, and it 
would be ſufficient for you to ſee by the 
Eyes of the Minifters, fince the pu 
Princes do no more. |

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Tn HIS Propoſal was cd with the 

utmoſt Diſapprobation by the whole 
Board. Bolgolam, the Admiral, could

THE Treaſurer was of the ſame Opi- 
nion; heſhewed to what ſtreights his Ma:

Stench of your Carcaſs be then ſo dan-

Ir was a Cuſtom introduced by this 
Prince and his Miniſtry, (very different, 
as I have been aſſured, from the Practices 
of former Times) that after the Court had 
decreed any cruel Execution, either to 
gratify the Monarchs Reſentment, or the 
Malice of a Favourite, the Emperor made 


a Speech to his whole Council, expreſling 
his great Lenity and Tenderneſs, as Qua-

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World. This Speech was immediately 


publiſhed through the Kingdom; nor 
did any thing tcrrify the-People ſo much 
as thoſe Encomiums on his Majeſty's 
Mercy; becauſe it was obſerved, that the 
more theſe Praiſes were enlarged and in- 
ſiſted on, the more inhuman was the Pu- 
niſhment, and the Sufferer more inno- 
cent. And as to myſelf, I muſt confeſs,

ted me of all paſt Obligations. 


Ax laftI fixed upon a Reſolution, for 
which it is probable I may incur ſome 
Cenſure, and not unjuſtly ; for I confeſs 
I owe the preſerving mine Eyes, and con- 
ſequently my Liberty, to my own great 
Raſhneſs and want of Experience: be- 
cauſe if I had then known the Nature of

EE Th ks, 
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alacrity and readineſs have ſubmitted to ſo 
caſy a Puniſhment. But hurry'd on by 
the  Precipitancy of Youth, and having 
his Imperial Majeſty's Licence to pay my 

Attendance upon the Emperor of Blefuſ- 

cu, I took this Oportunity, before the 
three Days were elapſed, to ſend a Letter 
to my Friend the Secretary, ſignifying my 
Reſolution of ſetting out that Morning 
for Blefuſcu purſuant to the leave I had 
got; and without waiting for an Anſwer, 
I went to that ſide of the Ifland where 
our Fleet lay. I ſeized a large Man of 
War, ty'd a Cable to the Prow, and lift- 
ing up the Anchors, I ſtript myſelf, put 
my Cloaths (together with my Coverlet, 
which I brought under my Arm) into the 
Veſſel, and drawing it after me between 
wading and ſwimming, arrived at the 
Royal Port of Blefuſcu, where the People 
had long expected me; they lent me two 

Guides to direct me to the Capital City, 
Which is of the ſame Name. I held them 
in my Hands till I came within two hun- 
dred Yards of the Gate, and deſired them to

ries, and let him know, I there waited 
his Majeſty's Commands. I had an An- 
ſwer in about an Hour, that his Majeſty, 
attended by the Royal Family, ane: great 
Officers of the Court, was comiiig 
receive me.

The Emperor, and his Traing* -alighted 
from their Horſes, the Empress and La- 
dies from their Coaches, and Aid not per- 
ceive they were in any Fright or Concern. 
I lay on the Ground to kiſs his Majeſty's 


and the Empreſs's Hand. 3 told his Ma- 


jeſty that I was come according to my Pro- 
miſe, and with the Licence of the Empe- 
ror my Maſter, to have the Honour of 
ſeeing ſo Mighty a Monarch, and to offer 
him any Service in my power, conſiſtent 
with my Duty to my own Prince; not 
mentioning a Word of my Diſgrace, be- 
cauſe I had hitherto no regular Informa- 
tion of it, and might ſuppoſe myſelf 
wholly ignorant of any ſuch Deſign ; 
neither cot I reaſonably conceive that 
the Emperor would diſcoyer the Secret 


While 
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while I was out of his power : wherein, 
however, it ſoon appeared I was deceived. 


I ſhall not trouble the Reader with the 
particular Account of my Reception at 
this Court, which was ſuitable to the 
Generoſity of ſo great a Prince; nor of 
the Difficulties I was in for want of a 
Houſe and Bed, being forced to lie on the

The Author, by a lucky Accident, finds 

means to leave Blefuſcu; and, after 

ſome Difficulties, returns ſafe to his 
Native Country. 


AHR Days after my Arrival, 
— out of Curioſity to the 


obſerve about half a League off, in Like 
Sea, ſomewhat that looked like a Boat 
overturned. I pulled off my Shoos and 
Stockings, and wading two or three Hun- 
dred Yards, I found the Object to approach 
nearer by force of the Tide, and then 
plainly ſaw it to be a real Boat, which! 
ſuppoſed might, by ſome Tempeſt, have 
been driven from a Ship; whereupon I re- 


turned immediately towards the City, and 
| deſired 
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deſired his Imperial Majeſty to lend me 
twenty of the talleſt Veſſels he had left af- 
ter the Loſs of his Fleet, and three thou- 
ſand Seamen under the Command of the 
Vice-Admiral. This Fleet failed round, 
while I went back the ſhorteſt way to the 
Coaſt where I firſt diſcovercd the Boat; 1 
found the Tide had driven it till nearer. 
The Seamen were all provided with Cor- 
dage, which I had beforchand twiſted to a 
ſufficient ſtrength. When the Ships came 
up, I ſtript myſelf, and waded till I came 
Within an hundred Yards of the Boat, af- 
ter which I was forced to ſwim till I got 
up to it, The Seamen threw me the end 
of the Cord, which I faſtned to a Hole in 

the fore-part of the Boat, and the other 
end to a Man of War: But I found all my 
Labour to little purpoſe; for being out of 
my depth, 1 was not able to work. In 
this Neceſſity, I was forced to ſwim behind, 

and puſh the Boat forwards as often as I 
could, with one of my Hands; and the 
Tide favouring me, I advanced ſo far, that 


do ns juſt hold np my Chin and feel the 
K 4 Ground. 
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Ground. I reſted two or three Minutes, 
and then gave the Boat another Shove, 
and ſo on till the Sea was no higher than 
my Arm- pits; and now the moſt laborious 
part being over, I took out my other Ca- 
bles which were ſtowed in one of the 
Ships, and faſtning them firſt to the Boat, 
and then to nine of the Veſſels which at- 
tended me; the Wind being favourable 
the Sea- men towed, and I ſhoved till we 
arrived within forty Yards of the Shore, 
and waiting till the Tide was out, I got 
dry to the Boat, and by the aſſiſtance of 
two thouſand Men, with Ropes and. En- 
gines, I made a ſhift to turn it on its 
Bottom, and found it was but little da 
maged. 


I ſhall not trouble the Reader with the 
Difficulties 1 was, under by the help of 
certain Paddles; which coſt me ten days 
making, to get my Boat to the Royal 
Port of Blefuſcu, where a mighty con- 
courſe of People appeared upon my ar- 
rival, full of Wonder at the fi ht of ſo

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prodigious a Veſſel. I told the Emperor 
that my good Fortune had thrown this 
Boat in my way, to carry me to ſome 
place from whence I might return into 


my native Country, and begged his Ma- 


jeſty's Orders for getting Materials to fit it 
up, together with his Licence to de- 


part; which, after ſome kind Expoſtula- 


e he Was n to grant. 


I did very much wonder, in all this 
time, not to have heard of any Expreſz 


relating to me from our Emperor to the 
Court of Blefuſcu. But I was after- 
wards given privately to underſtand, that 


his Imperial Majeſty, never imagining I 
had the leaſt notice of his Deſigns, be- 
lieved I was only gone to Blefuſcu in 
performance of my Promiſe, according 
ro the Licence he had given me, which 
was well known at our Court, and would 
return in a few days when that Ceremony 
was ended. But he was at laſt in pain at 
my long abſence ; and, after conſulting 
view the Treaſurer, and the reſt of alas 


Cabal, 
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Cabal, a Perſon of Quality was diſpatched 
with the Copy of the Articles againſt me. 
This Envoy had Inſtructions to repreſent 
to the Monarch of Blefuſcu, the great 
Lenity of his Maſter, who was content 
to puniſh me no further than with the loſs 
of mine Eyes; that I had fled from Juſtice, 
and if I did not return in two Hours, I 
ſhould be deprived of my Title of Nar- 
dac, and declared a Traitor. The Envoy 
further added, that in order to maintain 
the Peace and Amity between both Em- 
pires, his Maſter expected, that his Brother 
of Blefuſtu would give Orders to have 
me ſent back to Lilliput, bound Hand 
and Foot, to be puniſhed as a Traitor. 


TRE Emperor of Blefuſcu having ta- 
ken three Days to conſult, returned an 
Anſwer conſiſting of many Civilities and 
Excuſes. He ſaid, that as for ſending

him of his Fleet, yet he owed great Ob- 

ligations to me for many good Offices 1 

g bad 
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had done him in making the Peace. That 
however both their Majeſties would foon 


be made eaſy; for I had found a pro- 
digious Veſſel on the Shore, able to carry 


me on the Sea, which he had given or- 


der to fit up with my own Aſſiſtance 
and Dire&ion, and he hoped in a few 


Weeks both Empires would be freed from 


ſo inſupportable an Incumbrance. 


Wirn this Anſwer the Envoy- re- 
turned to Lilliput, and the Monarch of 
Blefuſcu related to me all that had paſt, 


offering me at the ſame time (but un- 


der the ſtricteſt Confidence) his gracious 
Protection, if I would continue in his 


Service; wherein although I believed him

any confidence in Princes or Miniſters,

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| ſolved to venture myſelf in the Ocean, 


rather than be an occaſion of Difference 
between two ſuch mighty Monarchs. 
Neither did I find the Emperor at all 


diſpleaſed ; and 1 diſcoyered by a certain | 


Accident, that he was very glad of my 
Reſolution, and ſo were moſt of his Mi- 


niſters. 4 N 2 


THESE Conſiderations moved me to 


. haſten my Departure ſomewhat ſooner 
| than! intended; to which the Court, im- 
patient to have me gone, very readily 


contributed. Five hundred Workmen 


were employed to make two Sails to 


my Boat, according to my Directions, by 
quilting thirteen fold of their ſtrongeſt 
Linnen together. I was at the pains of 
making Ropes and Cables, by twiſting 
ten, twenty or thirty of the thickeſt and 
ſtrongeſt of theirs. A great Stone that J 
happened to find, after a long Search by 


the Sea-ſhore, ſerved me for an Anchor. 


I had the Tallow of three hundred Cows 
for greaſing my Boat, and other Uſes. 


I was at incredible pains in cutting down 
ſome of the largeſt Timber Trees for Oars 
and Maſts, wherein I was, however, 
much aſſiſted by his Majeſty's Ship-Car- 
penters, who helped me in ſmoothing 
them, after J had done the rough Work. 


- In about a Month, when all was pre- 
pared, I ſent to receive his Majeſty's Com- 
mands, and to take my leave. The Em- 
peror and Royal Family came out of the 
Palace; I lay down on my Face to kiſs 
his Hand, which he very. graciouſly gave 
me; ſo did the Empreſs, and young 
Princes of the Blood. His Majeſty pre- 
ſented me with fifty Purſes of two hun- 
dred Jprugs a- piece, together with his 
Picture at full length, which I put imme- 
diately into one of my Gloves, to keep it 
from being hurt. The Ceremonies at my 
Departure were too many to trouble the 
Reader with at this time. 


I ſtored the Boat i. ch the Carcaſſes of 
an hundred Oxen, and three hundred 
Sheep, 


— 
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Sheep, with Bread, and Drink propord 


tionable, and as much Meat ready dreſ- 
ſed-as four -hundred Cooks could pro- 
vide. I took with me ſix Cows and two 
Bulls alive, with as many Yews and Rams, 
"intending to carry them into my own. 
Country, and propagate the Breed. And to 
feed them on board, I had a good Bundle 
of Hay, and a Bag of Corn. I would 
gladly have taken a Dozen of the Natives, 
but this was a thing the Emperor would 
by no means permit; and beſides a dili- 
gent Search into my Pockets, his Majeſty 
engaged my Honour not to carry away 
any of his Subjects, although with their 
own Conſent and Deſire, 


HAVING thus prepared all things as 
well as I was able, I ſet fail on the twen- 
ty-fourth Day of September 1701, at fix 
in the Morning ; and when I had gone a- 
bout four Leagues to the Northward, the 
Wind being at South-Eaſt, at ſix in the 
Evening, I deſcryed a ſmall Ifland about 
half a League to the North-Weſt. I ad- 

vanced 
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vanced forward, and caſt Anchor on the 
Lee-fide of the Iſland, which ſeemed to 
be uninhabited. I then took ſome Retreſh- 
ment, and went to my reſt. I ſlept well, 
and I conjecture at leaſt ſix Hours, for I 
found the Day broke in two Hours after! 
awaked. It was a clear Night. I eat my 
Breakfaſt before the Sun was up; and 
heaving Anchor, the Wind being favoura- 
ble, I ſteered the ſame Courſe that I had 
done the Day before, wherein I was di- 
rected by my Pocket-Compaſs. My In- 
tention was to reach, if poſſible, one of 
thoſe Iflands, which I had reaſon to be- 
lieve lay to the North-Eaſt of Van Die- 
men's Land. I diſcovered nothing all that 
Day ; but upon the next, about three in 
the Afternoon, when I had by my Com- 
putation made twenty-four Leagues from 

Blefuſcu, 1 deſcryed a Sail ſteering to the 
| South-Eaſt; my Courſe was due Eaſt. I 
hailed her, but could get no Anſwer ; yet 
I found I gained upon her, for the Wind 
flackned. I made all the fail I could, 
and in half an hour ſhe ſpyed me, then 
: hung 
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hung out her Antient, and diſcharged 4 
Gun. It is not eaſy to expreſs the Joy 
I was in upon the unexpected hope of once 
more ſeeing my beloved Country, and 
the dear Pledges I left in it. The Ship 
flackned her Sails, and I came up with 
her between five and ſix in the Evening, 
September 26 ; but my Heart leapt with- 


in me to ſee her Engliſb Colours. 1 


put my Cows and Sheep into my Coat- 
Pockets, and got on board with all my 
little Cargo of Proviſions. The Veſſel 
was an Engliſh Merchant-Man, returning 
from Japan by the North and South- 
eas; the Captain, Mr. John Biddel of 
Deptford, a very civil Man, and an ex- 
cellent Sailor. We were now in the 
Latitude of 30 Degrees South, there were 
about fifty Men in the Ship; and here I 
met an old Comrade of mine, one Peter 
Milliams, who gave me a good Charac- 
ter to the Captain. This Gentleman 
treated me with Kindneſs, and deſired 1 
would let him know what place I came 
from laſt, and whither I was bound ; 


which 
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which I did in few Words, but he thought 
I was raving, and that the Dangers I un- 
derwent had diſturbed my Head; where- 


upon I took my black Cattle and Sheep 


out of my Pocket, which, after great 
Aſtoniſhment, clearly convinced him of 
my Veracity. I then ſhewed him the 


Gold given me by the Emperor of Lil. 
tiput, together with his Majeſty's Picture 


at full length, and ſome other Rarities 
of that Country. I gave him two Purſes 
of two hundred Sprugs each, and pro- 
miſed, when we arrived in England, to 
make him a Preſent of a Cow and a 


Sheep =, with Young. 


I ſhall not trouble the Reader with a 


particular Account of this Voyage, which 


was very proſperous for the moſt part. 
We arrived in the Downs on the 13th 
of April 1702. I had only one Misfor- 
'rune, that the Rats on board carried a- 


way one of my Sheep; I found her 
Bones in a Hole, picked clean from the 
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Fleſn. The rel of / my Cattle I got ſafe 
on ſhore, and ſet them a grazing in a 
| Bowling- Green at Greenwich, where: the 
Eineneſs of the, Graſs made them feed 
very heartily, though L had always fearcd 
the contrary : neither could, 1 poſſibly 
; have preſerved them i in ſo long a Voyage, 
if the Captain had not allowed me ſome 
of his beſt Bisket, which rubbed to Pow- 
der, and mingled with Water, Was their 
conſtant Food. The ſhort time I con- 
tinued in England, I made a conſide- 
rable Profit by ſhewing my Cattle to 
many Perſons of Quality, and others: 

and before 1 began my ſecond Voyage, 
I ſold them for ſix hundred Pounds. 
Since my laſt return, I find the Breed 
is conſiderably increaſed, eſpecially the 
Sheep; which 1 hope will prove. much 
to the Advantage of the Woollen Ma- 
nufacture, by the Fineneſs of the Flce- 
Ces. 
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11 Bay but i res! Months with my 
Wit and Family ; for my inſatiable De- 
ire of ſeeing forcign Countries would 
ſuffer me to continue no longer. I left - 
fifteen hundred Pounds with my Wife, 
and fixed her in a good Houſe at Red. 
riff. My remaining Stock I carried 
with me, part in Money, and part in 
Goods, in hopes to improve my For- 
tunes. My eldeſt Uncle John had left 
me an Eſtate in Land, near Epping, of 
about Thirty Pounds a Year ; and I had 
a long Leaſe of the Black-Bull in Fer- 
ter- Lane, which yielded me as much 
more: ſo that L Was not in any danger 
of leaving my *Family upon, the Pariſh. 
My Son John, named ſo after his 
Uncle, was at the Grammar School, and 
a towardly Child. My Daughter Berry 
(who is now well married, and has Chil- 
dren). was then at her Needle-Work. 
I took leave of my Wife, and Boy and 
Girl, with Tears on both ſides, and went

after my Return, I again left 


my native Country, and took Shipping 
PART II. ” - in 
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in the Downs on the 20th Day of June 
1702. in the Adventure, Capt. John 
Nicholas a Corniſh Man Commander, 
bound for Surat. We had a very pro- 
ſperous Gale till we arrived at the Cape 
of Good. hope, where we landed for freſh 
Water, but diſcovering a Leak we un. 
ſhipped our Goods, and winter'd there; 
for the Captain falling ſick of an Ague, 
we could not leave the Cape till the end 
of March. We then ſet ſail, and had 
a good Voyage till we paſſed the Srrezghts 
of Madagaſcar ; but having got North- 
ward of that I{land, and to about five 
Degrees South Latitude, the Winds, 
which in thoſe Seas are obſerved to 
blow a conſtant equal Gale between 
the North and Weſt from the beginning 
of December to the beginning of May, 
on the roth of April began to blow 
with much greater Violence, and more 
Weſterly than uſual, continuing ſo for 
twenty Days together, during which 
time we were driven a little to the Eaſt 
of the Molteca Iſlands, and about three 
2 Cs 


7 | 
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Degrees Northward of the Line, as our 
Captain found by an Obſervation he took 
the 24of May, at which time the Wind 
_ ceaſed, and it was a perfect Calm, where- 
at I was not a little rejoyced. But he 
being a Man well experienced in the Na. 
vigation of thoſe Seas bid us all prepare 
againſt a Storm, which accordingly hap- 
pened the Day following: For a South- 
ern Wind, called the Southern Monſoon, 
_ to ſet in. 


Künne it was like to ovyerblow, 
we took in our Sprit- ſail, and ſtood by 
to hand the Fore-ſail; but making foul 
Weather, we look'd the Guns were all 
faſt, and handed the Miſſen. The Ship 
lay very broad off, ſo we thought it ber. 
ter ſpooning before the Sea, than trying 
or hulling. We reeft the Fore- ſail and 
| ſet him, we hawl'd aft the Fore-ſheet ; 
the Helm was hard a Weather. The 
Ship wore bravely. We belay'd the Fore- 
down-hall; but the Sail was ſplit, and we 
hawl'd down the Yard, and got the Sail 
at * into 
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into the Ship, and unbound all the things 
clear of it. It was a very fierce Storm; 
the Sca broke ſtrange and dangerous. 


We thawl'd off upon the Lanniard of 


the Whipftaff, and helped the Man at 


Helm. We would not get down our 


Top-Maft, but let all and, becauſe ſhe 
ſcudded before the Sea very well, and we 


knew that the Top-Maft being aloft, the 


Ship was the wholeſomer,and made better 


way through the Sea, ſeeing we had Sea- 


room. When the Storm was over, we ſet 


Fore- ſail and Main- ſail, and brought the 


Ship to. Then ve ſet the Miſſen, Main- 
top - Sail and the Foretop- Sail. Our Courſe 
was Eaſt North-caft, the Wind was at 
South-weſt. We got the Star-board Tacks 
aboard, we caſt off our Weather-braces 
and Lifts; we ſet in the Lee-braces, and 


hawl'd forward by the Weather - bow⸗ 
lings, and hawl'd them tight, and belayed 
them, and hawl'd over the Miſſen Tack 
to Windward, and kept her full and =

'DvuR1NG this Storm, which was fol- 
lowed by a ſtrong Wind Weſt South- weſt, 
we were carried by my Computation 
about five hundred Leagues to the Eaſt, fo 
that the oldeſt Sailor on Board could not 
tell in what part of the World we were. 
Our Provifions held out well, our Ship 
was ſtaunch, and our Crew all in good 
Health; but we lay in the utmoſt Diſ- 
treſs for Water. We thought it beſt to 
hold on the ſame Courſe rather than 
turn more Northerly, which might have 
brought us to the North-weſt parts of 
great Tartary, and into the frozen Sea. 


ON the 16th Day of June 1703. 4 
Boy on the Top-maſt diſcovered Land. 
On the 17th we came in full View of 
a great Ifland or Continent, (for we 
knew not whether) on the South-ſide 
whereof wasa ſmall Neck of Land jut- 
ting out into the Sea, and a Creek too 
ſhallow to hold a Ship of above one hun- 
dred Tuns. We caſt Anchor within a 
League of this Creck, and our Captain 

* ſent 
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ſent a dozen of his Men well armed in the 
Long Boat, with Veſſels for Water if any 


could be found. I deſired his leave to 


go with them, that I might ſee the Coun- 
try, and make what Diſcoverics I could. 
When we came to Land we ſaw no Ri- 


vcr or Spring, norany ſign of Inhabitants. 


Our Men therefore wander d on the Shore 
to find out ſome freſh Water near the Seca, 
and I walked alone about a Mile on 
the other Side, where I obſerved the 
Country all barren and rocky. I now 
began to be weary, and ſeeing nothing 
to entertain my Curioſity, I returned 
gently down towards the Creek; and 
the Sea being full in my View, I ſaw 


our Men already got into the Boat, and 


rowing for Life to the Ship. I was go- 
ing to hollow after them, although it 
had been to little purpoſe, when J ob. 


| ſerved a huge Creature walking after them 


in the Sea, as faſt as he MF He wad-. 
cd not much deeper than his Knees, and 
rook prodigious ſtrides: But our Men 


bad the ſtart of him half a League, and the 
8 Sea 
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Sea thereabouts being full of ſharp point- 
ed Rocks, the Monſter- was. not able to 
overtake the Boat. This IJ was after— 
wards told, for I durſt not ſlay to ſee 
the Iſſue of that Adventure; but ran as 


faſt as I could the way ] firſt went; and 


then climbed up a ſteep Hill which gave 
me ſome Proſpe& of the Country. I 


found it fully cultivated; but that which | 


firſt ſurprized me was the Length of the 
Graſs, which in thoſe Grounds that ſeem- 


ed to be kept for Hay, was above. twen— 
ty foot high. | 


I FELL into a high Road, for 10 I took 
it to be, though i it ſerved to the Inhabi- 
tants only as a foot Path through aFicld of 
Barley. Here I walked on for ſome time, 


but could ſee little on either Side, it be- 


ing now near Harveſt, and the Corn rif- 
ing at leaſt forty Foot. I was an Hour 
walking to the end of this Field, which 
was fenced in with a Hedge of at leaſt one 
hundred and twenty Foot high, and the 

Trees ſo lofty that I could make no Com- 
ET B + | putation 
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putation of their Altitude. There was 
a Stile to paſs from this Field into the 


next. It had four Steps, and a Stone to 


croſs over when you came to the upper- 


moſt. It was impoſlible for me to climb 
this Stile, becauſe every Step was fix Foot 


high, and the upper Stone above twenty. 
I was endeayouring to find ſome Gap in 


the Hedge, when I diſcovered one of 


the Inhabitants in the next Field advanc- 
ing towards the Stile, of the ſame ſize 
with him whom I faw in the Sea purſu- 
ing our Boat. He appeared as tall as an 
ordinary Spire-ſteeple, and took about 
ten Yards at every Stride, as near as I 
could gueſs. I was ſtruck with the ut. 
moſt Fear and Aſtoniſhment, and ran ta 
hide my ſelf in the Corn, from whence 
I ſaw him at the top of the Stile, look- 
ing back into the next Field on the right 


hand, and heard him call in a Voice ma- 
ny degrees louder than a ſpeaking Trum- 


pet; but the Noiſe was fo high in the 
Air, that at firſt I certainly thought it 
was Thunder, Whereupon ſeyen Mon- 

| ſters 
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ſters like himſelf came towards him with 
Reaping · Hooks in their Hands, each Hook 
about the largeneſs of ſix Scythes, Theſe 
People were not ſo well clad as the firſt, 
whoſe Servants or Labourers they ſeem- 
ed to be, For, upon fome Words he 
ſpoke, they went to reap the Corn in 
the Field where I lay, I kept from them 
at as great a diſtance as I could, but was 
forced to move with extream Difficulty, 
for the Stalks of theCorn were fometimes 
not above a Foot diſtant, ſo that I could 
hardly fqueeze my Body betwixt them. 
] made a ſhift to go forward till I came 
to 4 part of the Field where the Corn 
had been laid by the Rain and Wind, 
Here it was impoſſible for me to advance 
a ſtep: for the Stalks were fo interwoven 
that I could not creep thorongh, and the 
Beards of the fallen Ears ſo firong and 
pointed that they pierced through my 
Cloaths. into my Fleſh, Ar the ſame 
time I heard the Reapers not above an 
hundred Yards behind me. Being quite 
dilpirited with Toit, and wholly over- 
come 


| 
|

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come * Grief and Deſpair, I lay down 


between two Ridges, and' heartily wiſh- 


ed I might there end my Days. I be- 
moaned my deſolate Widow, and Father- 


leſs Children, I lamented my own Fol- 


ly and Wilfulneſs in attempting a ſecond 
Voyage againſt the Advice of all my 
Friends and Relations. In this terrible 
Agitation of Mind I could not forbear 
thinking of Lilliput, whoſe Inhabitants 


looked upon me as the greateſt Prodigy 


that ever appeared in the World: where 
I was able to draw an Imperial Fleet in 
my Hand, and perform thoſe other Acti- 


ons which will be recorded for ever in 


the Chronicles of that Empire, while 
Poſterity ſhall hardly believe them, al- 
though atteſted by Millions. I reflected 


What a Mortification it muſt prove to 


me to appear as inconſiderable in this 
Nation as one ſingle Lilliputian would 


be among us. But, this I conceived was 


to be the leaſt of my Misfortunes : For, 
as human Creatures are obſerved. to be 


more lavage, and cruel i in Proportion to 
| their 
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their Bulk, what could I expect but to 
be a Morſel in the Mouth of the firſt a- 
mong theſe enormous Barbarians that 
ſhould happen to ſeize me? Undoubted- 


ly Philoſophers arc in the right when 


they tell us, that nothing is great or little 
otherwiſe than by Compariſon. It might 
have pleaſed Fortune to let the Lillipu- 
tians find ſome Nation, where the Peo- 
ple were as diminutive with reſpect to 
them, as they were to me. And who 
| knows but that even this prodigious Race 
of Mortals might be equally overmatch- 
ed in,ſome diſtant part. of the World, 
whereof we have yet no Diſcovery? 


SCARED and confounded as I was, I 
could not forbear going on with theſe 
Reflections, when one of the Reapers ap- 
proaching within ten Vards of the Ridge 
where I lay, made me apprehend that 
with the next Step Iſhould be ſquaſhed 
to Death under his Foot,. or cut in two 
with his Reaping Hook. And therefore 

when he was again about to move, I 
bt. ſcreamed 
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ſcreamed as loud as Fear could make me. 


Whereupon the huge Creature trod ſhort, 
and looking round about under him for 
ſome time, at laſt eſpied me as I lay on the 


Ground. He conſidered a while with the 


Caution of one who endeavours to lay 
hold on a ſmall dangerous Animal in ſuch 
a manner that it ſhall not be able either 
to ſcratch or to bite him, as I my ſelf have 


ſometimes done with a Weaſel in Eng- 


land. At length he ventnred to take me 
up behind by the middle between his Fore- 
finger and Thumb, and brought me with- 


in three Yards of his Eyes, that he might 


behold my Shape more perfectly. I gueſſed 
his Meaning, and my good Fortune gave 
me ſo much Preſence of Mind, that I 
reſolved not to ſtruggle in the leaſt as 


he held me in the Air above ſixty Foot 


from the Ground, although he grievouſly 


pinched my Sides, for fear I ſhould flip 
through his Fingers. All Iventured was 


to raiſe mine, Eyes towards the Sun, and 
place my Hands together in a ſupplica. 


in 
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in an humble melancholy Tone, ſuit- 
able to the Condition I then was in. For 
I apprehended every Moment that he 
would daſh me againſt the Ground, as 
we uſually do any little hateful Animal 


which we have a mind to deſtroy. But 


my good Star would have it, that he ap- 
peared pleaſed with my Voice and Ge- 
ſtures, and began to look upon me as a 
Curiofity, much wondering to hear me 
pronounce articulate Words, although he 
could not underſtand them. In the 


mean time I was not able to forbear 


groaning and ſhedding Tears, and turn- 
ing my Head towards my Sides; letting 
him know, as well as I could, how cruel- 
ly I was hurt by the Preſſure of his 
Thumb and Finger. He ſeemed to ap- 
prehend my Meaning; for, lifting up 
the Lappet of his Coat, he put me gent- 
ly into it, and immediately ran along 
with me to his Maſter, who was a ſub- 
ſtantial Farmer, and the ſame Perſon. I 
had firſt ſeen in the Field, 


THE 
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THE Farmer having (as I ſuppoſed by 


Ahtir Talk) received ſuch an Account of 
me as his Servant could give him, took a 
piece of a ſmall Straw, about the ſize of 


a walking Staff, and therewith lifted up 


the Lappets of my Coat; which it ſeems 


he thought to be ſome kind of Cover- 


ing that Nature had given me. He blew 


my Fairs aſide to take a better view of 


my Face. He called his Hinds about him, 


and asked them (as I afterwards learned) 
whether they had ever ſeen in the Fields 


any little Creature that reſembled me. 


He then placed me ſoftly on. the Ground 
upon all four, but I got immediately up, 


and walked ſlowly backwards and for- 


wards, to let thoſe People ſee I had no 
Intent to run away. They all fate down 
in a Circle about me, the better to ob- 
ſerve my Motions. I pulled off my Har, 
and made a low Bow towards the Farmer, 
I fell on my Knees, and lifted up my 


Hands and Eyes, and ſpoke ſeveral Words 


as loud as I could: I took a Purſe of 
Gold out of my Pocket, and humbly 
preſented 
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preſented it to him; He received it on 


the Palm of his Hand, then applied it 
cloſe to his Eye, to ſee what it was, and 
afterwards turned it ſeveral times with 
the Point of a Pin, (which he took out 
of his Sleeve, ) but could make nothing 


of it. Whereupon I made a Sign that 


he ſhould place his Hand on the Ground. 
I took the Purſe, and opening it, poured 
all the Gold into his Palm. There were 


| ſix Spaniſo-Picces of four Piſtoles each, 


beſides twenty or thirty ſmaller Coyns. 
I aw him wet the Tip of his little Fin- 


ger upon his Tongue, and take up one 
of my largeſt Pieces, and then another, 


but' he ſeemed to be wholly ignorant 
what they were. He made me a Sign to 


put them again into my Purſe, and the 


Purſe again into my Pocket, which after 
offering to him ſeveral times, I thought 
it beſt ro do. | 

TAE Farmer by this time was con- 
vinced I muſt be a rational Creature. 
He ſpoke often to me, but the Sound of 


his

his Voice pierced my Ears like that of 
a Water Mill, yet his Words were ar- 
ticulate enough. I anſwered as loud as 
I could in ſeveral Languages, and he 
often laid his Ear within two Yards of 
me, but all in vain, for we were wholly 
unintelligible to each other. He then 
ſent his Servants to their Work, and 
taking his Handkerchief out of his Pocket, 
he doubled and ſpread it on his left 
Hand, which he placed flat on the 
Ground with the Palm upwards, making 
me a Sign to ſtep into it, as Ieould eaſily 
do, for it was not aboye a Foot in thick- 
nels. I thought it my part to obey, 
and for fear of falling, laid my ſelf at 
Length upon the Handkerchief, with the 
Remainder of which he lapped me upto 
the Head for further Security, and in this 
manner carried me home to his Houſe. 
There he called his Wife, and ſhewed 
me to her; but ſhe ſcreamed and ran 
back as Women in England do at the 
Sight of a Toad or a Spider. However, 
when ſhe had a while ſeen my Beha- 
C viour 
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viour, and how well I obſerved the ſigns 
her Husband made, ſhe was ſoon re- 
conciled, and by degrees grew extream- 
I tender of me. 


Ir was Hake twelve at Noon, and a 
Servant brought in Dinner. It was only 
one ſubſtantial Diſh of Meat (fit for the 
plain Condition of an Husband-Man) 
in a Diſh, of about four and twenty 
Foot Diameter. The Company were 
the Farmer and his Wife, three Chil- 
dren, and an old Grandmother: When 
they were ſar down, the Farmer 
placed me at ſome diſtance from him 
on the Table, which was thirty Foot 
high from the Floor. I was in a ter- 
rible Fright, and kept as far as I could 
from the Edge for fear of falling. The 
Wife minced a bit of Meat, then crum- 
bled ſome Bread on a Trencher, and 
placed it before me. I made her a low 
Bow, took out my Knife and Fork, and 
fell to eat, which gave them exceeding 
Delight. The Miſtreſs ſent her Maid 
VVV - 


Is ern 
for a ſmall Dram- cup, which held about 
three Gallons, and filled it with Drink, 
I took up the Veſſel with much difficulty 
in both Hands, and ina moſt reſpectful 
manner drank to her -Lady-ſhips Health, 
expreſſing the Words as loud as I could 
in Engliſh, which made the Company 
laugh ſo heartily, that I was almoſt 
deafned with the Noiſe. This Liquor 
taſted like a ſmall Cyder, and was not 
unpleaſant. Then the Maſter made me 
a ſign to come to his Trencher ſide; 
but as I walked on the Table, being in 
great ſurprize all the time, as the indul- 
gent Reader will eaſily conceive and ex- 
cuſe, 1 happened to ſtumble againſt a 
Cruſt, and fell flat on my Face, but re- 
ceived no hurt. I got up immediately, 
and obſerving the good People to be in 
much concern, I took my Hat (which 1 
held under my Arm out of good Man- 
ners) and waving it over my Head, made 
three Huzza's to new I had got no Miſ- 
chief by my Fall. But advancing for- 
wards toward my Maſter 451 ſhall hence- 
182 forth 
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forth call him) his youngeſt Son who 
ſate next him, an arch Boy of about ten 
Years old, took me up by the Legs, and 
held me ſo high in the Air, that I trem- 
bled every Limb; but his Father ſnatch- 
ed me from him, and at the ſame time 
gave him ſuch a Box on the left Ear, as 
would have felled an European Troop 
of Horſe to the Earth, ordering him to 
be taken from the Table. But, being 


afraid the Boy might owe me a ſpight, 


and well remembring how miſchievous 
all Children among us naturally are to 
Sparrows, Rabbits, young Kittens, and 
Puppy Dogs, I fell on my Knees, and 
pointing to the Boy, made my Maſter to 
underſtand, as well as I could, that I de- 
ſired. his Son might be pardoned. The 
Father complied, and the Lad took his 
Seat again; whereupon I went to him and 
kifſed his Hand, which my Maſter took, 
and made him ſtroak me gently with it. 


| Int the midſt of Dinner my Miſtreſs's 
favourite Cat leapt into her Lap. 1 
C2 heard 
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heard a noiſe behind me like that of a 
dozen Stocking-Weavers at work; and 


turning my Head I found it proceeded 
from the purring of this Animal, who 
ſeemed to be three times larger than an 
Ox, as I computed by the View of her 
Head, and one:of her Paws, while her 
Miſtreſs was feeding and ſtroaking her. 


The Fierceneſs of this Creature's Coun- 


tenance altagethet diſcompoſed me; 
though I ſtood at the further End of the 
Table, above fifty Foot off, and although 
my Miſtreſs held her faſt for fear ſhe 
might give a ſpring, and ſeize me in 
her Talons. But it happened there was 
no Danger; for the Cat took not the 
leaſt Notice of me when my Maſter 
placed me within three Yards of her. 
And as I have been always told, and 
found true by Experience in my Travels, 
that flying, or diſcovering Feat before a 
fierce Animal, is a certain way to make 
it purſue or attack you, ſo I reſolved in 
this dangerous Juncture to ſhew no man-

The Mo- 
ther out of pure Indulgence took me 
up, and put me towards the Child, who 
preſently ſeized me by the Middle, and 


got my Head in his Mouth, where I 


roared ſo loud that the Urchin was 
ne and let me drop, and I ſhould

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infallibly have broke my Neck if the 
Mother had not held her Apron 
under me. The Nurſe to quiet her 
Babe made. uſe of a Rattle, which was 
a kind of hollow Veſſel filled with great 
Stones, and faſtned by a Cable to the 
Child's Waſt: But all in vain, ſo that 
ſhe was forced to apply the laſt Remedy by 
giving it ſuck.

I wasat home with my Wite and Chil- 
dren, which aggravated my Sorrows when - 
I awaked and found my ſelf alone in a 
vaſt Room; between two and three hun- 
dred Foot wide, and above two hundred 
high, lying in a Bed twenty Yards 
wide. ' My Miſtreſs was gone about her 
houſhold Affairs, and * locked me in. 
The Bed was eight Vards from the Floor. 
Some natural Neceſſities required me to 
get down, I durſt not preſume to call, 
and if I had, it would have been in vain 
with ſuch a Voice as mine at ſo great a 
diſtance from the Room where I lay to 
the Kitchen where the Family kept. While 
I was under theſe Circumſtances two Rats 
crept up the Curtains, and ran ſmelling 
backwards and forwards on theBed, One of 
them 
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them came up almoſt to my Face, where- 
upon I roſe in a Fright, and drew out 
my Hanger to defend, my ſelf. Theſc 
horrible Animals had the Boldneſs 
to attack me on both ſides, and 
one of them held his Fore-feet at my 
Collar; but I had the good Fortune to 
rip up his Belly before he could do me 
any Miſchief. He fell down at my 
Feet, and the other ſecing the Fate of 
his Comrade, made his Eſcape, but not 
without one good Wound on the Back, 
which I gave him as he fled, and made 
the Blood run trickling from him, After 
this Exploit I walked gently to and fro 
on the Bed, to recover my Breath and 
Loſs of Spirits. Theſe Creatures were 
of the ſize of a large Maſtiff, but in⸗ 
finitely more nimble and fierce, ſo that 
if I had taken off my Belt before I 
went to ſleep, I muſt have infallibly been 
torn to pieces and devoured. I mea- 
ſured the Tail of the dead Rat, and 
found it to be two Yards long wanting 
an Inch; but it went againſt my Stomach 
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to drag the Carcaſs off the Bed, where 
it lay ſtill bleeding; I obſerved it had yet 
ſome Life, but with a ſtrong. Slalh croſs. 
the Neck thoroughly diſparohcd i.. 


80 oo N after my Miſtreſs came into 
bs Room, who ſeeing me all bloody, 
ran and took me up in her Hand. I 
pointed to the dead Rat, ſmiling and 
making other Signs to ſhew I was not hurt, 
whereat ſhe was extremely rejoyced, cal- 
ling the Maid to take up the dead Nat 
with a pair of Tongs, and throw it out 
of the Window. Then ſhe ſet me on a 
Table where I ſhewed her my Hanger all 
bloody, and wiping it on the Lappet of 
my Coat, returned it to the Scabbard. 
I was preſſed to do more than one Thing, 
which another could not do for me, and 
therefore endeavoured to make my Miſ- 
treſs underſtand that I deſired to be ſet 
down on the Floor; which after ſhe had 
done, my Baſhfulneſs would not ſuffer 
me to expreſs my ſelf farther than by 
pointing to the Door, and bowing ſeve- 

ral 
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ral times. The good Woman with much 

_ Difficulty at laſt perceived what 1 would 
be at, and taking me up again in her 
Hand, walked into the Garden where ſhe 
ſet me down. I went on one ſide about 
two hundred Vards, and beckoning to her 


not to look or to follow me, I' hid my 
ſelf between two Leaves of Sorrel, and

I HnoPE the gentle Reader will ex- 
cuſe me for dwelling on theſe and the 
like Particulars, which however inſigni- 
ficant they may appear to grovelling vul- 
gar Minds, yet will certainly help a Philo- 
| ſopher to enlarge his Thoughts and Ima- 


gination, and apply them to the Benefit 


of publick as well as private Life, which 
was my ſole Deſign in preſenting. this 
and other Accounts of my Travels to the 
World; wherein TI have been chiefly ſtudi- 


dus of Truth, without affecting any Orna- 


ments of Learning or of Style. But the 
whole Scene of this Voyage made ſo 


ſtrong 
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ſtrong an Impreſſion on my Mind, and 
is ſo deeply fixed in my Memory, that 
in committing it to Paper I did not omit 
one material Circumſtance: However 
upon a ſtrict Review, I blotted out ſe- 
veral Paſſages of leſs Moment which were 
in my firſt Copy, for fear of being cen- 
ſured as tedious and trifling, whereof

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4 Deſcription of the F armer's Daughter. 
The Author carried to a Market- 
Town, and then to the Metropolis. The 
Particulars of his Journey. 


e Miſtreſs had a Daughter 
of nine Years old, a Child of 
L239 toward Parts for her Age, very 
—— at her Needle, and skilful in 
dreſſing her Baby. Her Mother and ſhe 
contrived to fit up the Baby's Cradle for 
me againſt Night: The Cradle was put 


into a ſmall Drawer of a Cabinet, and 


the Drawer placed upon a hanging Shelf 
for fear of the Rats. This was my Bed 
all the time I ſtay'd with thoſe People, 
though made more convenient by de. 
grees, as I began to learn their Language, 
and make my Wants known. This 


young Girl was ſo handy, that after $ 
\ 113 f had 
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had once or twice pulled off my Cloaths 
before her, ſhe was able to dreſs and un- 
dreſs me, though I never gave her that 
Trouble when ſhe would let me 
do either my ſelf. She made me ſeven 
Shirts, and ſome other Linen of as fine 
Cloth as could be got, which indeed was 
_ coarſer than Sackcloth; and theſe ſhe 
conſtantly waſhed for me with her own 
Hands. She was likewiſe my School- 
Miſtreſs to teach me the Language : 
When! pointed to any thing, ſhe told 
me the name of it in her own Tongue, 
ſo that in a few Days I was able to call 
for whatever J had a mind to. She was 
very good natur'd, and not above forty 
Foot high, being little for her Age. She 
gave me the Name of Grilarig, which 
the Family took up, and afterwards the 
whole Kingdom. The Word imports 
what the Latins call Nanunculus, the Ita- 
lians Homunceletino, and the Engliſh 
Mannikin. To her I chiefly owe my 

Preſervation in that Country : We ne- 
ver parted while I was there; I called her 
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my Glumdalcliteh, or little Nurſe: And 
I ſhould be guilty of great Ingratitude 
if I omitted this honourable Mention of 
her Care and Affection towards me, which 
1 heartily wiſh it lay in my Power to re. 
quite as ſhe deſerves, inſtead of being the 
innocent but unhappy Inſtrument of her 
Diſgrace, as I have too much reaſon to 
fcar, 

I x now began to be known and talked 
of in the Neighbourhood, that my Ma- 


ſter had found a ſtrange Animal in the 


Field about the bigneſs of a Splacknuck, 
but exactly ſhaped in every part like a 
human Creature; which it likewiſe imi- 
tated in all its Actions; ſeemed to ſpeak 

in a little Language of its own, had al- 
| ready learned ſeveral Words of theirs, 
went erect upon two Legs, was tame 
and gentle, would come when it was cal- 
led, do whatever it was bid, had the fi- 
neſt Limbs in the World, and a Complex- 
ion fairer than a Nobleman's Daughter of 


thirce Years old. Another Farmer Who 
| lived 
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lived hard by, and was a particular Friend 
of my Maſter, came on a Viſit on pur- 
poſe to enquire into the Truth of this 
Story. I was immediately produced, and 
placed upon a Table, where I walked as 
I was commanded, drew my Hanger, put 
it up again, made my Reverence to my 
Maſter's Gueſt, asked him in his own 
Language how he did, and told him he 
was welcome, juſt as my little Nurſe had 
inſtructed me. This Man, who was old 
and dim ſighted, put on his Spectacles to 
behold me better, at which I could not 
forbear laughing very heartily, for his 
Eyes appeared like the Full-Moon ſhin- 
ing into a Chamber at two Windows. 
Our People, who diſcovered the cauſe 
of my Mirth, bore me company in Laugh- 
ing, at which the old Fellow was Fool 
enough to be Angry and out of Coun- 
tenance. He had the Character of a 
great Miſer, and to my Misfortune he 
well deſerved it by the curſed Advice he 
gave my Maſter to ſhew me as aSight upon 
a Market-Day in the next Tow n, which

was halfan hour's riding, about two and 
twenty Miles from our Houſe, I gueſl. 
ed there was ſome Miſchief contriving, 
when I obſerved my Maſter and his Friend 
whiſpering long together, ſometimes 
pointing at me; and my Fears made me 
fancy that I overheard and underſtood 
ſome of thcir Words. But, the next 
Morning G/amdalchitch my little Nurſe 
told me the whole Matter, which ſhe had 
cunningly picked out from her Mother. 
The poor Girl laid me on her Boſom, 
and fell a weepihg with Shame and Grief, 
She apprehended ſome Miſchief would 
happen to me from rude vulgar Folks, 
who might ſqueeze me to Death or break 
one of my Limbs by taking me in their 
Hands. She had alſo obſerved how mo- 
deſt I was in my Nature, how nicely I re- 
garded my Honour, and what an Indig- 
nity 1 ſhould conceive it to be expoſed for 
Money as a publick Spectacle to the mean- 
eſt of the People. She ſaid, her Papa and 
Mamma had promiſed that Grildrig ſhould 
be hers, but now ſhe found they meant 
3 | to 
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to ſerve her as they did laſt Year, when 
they pretended to give her a Lamb, 'and 
yet, as ſoon as it was fat, ſold it to a 
Butcher. For my own part, I may tru- 
ly affirm that I was leſs concerned than 
my Nurſe. I had a ſtrong Hope which 
never left me, that I ſhould one Day re- 
cover my Liberty; and as to the Igno. 
miny of being carried about for a Mon- 
ſter, I conſidered my ſelf to be a perfect 
Stranger in the Country, and that ſuch 
a Misfortune could never be charged 
upon me as a Reproach if ever I ſhould 
return to England; ſince the King of 
Great Britain himſelf, in my Condition, 
muſt have — the ſame Diſtreſs. 


M y Maſter, purſuant to the Advice of 
his Friend, carried me in a Box the next 
Market day to the neighbouring Town, 
and took along with him his little Daugh- 
ter my Nurſe upon a Pillion behind 
him. The Box was cloſe on every ſide, 
With a little Door for me to go in and 
out, and a few Gimlct-holes to let in 
D 2 Air. 


— — — 
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Air. The Girl had been ſo careful to 


put the Quilt of her Baby's Bed into it, 
for me to lye down on. However, I 
was terribly ſhaken and diſcompoſed in 
this Jotirney, though it were but of half 
an Hour. For the Horſe went about 
forty Foot at every Step, and trotted fo 
high, that the Agitation was equal to the 
riſing and falling of a Ship in a great 
Storm, but much more frequent: Our 
Journey was ſomewhat further than from 
London to St. Albans. My Maſter aligh- 
ted at an Inn which he uſed to frequent; 
and after conſulting a while with the Inn- 
keeper, and making ſome neceſſary Pre- 
parations, he hired the Erultrud, or Cryer 
to give notice through the Town of a 
ſtrange Creature to be ſeen at the Sign 
of the Green Eagle not ſo big as a Splac- 
nuch (an Animal in that Country very 
finely ſhaped, about ſix Foot long) and 
in every part of the Body reſembling an 
human Creature, could ſpeak ſeveral 
Words, and perform an hundred divert- 
ing Tricks. en 
IWAS 
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I was placed upon a Table in the 
largeſt Room of the Inn, which might 
be near three hundred Foot Square. My 
little Nurſe ſtood on a low Stool cloſe 
to the Table, to take care of me, and di- 
rect what I ſhould do. My Maſter, to 
avoid a Croud, would ſuffer only thirty 
People at a time to fee me, I walked 
about on the Table as the Girl command- 
ed; ſhe asked me Queſtions as far as ſhe 
knew my Underſtanding of the Language 
reached, and I anſwered them as loud as 
I could. I turned about ſeveral times 
to the Company, paid my humble Re- 
| ſpecs, ſaid they were welcome, and uſed 
ſome other Speeches I had been taught. 
I took up a Thimble filled with Liquor, 
which Glumdalcliteh had given me for a 
Cup, and drank their Health. I drew - 
out my Hanger, and flouriſhed with it af- 
ter the manner of Fencers in England. 
My Nurſe gave me part of a Straw, 
which I exerciſed as a Pike, having learn- 
£d the Art in my Youth, I was that 
day ſhewn to twelve Sets of Company, 
"2 | and 
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and as often forced to go over again 
with the ſame Fopperies, till I was 
half dead with Wearineſs and Vexation. 
For, thoſe who had ſeen me made ſuch 
wonderful Reports, that the People were 
ready to break down the Doors to come 
in. My Maſter for his own Intereſt 
would not ſuffer any one to touch me 
except my Nurſe ; and, to prevent dan- 
ger, Benches. were ſet round the Table 
at ſuch a diſtance as put me out of every 
body's reach. However, an unlucky 
School-Boy aimed a hazel Nut directly 
at my Head, which very narrowly miſ- 
| ſed me; otherwile, it came with ſo much 
Viglence that it would have infallibly 
knocked out my Brains, for it was almoſt 
as large as a ſmall Pumpion: But I had 
the Satisfaction to ſee the young Rogue 
well beaven, and turned out of the Room. 
M Maſter gave publick notice, that 
he would ſhew me again the next Mar- 
ket-day, and in the mean time he pre- 
pared a more convenient Vehicle for me, 
which he had reaſon enough to do ; for 


I was 
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I was ſo tired with my firſt Journey, and 
with entertaining Company for cight 
Hours together, that I could hardly ftand 
upon my Legs, or ſpeak a Word. It 
was at leaſt three Days before I recoyer- 
ed my Strength; and that I might have 
no reſt at home, all the neighbouring 
Gentlemen from an hundred Miles round, 
hearing of my Fame, came to ſce me at 
my Maſter's own Houſe, There could not 
be fewer than thirty Perſons with their 
Wives and Children (for the Country 
was very populous;) and my Maſter de- 
manded the rate of a full Room when- 
ever he ſhewed me at Home, although 
it were only to a ſingle Family, So that 


for ſome time I had but little caſe every 


Day of the Week (except Wedneſday, 
which is their Sabbath) although . 
not carried to the Town. 5 


My Maſter finding how profitable 1 
was like to be, reſolved to carry me to 
the moſt conſiderable Cities of the King- 
dom. Having therefore provided himſelf 
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with all things neceſſary for a long Jour- 
ny, and ſettled his affairs at Home, he 
took leave of his Wife, and upon the 
17th of Auguſt 1703. about two Months 
after my Arrival, we ſet out for the Me. 
tropolis, ſituated near the middle of that 
Empire, and about three thouſand Miles 
diſtance from our Houſe: My Maſter 
made his Daughter Glumdalcliteh ride 
behind him. She carried me on her 
Lap in a Box tyed about her waſt. The 
Girl had lined it on all ſides with the 
| ſofteſt Cloth ſhe could get, well quilted 
underneath, furniſhed it with her Baby's 
Bed, provided me with Linen and other 
Neceſſaries, and made every thing as con- 
venient as ſhe could. We had no other 
Company but a Boy of the Houſe, who 
rode after us with the Luggage. 


My Maſter's Deſign was to ſhew me 
in all the Towns by the way, and to ſtep 
out of the Road for fifty or an hundred 
Miles, to any Village or Perſon of Quali- 
ty's Houſe where he might expect Cuſtom.

Me made eaſy Journies of not above ſeven 
or cightſcore Miles a Day: For Glum. 
dalchitch, on purpoſe to ſpare me, com- 
plained ſhe was tired with the trotting of 
the Horſe. She often took me out of 
my Box at my own Deſire, to give me Air, 
and ſhew me the Country, but always 
held me faſt by a Leading-ſtring. We 
paſſed over five or ſix Rivers many de- 
grees broader and deeper than the Nile 
or the Ganges; and there was hardly a 
Rivulet ſo ſmall as the Thames at Lon- 
don-Bridge. We were ten Weeks in 
our Journey, and I was ſhewn in eighteen 
large Towns beſides many Villages and 
private Families. 


On the 26th Day of October, we at- 
rived at the Metropolis, called in their 
Language Lorbrulgrud, or Pride of the 
Univerſe. My Maſter took a Lodging 
in the principal Street of the City, not 

far from the Royal Palace, and put out 
Bills jn the uſual Form, containing an 
exact Deſcription of my Perſon and Parts. 


He 
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He hired a large Room between three 
and four hundred Foot wide. He pro- 
vided a Table ſixty Foot in diameter, 
upon which I was to act my Part, and 
paliſadoed it round three Foot from the 
edge, and as many high, to prevent my 
falling over. I was ſhewn ten times a 
Day to the Wonder and Satisfaction of 
all People. I could now ſpeak the Lan- 
guage tolerably well, and perfectly under. 
8 every Word that was ſpoken to 
Beſides, I had learned their Alpha- 
f "oY and could make a ſhift to explain a 
Sentence here and there; for Glumaal. 
cliteh had been my Inſtructer while we 
were at home, and at leiſure Hours dur- 
ing our Journey. She carried a little 
Book in her Pocket, not much larger 
than a Sanſor's Atlas; it was a common 
Treatiſe for the uſe of young Girls, giv- 
ing a ſhort Account of their Religion; 
out of this ſhe taught me my Letters, 
and interpreted the Words.

reaſoning and reſolving with himſelf, a 
Slardral, or Gentleman Uſher came from 
Court, commanding my Maſter to carry 
me immediately thither for the Diverſion 
of the Queen and her Ladies. Some of 
the latter had already been to ſee me, and 
 xeported ſtrange Things of my Beauty, 
Behaviour, and good Senſe. Her Maje- 
ſty and thoſe who attended her were be- 


 yond Meaſure delighted with my De- 


meanor. I fell on my Knees, and begged 
the Honour of kiſling her Imperial Foot; 
but this Gracious Princeſs held out her 
little Finger towards me (after I was ſct 
on a Table) which I embraced in both 
my Arms, and put the tip of it, with the 
utmoſt reſpect, to my Lip. She made 
me ſome general Queſtions about my 
Country and my Travels, which JI anſwer d 
as diſtinctly and in as few Words as I 
could.

Tar Queen obſerved my coldneſs, 
and when the Farmer was gone out of 
the Apartment, asked me the reaſon. 1 
made bold to tell her Majeſty that 1 


-— owcd no other Obligation to my late 


Maſter, than his not daſhing out the 
Brains of a poor harmleſs Creature found 
by chance in his Field ; which Obligati- 

on was amply recompenced by the gain 
he had made in ſhewing me through half 
the Kingdom, and the price he had now 
ſold me for. That the Life I had ſince 
led, was laborious enough to kill an Ani- 
mal of ten times my Strength. That my 
Health was much impaired by the con- 
tinual drudgery of entertaining the Rab- 
ble every hour of the Day, and that if my 
"MART 
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Maſter had not thought my Life in danger, 
her Majeſty would not have got ſo cheap a 
bargain. But as I was out of all fear of 
being ill treated under the protection of 
ſo great and good an Empreſs, the Orna- 
ment of Nature, the Darling of the 
World, the Delight of her Subjects, the 
Phenix of the Creation; ſo, I hoped my 


late Maſter's apprehenſions would appear 


to be groundleſs, for I already found my

They all a- 
greed that I could not be produced ac- 
cording to the regular Laws of Nature, 
becauſe I was not framed with a Capa- 
city of preſerving my Life, either by 
_ Swiftneſs, or climbing of Trees, or dig- 

ging Holes in the Earth. They obſer- 
ved by my Teeth, which they viewed 
with great ExaQtneſs, that I was a car- 
nivorous Animal; yet moſt Quadrupeds 
being an Overmatch for me, and Field- 
Mice, with ſome others, too nimble, 
they could not imagine how I ſhould be 
able to ſupport my ſelf, unleſs I fed 
upon Snails and other Inſects, which 
they offered by many learned Argu- 
ments to evince that I could not poſ- 
ſibly do. One of theſe Virtuoſi ſeemed 

FW "0: 
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to think that I might be an Embrio, or 
abortive Birth. But this Opinion was 
rejected by the other two, who obſerved 
my Limbs to be perfect and fipiſhed, 


and that I had lived ſeveral Vears, as it 


was manifeſted from my Beard, theStumps 
whereof they plainly diſcovered through 
a Magnifying-Glaſs. They would not 
allow me to be a Dwarf, becauſe my 
Littleneſs was beyond all degrees of 
Compariſon ; for, the Queen's favourite 
Dwarf, the ſmalleſt ever known in that 
Kingdom, was near thirty Foot high. 
After much Debate, they concluded 
unanimouſly that I was only Relplum 
Scalcath, which is interpreted literally, 


Luſus Nature ; a Determination exactly 
agrecable to the Modern Philoſophy of 


Europe, whoſe Profeſſors, diſdaining the 
old Evaſion of occult Cauſes, whereby 
the Followers of Ar:/torle endeavour in 
yain to diſguiſe their Ignorance, have in- 
vented this wonderful Solution of all 
Difficulties to the unſpeakable Advance- 
. ment of human Knowledge. 
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AFTER this deciſive Concluſion, 1 
entreated to be heard a Word or two. 
I applied myſelf to the King, and aſſured 
His Majeſty that I came from a Country 
which abounded with ſeveral Millions of 
both Sexes, and of my own Stature; 
where the Animals, Trees, and Houſes 
were all in Proportion, and where by 
conſcquence I might be as able to de- 

fend my ſelf, and to find Suſtenance, 
as any of his Majeſty's Subjects could do 
here; which I took for a full Anſwer to 

| thoſe Gentlemens Arguments. To this 
they only replied with a Smile of Con- 
tempt, ſaying, That the Farmer had in- 
ſtructed me very well in my Leflon. 
The King, who had a much better Un- 
derſtanding, diſmiſſing his learned Men, 

| ſent for the Farmer, who by good For- 
tune was not yet gone out of Town: 
Having therefore firſt examined him pri- 
vately, and then confronted him with me 
and the young Girl, his Majeſty began 
to think that what we told him might 

| 1 1 poſſibly 
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poſſibly be true. He deſired the Queen 
to order that a particular Care ſhould 
be taken of me, and was of opinion, 
that Glumdalclitch ſhould ſtill continue 
in her Office of tending me, becauſe he 
obſerved we had a great Affection for 
each other. A convenient Apartment 
was provided for her at Court; ſhe had 
a ſort of Governeſs appointed to take 
care of her Education, a Maid to dreſs 
her, and two other Servants for menial 
Offices ; but, the Care of me was wholly 
appropriated to her ſelf. The Queen 
commanded her own Cabinet-maker to 
contrive a Box that might ſerve me for 
2 Bed-chamber, after the Model that 
Glumdalclitch and I ſhould agree upon. 
This Man was a moſt ingenious Artiſt, 
and according to my Directions, in three 
Weeks finiſhed for me a wooden Cham- 
ber of ſixteen Foot ſquare, and twelve 
high, with Saſh Windows, a Door, and 
two Cloſets, like a London Bed-chamber. 
The Board that made the Cieling was to 
be lifted up and down by two Hinges, 
* B 3 to 
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to put in a Bed ready furniſhed by her 
Majeſty's Upholſterer, which Glumdal- 
clitch took out every Day to air, made 
it with her own Hands, and letting it 
down at Night, locked up the Roof over 
me. A Nice Workman, who was fa- 
mous for little Curioſities, undertook to 
make me two Chairs, with Backs and 
Frames, of a Subſtance not unlike Ivory, 
and two Tables, with a Cabinet to put 
my Things in. The Room was quilted 
on all ſides, as well as the Floor and 
the Cieling, to prevent any Accident 
from the Careleſneſs of thoſe who car- 
ried me, and to break the Force of a 
Jolt when I went in a Coach. I de- 
| fired a Lock for my Door to prevent 
Rats and Mice from coming in: The 
Smith after ſeveral Attempts made 
the ſmalleſt that was ever ſeen among 
them, for I have known a larger at the 
Gate of a Gentleman's Houſe in Eng- 
land, I made a ſhift to keep the Key 
in a Pocket of my own, fearing Gum. 
dalclitch might loſe it. The Queen like- 
| _ wile 


* 
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wiſe ordered the thinneſt Silks that could 


be gotten, to make me Cloaths, not 
much thicker than an Ang/ifh Blanket, 


very cumberſome till I was accuſtomed 
to them. They were after the Faſhion 
of the Kingdom, partly reſembling the 


Perſian, and partly the Chineſe, and are 


a very grave decent Habit. 


THE Queen became ſo fond of my | 


Company, that ſhe could not dine with- 
out me. I had a Table placed upon the 
ſame at which her- Majeſty eat, juſt at 
her left Elbow, and a Chair to fit on. 
Glumdalcliteh ſtood upon a Stool on the 
Floor, near my Table, to aſſiſt and take 
care of me. had an entire Set of Sil- 
ver Diſhes and Plates, and other Neceſ- 
ſaries, Which in Proportion to thoſe of 
the Queen, were not much bigger than 
what I have ſeen of the ſame kind in a 
London Toy-ſhop, for the Furniture of 
a Baby-houſe: Theſe my little Nurſe 


kept in her Pocket, in a Silver Box, and 


gave me at Meals as I wanted them, al. 
E 4 Ways 
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ways cleaning them her ſelf. No Per- 
ſon dined with the Queen but the two 
Princeſſes Royal, the elder ſixteen Years 
old, and the younger at that time thirteen 
and a Month. Her Majeſty uſed to put 
a Bit of Meat upon one of my Diſhes, 
out of which I carved for my ſelf ; and 
her Diverſion was to ſee me eat in Mini- 
ature, For the Queen (who had indeed 
but a weak Stomach) took up at one 
Mouthful, as much as a dozen Engliſh 
Farmers could eat at a Meal, which to 
me was for ſome time a very nauſeous 
ſight. She would craunch the Wing of 
a Lark, Bones and all, between her 
Teeth, although it were nine times as 
large as that of a full grown Turkey ; 

and put a Bit of Bread in her Mouth, 
as big as two twelvepenny Loaves. She 
drank out of a golden Cup, above a 
Hogſhcad at a Draught. Her Knives 
were twice as long as a Scythe ſet ſtrait 
upon the Handle. The Spoons, Forks, 
and other Inſtruments were all in the fame 


Proportion, I remember when G/um. 
'D #alclitch 
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dalclitch carried me out of Curioſity 
to ſee ſome of the Tables at Court, 
where ten or a dozen of theſe enor- 
mous Knives and Forks were lifted up 
together, I thought I had never till 
then beheld ſo terrible a Sight. 


Ir is the Cuſtom that every Wedneſ- 
day, (which as I have before obſerved, 
was their Sabbath) the King and Queen, 
with the Royal Iſſue of both Sexes, 
dine together in the Apartment of his 
Majeſty, to whom I was now become a 
grcat Favourite; and at theſe Times my 
little Chair and- Table were placed at 
his left Hand before one of the Salt- 
ſellers. This Prince took a Pleaſure in 
converſing with me, enquiring into the 
Manners, Religion, Laws, Government, 
and Learning of Europe, wherein I 
gave him the beſt Account J was able, 


His Apprehenſion was ſo clear, and his 


Judgment ſo exact, that he made very 
wiſe Reflexions and Obſervations upon 
all I laid, But, I confeſs, that after I 

„„ had 
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had been a little too copious in talking 
of my own beloved Country, of our 
Trade, and Wars by Sea and Land, of 
our Schiſms in Religion, and Parties in 
the State; the Prejudices of his Educa- 
tion prevailed ſo far, that he could not 
forbear taking me up in his right Hand, 
and ſtroaking me gently with the other» 
after an hearty Fit of laughing, asked me 
whether I were a H/hig or a Tory. Then 
turning to his firſt Miniſter, who waited 
behind him with a white Staff, near as 
tall as the Main-maſt of the Royal So- 
verain; he obſerved how contemptible 
a Thing was human Grandeur, which 
could be mimicked by ſuch diminutive . 
Inſeas as I: And yet, ſaid he, I dare en- 
gage, theſe Creatures have their Titles 
and Diſtinctions of Honour, they con- 
trive little Neſts and Burrows, that they 
call Houſes and Cities; they make a 
Figure in Dreſs and Equipage; they 
love, they fight', they diſpute, they 
cheat, they betray. And thus he con- 
tinued on, while my Colour came and 
„5 went 
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went ſeveral times, with Indignation to 
hear our noble Country, the Miſtreſs 
of Arts and Arms, the Scourge of France, 
the Arbitreſs of Europe, the Scat of Vir- 
tue, Piety, Honour and Truth, the Pride 
and Envy of the World, ſo contemptu- 
ouſly treated. 6 


Bu T, as I was not in a condition to 
reſent Injuries, ſo, upon matureThoughts, 
I began to doubt whether I were injured 
or no. For, after having been accuſtom- 
ed ſeveral Months to the Sight and Con- 
verſe of this People, and obſerved every 
Object upon which I caſt mine Eyes to 
be of proportionable Magnitude, the 
Horror I had firſt conceived from 
their Bulk and Aſpect was ſo far worn 
off, that if J had then beheld a Company 
of Engliſh Lords and Ladies in their 
Finery and. Birth-day Cloaths, acting 
their ſeveral Parts in the moſt courtly 
manner of Strutting, and Bowing and 
Prating ; to ſay the Truth, I ſhould have 
been ſtrongly tempted to laugh as much 

at 
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at them as this King and his Grandees 
did at me. Neither indeed could 1 
forbear ſmiling at my ſelf, when the 
Queen uſed to place me upon her Hand 
towards a Looking-Glaſs, by which both 
our Perſons appeared before me in full 
View together; and there could nothing 
be more ridiculous than the Compariſon: 
So that I really began to imagine my 
ſelf dwindled many Degrees below my 
uſual Size. | 


NoTHING angred and mortified me 
ſo much as the Queen's Dwarf, who 
being of the loweſt Stature that was ever 
in that Country (for I verily think he 
was not full thirty Foot high) became 
inſolent at ſeeing a Creature ſo much 
beneath him, that he would always affect 
to ſwagger and look big as he paſſed by 
me in the Queen's Antichamber, while 
I was ſtanding on ſome Table talking 
with the Lords or Ladies of the Court, 
and he ſeldom failed of a ſmall Word 
or two upon my Littleneſs; againſt 

1 which 
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which I could only revenge my ſelf by 
calling him Brother, challenging him to 

wreſtle, and ſuch Repartees as are uſual * 
in the Mouths of Court Pages. One Day 
at Dinner this malicious little Cubb was 
ſo nettled with ſomething I had ſaid to 
him, that raiſing himſe!fupon the Frame 
of her Majeſty's Chair, he took me up 
by the middle, as I was ſitting down, not 
thinking any harm, and let me drop in- 
toa large Silver Bowl of Cream, and then 
ran away as faſt he could. I fell over 
Head and Ears, and if I had not been a 
good Swimmer, it might have gone very 
hard with me; for Glumdalcliteh in 
that inſtant happened to be at the other 
End of the Room, and the Queen was 
in ſuch a Fright that ſhe wanted Preſence 
of Mind to aſſiſt me. But my little 
Nurſe ran to my Relief, and took me out, 


after I had ſwallowed above a Quart of 


Cream. I was put to bed; however I 


received no other Damage than the Loſs 


of a ſuit of Cloaths, which was utterly 
ſpoiled. The Dwarf was ſoundly whip- 
ped, 
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2 ped, and as a further Puniſhment, forced 


to drink up the Bowl of Cream, into 


which he had thrown me; neither was 
he ever reſtored to Favour: For, ſoon 
after the Queen beſtowed him to a Lady 


of high Quality, ſo that I ſaw him no 
more, to my very great Satisfaction; 


for I could not tell to what Extremity 


ſuch a malicious Urchin might have car- 
ried his Reſentment. 


HE had before ſerved me a ſcurvy 
Trick, which ſet the Queen a Laughing, 


although at the ſame time ſhe were hearti- 


ly vexed, and would have immediately 
caſhiered him, if 1 had not been ſo ge- 
nerous as to intercede, Her Majeſty had 
taken a Marrow-bone upon her Plate, 
and after knocking out the Marrow, 
placed the Bone again in the Diſh erect 
as it ſtood before; the Dwarf watching 
his Opportunity, while Glumdalcliteh was 


the Stool ſhe ſtood on to take care of me 


at Meals, took me up in both Hands, and 
ſqueez- 
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ſqueezing my Legs together, wedged them 
into the Marrow-bone above my Waſt, 


where I ſtuck for ſome time, and made 


a very ridiculous Figure. I believe it 
was near a Minute before any one knew 
what was become of me, for I thought it 
below me to cry out. But, as Princes ſel- 
dom get their Meat hot, my Legs were not 
ſcalded, only my Stockings and Breech- 
es in a ſad condition. The Dwarf at my 
Entreaty had no other Puniſhment than 
a ſound whipping, 


I w as frequently rallied by the Queen 


upon Account of my Fearfulneſs, and ſhe 
uſed to ask me whether the People of my 
Country were as great Cowards as my 
ſelf. The Occaſion was this. The King- 
dom is much peſtered with Flies in Sum- 
mer, and theſe odious Inſects, each of 
them as big as a Dunſtable Lark, hardly 
gave me any reſt while I fat at Dinner, 
with their continual humming and buz- 
zing about mine Ears. They would 
ſometimes alight upon my Victuals, and 
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leave their loathſome Excrement or Spawn 
behind, which to me was very viſible, 
though not to the Natives of that Coun- 
try, whoſe large Opticks were not ſo 
acute as mine in viewing ſmaller Objects. 
Sometimes they would fix upon my 
Noſe or Forehead, where they ſtung me 
to the quick, ſmelling very offenſively, 
and I could caſily trace that viſcous Mat- 
ter, which our Naturaliſts tell us enables 
thoſe Creatures to walk with their Feet 
upwards upon a Cicling, I had much 
ado to defend my ſelf againſt theſe deteſ- 
table Animals, and could not forbear 
ſtarting when they came on my Face. It 
was the common Practice of the Dwarf 
to catch a number of theſe Inſects in his 
Hand as School-boys do among us, and 
let them out ſuddenly under my Noſe 
on purpoſe to frighten me, and divert 
the Queen. My Remedy was to cut them 
in Pieces with my Knife as they flew in 
the Air, wherein my Dexterity was much 
admired. + | 
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I REMEMBER one Morning when 
Glumdalclitch had ſet me in my Box up- 
on a Window, as ſhe uſually did in fair 
Days to give me Air (for I durſt not ven- 
ture to let the Box be hung on a Nail out 
of the Window, as we do with Cages in 
England) after I had lifted up one of 
my Saſhes, and ſat down at my Table to 
eat a piece of Sweet Cake for my Break- 
faſt, above twenty Waſps; allured by the 
ſmell, came flying into the Room, hum- 
ming louder than the Drones of as many 


Bagpipes. Some of them ſeized my Cake, 


and carried it piece - meal away, others 
flew about my, Head and Face, confound- 
ing me with the Noiſe, and putting me 
in the utmoſt terror of their Stings. 
However I had the Courage to riſe and 
draw my Hanger, and attack them in the 
Air. I diſpatched four of them, but the 
reſt got away, and I preſently ſhut my 
Window. Theſe Creatures were as large 
as Partridges, I took out theirStings, found 
them an Inch and a half long, and as 

FART. i 1 ſharp 
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ſharp as Needles. I carefully preſeryed 
them all, and having ſince ſhewn them 
with ſome other Curioſities in ſeveral 
parts of Europe; upon my Return to 
England 1 gave three of them to Gre- 
foam College, and kept the fourth for 
my ſelf.

ä CHAP. IV. 
The Country deſcribed. A Propoſal for 
correcting modern Maps. The King's 
Palace, and ſome Account of the Me- 


tropolis. The Author's way of tra- 
velling. The chief Temple deſcribed. 


NOW intend to give the Reader 
a ſhort Deſcription of this Coun- 
try, as far as I travelled in it, 
which was not above two thouſand Miles 
round Lorbrulgrud the Metropolis. For, 
the Queen, whom I always attended, ne- 
ver went further when ſhe accompanied 


the King in his Progreſſes, and there ſtaid 


till his Majeſty returned from viewing 
his Frontiers. The whole Extent of this 
Prince's Dominions reacheth about ſix 
thouſand Miles in Length, and from three 
to five in Breadth. From whence I can- 
not but conclude that our Geographers of 
Europe are in a great Error, by ſuppoſing 
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nothing but Sea between Japan and 
California; for it was ever my Opinion, 
that there muſt be a Balance of Earth to 
counterpoiſe the great Continent of Tar- 
tary; and therefore they ought to cor- 
rect their Maps and Charts, by joining 
this vaſt Tract of Land to the North- weſt 
Parts of America, wherein I ſhall be ready 
to lend them my Aſſiſtance. 


THE Kingdom is a Peninſula, termi- 
nated to the North eaſt by a Ridge of 
Mountains thirty Miles high, which are . 
_ altogether impaſlable by reaſon ofthe Vol- 
canocs upon the Tops. Neither do the 
moſt Learned know what ſort of Mor. 
tals inhabit beyond thoſe Mountains, or 
whether they be inhabited at all. On 
the three other Sides it is bounded by 
the Occan. There not one Sa- 
port in the whole Kingdom, and thoſe 
Parts of the Coaſts into which the Rivers 
iſſue arc ſo full of pointed Rocks, and 
the Sea generally ſo rough, that there is 
no venturing with the ſmalleſt of their 

| | Boats, 
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Boats, ſo that theſe People are wholly 
excluded from any Commerce with the 
reſt of the World. But the large Rivers 
are full of Veſſels, and abound with ex- 
cellent Fiſh, for they ſeldom get any 
from the Sea, becauſe the Sea-fiſh are of 
the ſame Size with thoſe in Europe, and 


conſequently not worth catching ; where- 


by it is manifeſt, that Nature in the Pro- 


duction of Plants and Animals of ſo ex- 
traordinary a Bulk is wholly confined to 
this Continent, of which I leave the 


Reaſons to be determined by Philoſo- 
- phers. However, now and then they 
take a Whale that happens to be daſh- 
cd againſt the Rocks, which the common 
People feed on heartily. Theſe Whales 
1 have known ſo large that a Man could 
hardly carry one upon his Shoulders; and 
ſometimes for Curioſity they are brought 
in Hampers to Lorbrulgrud : I ſaw one of 
them in a Diſh at the King's Table, 
which paſſed for a Rarity, but I did not 


obſerve he was fond of it; for I think 


indeed the Bignels diſguſted him, al- 
TY though 
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1 have ſeen one ſomewhat larg- 
er in Greenland, 


THE Country is well inhabited, for 
it contains fifty one Cities, near an hun- 
dred walled Towns, and a great num- 
ber of Villages. To ſatisfy my curious 
Reader, it may be ſufficient to deſcribe 
Lorbrulgrud. This City ſtands upon al- 
moſt two equal Parts on each ſide the 
River that paſſes through. It contains 
above eighty thouſand Houſes, and about 
fix hundred thouſand Inhabitants. It is 
in Length three G/onglungs (which make 
about fifty four Engliſh Miles) and twa 
and a half in Breadth, as I meaſured it 
my ſelf in the Royal Map made by the 
King's Order, which was laid on the 
Ground on purpoſe for me, and extend. 
ed an hundred Feet; I paced the Dia- 
meter and Circumference ſeveral times 
barefoot, and computing by the Scale, 
meaſured it pretty exactly. 


THe King's get is no regular Edi- 
p fice> 
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fice, but an heap of Buildings about ſe- 
ven Miles round : The chief Rooms are 
generally two hundred and forty Foot 
high, and broad and long in Proporti- 
on. A Coach was allowed to Glumdal- 
clitch and me, wherein her Governeſs 
frequently took her out to ſee the Town, 
or go among the Shops; and I was al- 
ways of the Party, carried in my Box; 
although the Girl at my own Deſire would 
often take me out, and hold me in her 
Hand, that I might more convenicntly 
view the Houſes and the People as we 
paſſed along the Streets. I reckoned our 
Coach to be about a Square of Mes- 
 minſter- Hall, but not altogether fo high; 
however, I cannot be very exact. One 
Day the Governeſs ordered our Coach- 
man to ſtop at ſeveral Shops, where the 
Beggars watching their Opportunity , 
crouded to the ſides of the Coach, and gave 
me the moſt horrible SpeCtacles that ever 
an Eng/iifh Eye beheld. There was a 
Woman with a Cancer in her Breaſt, 
ſwelled to a monſtrous ſize, full of Holes, 
F 4 ” in 
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in two or three of which I could have 
eaſily crept, and covered my whole Body. 
There was a Fellow with a Wen in his 
Neck, larger than five Woolpacks, and 

another with a couple of wooden Legs, 
cach about twenty Foot high. Zut, the 
moſt hateful Sight of all was the Lice 
crawling on their Cloaths. I could ſee diſ- 
tinctly the Limbs of theſe Vermin with 
my naked Eye, much better than thoſe of 
an European Louſe through a Microſcope, 
and their Snouts with which they root- 
ed like Swine. They were the firſt I had 
ever bcheld, and I ſhould have been curi- 
ous enough to diſſect one of them, if I had 
proper Inſtruments (which I unluckily left 
behind me in the Ship) although indeed 
the Sight was ſo nauſeous, that it perfect- 
ly turned my Stomach. 


BESIDE the large Box in which I was 
uſually carried, the Queen ordered a 
ſmaller one to be made for me, of about 
twelve Foot ſquare, and ten high, for the 
Convenience of Trayclling, becauſe the 

| other 
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other was ſomewhat too large for Glum- 
dalclitch's Lap, and cumberſom in the 
Coach; it was made by the ſame Artiſt, 
whom I directed in the whole Contri- 
vance. This travelling Cloſet was an 
exact Square with a Window in the mid- 
dle of three of the Squares, and each 
Window was latticed with Iron Wire on 


1 


the outſide, to prevent Accidents in long 


Journeys. On the fourth ſide, which had 
no Window, two ſtrong Staples were 
fixed, through which the Perſon that car- 
ried me, when I had a mind to be on 
Horſeback, put in a Leathern Belt, and 
buckled it about his Waſte. This was 
always the Office of ſome grave truſty 
Servant in whom 1 could confide, whe- 
ther I attended the King and Queen in 
their Progreſſes, or were diſpoſed to ſee 


the Gardens, or pay a viſit to ſome great 


Lady or Miniſter of State in the Court, 
when Glumdalcliteh happened to be out 
of Order : For I ſoon began tobe known 
and eſteemed among the greateſt Officers, 
I ſuppoſe more upon Account of their 

TE  Majclty's 
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Majeſty's Favour than any Merit of my 
own. In Journeys, when I was weary 
of the Coach, a Servant on Horſcback 
would buckle my Box, and place it on 
a Cuſhion before him; and there I had 
a full Proſpect of the Country on three 
Sides from my three Windows. I had 
in this Cloſet a Field-Bed and a Ham- 
mock hung from the Cieling, two Chairs 
and a Table, neatly ſcrewed to the Floor, 
to prevent being toſſed about by the A- 
gitation of the Horſe or the Coach. And 
having been long uſed to Sea-Voyages, 
thoſe Motions, although ſometimes very 
violent, did not much diſcompoſe me. 


WIRAENEVER I had a mind to ſee the 
Town, it was always in my Travelling- 
Cloſet, which Glamaalclitch held in her 
Lap in a kind of open Sedan, after the Fa- 
ſhion of the Country, born by four Men, 
and attended by rwo othersin the Queen's 
Livery, The People who had often 
heard of me, were very curious to croud 
about the Sedan, and the Girl was com- 

| _ plaiſant 
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plaiſant enough to make the Bearers ſtop, 
and to take me in her Hand that I might 
be more conveniently ſeen. 


Iwas very deſirous to ſee the chief 
Temple, and particularly the Tower be- 
longing to it, which is reckoned the 
higheſt in the Kingdom. Accordingly 
one Day my Nurſe carried me thither, bur 
I may truly ſay I came back diſappointed ; 
for, the height is not above three thou- 
ſand Foot, and reckoning from theGround 
to the higheſt Pinnacle top ; which allow- 
ing for the difference between the ſize of 
| thoſe People, and us in Europe, is no 
great matter for Admiration, nor at all 
equal in Proportion, (if I rightly remem- 
ber) to Salrsbury Steeple. But, not to 
detract from a Nation to which during 
my Life J ſhall acknowledge my ſelf ex- 
tremely obliged, it muſt be allowed that 

whatever this famous Tower wants in 
Height is amply made up in Beauty and 
Strength. For the Walls are near an hun- 
dred Foot thick, built of hewn Stone, 

0 whereof 
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whereof each is about forty Foot ſquare, 
and adorned on all ſides with Statues of 
Gods and Emperors cut in Marble larger 
than the Life, placed in their ſeveral Nich- 
es. I meaſured a little Finger which 
had fallen down from one of theſe Sta- | 
tues, and lay unperceived among ſome 
Rubbiſh, and found it exactly four Foot | 
and an Inch in length. Glumdalcliteh 
Wrapped it up in a Handkerchief, and | 
carried it home in her Pocket to keep 
among other Trinkets, of which the 
Girl was very fond, as Children at her 
Age uſually are. 


TRE King's Kitchen is indeed a noble 
Building, vaulted at top, and about fix 
hundred Foot high.

dred Horſes in his Stables: They are 
generally from fifty four to ſixty Foot 
high. But, when he goes abroad on ſo- 
lemn Days, he is attended for State by 


'a Militia Guard of five hundred Horſe, 


which indeed I thought was the moſt 


| ſplendid Sight that could be ever beheld, 
till I ſaw part of his Army in Battalia, 


whereof I ſhall find another occaſion to

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Body, as if I had been pelted with Ten- 
nis. balls; however I made a ſhift to 
creep on all four, and ſhelter my ſelf 
by lying flat on my Face on the Lee— 
ſide of a Border of Lemmon Thyme, 
but ſo bruiſed from Head to Foot that 
I could not go abroad in ten Days. Nei- 
ther is this at all to be wondred at, be- 
cauſe Nature in that Country obſerving 
the ſame Proportion thro all her Opera- 
tions, a Hail-ſtone is near eighteen hun- 
dred times as large as one in Europe, 
which I can aſſert upon Experience, hav- 
ing been ſo curious to weigh and mea- 
ſure them. 


Bur, a more dangerous Accident hap- 
pened to me in the ſame Garden, when 
my little Nurſe believing ſhe had put 
me in a ſecure Place, which I often en- 
treated her to do, that I might enjoy my 
own Thoughts, and having left my Box 
at home to avoid the Trouble of carry- 
ing it, went to another part of the Gar- 


dens with her Governeſs and ſome Ladies 
h „ of 
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of her Acquaintance. While ſhe was 
abſent and out of hearing, a ſmall white 
Spaniel belonging to one of the chief Gar- 
diners, having got by accident into the 
Garden, happened to range near the Place 
where I lay. The Dog following the 
Scent, came directly up, and taking me 
in his Mouth ran ſtrait to his Maſter, 
wagging his Tail, and ſet me gently 
on the Ground. By good Fortune he 
had been ſo well taught, that I was car- 
ried between his Teeth without the leaſt 
hurt, or even tearing my Cloaths. Bur, 
the poor Gardiner, who knew me well, 
and had a great Kindneſs for me, was in 
a terrible Fright.

Tais Accident abſolutely determin- 
ed Glumdalclitch never to truſt me abroad 
for the future out of her Sight. I had 
been long afraid of this Reſolution, and 
therefore concealed from her ſome little 
unlucky Adventures that happened in 
thoſe Times when I was left by my ſelf. 
Once a Kite hovering over the Garden 
made a ſtoop at me, and if I had not

Another time walking to the Top of a 
freſh Mole-hill, I fell to my N eck in the 
hole through which that Animal had caſt

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ſelf for ſpoiling my Cloaths. I likewiſe 


broke my right Shin againſt the Shell of 
a Snail, which I happened to ſtumble 
over, as I was walking alone, and think- 
ing on poor England. 


I cannot tell whether I were more 27 
_ pleaſed or mortified to obſerve in thoſe 


ſolitary Walks, that the ſmaller Birds did 
not appear to be at all afraid of me, but 


would hop about within a Yard diſtance, 


tooking for Worms, and other Food with 
as much Indifference and Security as if 
no Creature at all were near them. I 
remember, a Thruſh had the Confidence 
to ſnatch out of my Hand with his Bill 
a piece of Cake that Glumdaleliteh had 
juſt given me for my Breakfaſt. When 
I attempted to catch any of theſe Birds, 
they would boldly turn againſt me, en- 
deayouring to pick my Fingers, which I

How- 
ever, the Bird who had only been ſtun- 
ned, recovering himſelf, gave me ſo ma- 
ny Boxes with his Wings on both Sides 
of my Head and Body, though I held him 
at Arms length, and was out of the reach 
of his Claws, that I was twenty times 
thinking to let him go. But I was ſoon 
relieved by one of our Servants, who 
wrung off the Bird's Neck, and I had him 
next Day for Dinner by the Queen's Com- 
mand. This Linnet, as near as I can re- 
member, ſeemed to be ſomewhat larger 
than an Engliſh Swan. 


THE Maids of Honour often invited 
 Glumaalclitch to their Apartments, and 
deſired ſhe would bring me along with 
her, on purpoſe to have the pleaſure of 
ſecing and touching me. They would 
often (trip me naked from top to toe, 
. and 
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and lay me at full Length in their Boſoms; 


where with I was much diſguſted; be- 


cauſe, to ſay the Truth, a very offenſive 
Smell came from their Skins; which Ido 
not mention or intend to the Diſadvan- 
tage of thoſe excellent Ladies, for whom 
I bare all manner of Reſpect; but, I 
conceive that my Senſe was more acute 
in proportion to my Littleneſs, and that 


thoſe illuſtrious Perſons were no more 
diſagreeable to their Lovers, or to each 
other, than People of the ſame Quality 


are with us in England. And, after all, 
I found their natural Smell was much 
more ſupportable than when they uſed 
Perfumes, under which J immediately 


ſwooned away. I cannot forget that 


an intimate Friend of mine in Lilliput 
took the freedom in a warm Day, when 
I had uſed a good deal of Exerciſe, to com- 
plain of a ſtrong Smell about me, although 
Jam as little faulty that way as moſt 
of my Sex: But I ſuppoſe his faculty of 
Smelling was as nice with regard to me, 
as mine was to that of this People. Up-

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on this Point, I cannot forbear doing 
Juſtice to the Queen my Miſtreſs, and 
Glumdalclitch my Nurſe, whoſe Perſons 
were as ſweet as thoſe of any Lady in 


E gland. 


THAT which gave me moſt uneaſi- 
neſs among theſe Maids of Honor, 
when my Nurſe carried me to viſit them, 
was to ſee them uſe me without any 
manner of Ceremony, like a Creature 
' who had no ſort of Conſequence, For, 
they would ſtrip themſelves to the Skin, 
and put on their Smocks in my Preſence, 
while I was placed on their Toylet di- 
realy before their naked Bodies, which, 
I am ſure, to me was very far from bc. 


ing a tempting: Sight, or from giving me 


any other emotions than thoſe of Hor- 
ror and Diſguſt. Their Skins appeared 
ſo coarſe and uneven, ſo variouſly 
coloured when I ſaw them near, 

with a Mole here and there as 
broad as a Trencher, and Hairs hanging 
from it t thicker than Pack- threads to 
ſay 
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lay nothing further concerning the reſt 
of their Perſons. Neither did they at 


all ſcruple while I was by to diſcharge 
what they had drunk, to the quantity 


of at leaſt two Hogſheads, in a Veſſel 


that held above three Tuns. The hand- 
ſomeſt among theſe Maids of Honor, 
a pleaſant frolickſome Girl of ſixteen, 
would ſometimes ſet me aſtride upon 
one of her Nipples, with many other 
Tricks, whercin the Reader will excuſe 


me for not being over particular. Bur, 


I was ſo much diſpleaſed, that I entrea- 
ted Glumdalelitch to contrive ſome ex- 
cuſe for not ſeeing that young Lady any 
more. 


ONE Day, a young Gentleman who 
was Nephew to my Nurſe's Governeſs, 


came and preſſed them both to ſee an 


Execution. It was of a Man who had 
murdered one of that Gentleman's in- 
timate Acquaintance, Glumdalchtch was 
prevailed on to be of the Company, very 
much. againſt her Inclination, for ſhe was 

G4 naturally 
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naturally tender hearted: And, as for 
my ſelf, although I abhorred ſuch kind 
of Spectacles, yet my Curioſity tempt- 
ed me to ſee ſomething that I thought 
muſt be extraordinary. The Malefactor 
was fixed in a Chair upon a Scaffold e- 
reed for the purpoſe, and his Head cut 
off at a blow with a Sword of about forty 
Foot long. The Veins and Arteries 
ſpouted up ſuch a prodigious quantity of 
Blood, and ſo high in the Air, that the 
great Jett d'eau at Verſailles was not e- 
qual for the time it laſted; and the Head 
when it fell on the Scaffold Floor, gave 
ſuch a bounce, as made me ſtart, al- 
though I were at leaſt half an Engliſh 
Mile diſtant. 


THE Queen who often uſed to hear 
me talk of my Sea-Voyages, and took all 
Occaſions to divert me when I was me- 
lancholy ; asked me whether I under- 
ſtood how to handle a Sail or an Oar, and 
whether a little exerciſe of Rowing might 
not be convenient for my Health. I 

anſwer-. 
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anſwered, that I underſtood both very 
well, For although my proper Employ- 
ment had been to be Surgeon or Doc- - 
tor to the Ship, yet often upon a pinch, 
I was forced to work like a common 
Mariner. But, I could not ſee how 
this could be done in their Country» 
where the ſmalleſt Wherry was equal to 
a firſt rate Man of War among us, and 
ſuch a Boat as I could manage would ne- 
ver live in any of their Rivers: Her 
Majeſty ſaid, if I would contrive a Boat, 
her own Joyner ſhould make it, and ſhe 
would provide a place for me to fail 
in. The Fellow was an ingenious Work- 
man, and by my Inſtructions in ten Days 
finiſhed a Pleaſure-boat with all its Tack- 
ling, able conveniently to hold eight 
Europeans. When it was finiſhed, the 
Queen was ſo delighted, that ſhe ran 
with it in her Lap to the King, who 
ordered it to be put in a Ciſtern full of 
Water, with me in it, by way of Tryal, 
where I could not manage my two Sculls 
or little Oars for want of room. But, 

| the 
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the Queen had before contrived another 
Project. She ordered the Joyner to 
make a wooden Trough of three hun- 
dred Foot long, fifty broad, and eight 
deep; which being well pitched to pre- 
vent leaking was placed on the Floor 
along the Wall, in an outer Room of the 
Palace. It had a Cock near the bottom 
to let out the Water when it began to 
grow ſtale, and two Servants could eaſi- 
ly fill it in half an Hour. Here I often 
uſed to row for my own Diverſion, as 
well as that of the Queen and her Ladies, 
who thought themſelves well entertain- 
ed with my Skill and Agility. Some- 
times I would put up my Sail, and then 
my Buſineſs was only to ſteer, while the 
Ladies gave me a Gale with their Fans; 
and when they were weary, ſome of the 
Pages would blow my Sail forward with 
their Breath, while I ſhewed my Art by 
ſteering Starboard or Larboard as I pleaſ- 
ed. When I had done, Glumdalclitch 
always carried back my Boat into her 
Cloſet, and hung it on a Nail to dry. 
IN 
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IN this Exerciſe I once met an Ac- 
cident which had like to have coſt me 
my Life. For, one of the Pages having 
put my Boat into the Trough, the Go- 
verneſs who attended Glumdalcliteh, 
very officiouſly lifted me up to place me 
in the Boat, but I happened to ſlip through 
her Fingers, and ſhould have infallibly 
fallen down forty Foot upon the Floor, 

if by the luckieſt chance in the World, 
I had not been ſtop'd by a Corking-pin 
that ſtuck in the good Gentlewoman's 
Stomacher ; the Head of the Pin paſſed 
between my Shirt and the Waſt-band of 
my Breeches, and thus I was held by the 
middle in the Air till Glumdalcliteh ran 
to my Relief. 


ANOTHER time, one of the Ser- 
vants, whoſe Office it was to fill my 
Trough every third Day with freſh Wa. 
ter, was ſo careleſs to let a huge Frog 
(not perceiving it) {lip out of his Pail. 
The Frog lay concealed till I was put 

| into 
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into my Boat, but then ſeeing a reſting 
Place, climbed up, and made it lean ſo 
much on one Side, that I was forced to 
balance it with all my weight on the 
other, to prevent overturning. When 
the Frog was got in, it hopped at once 
half the length of the Boat, and then 
over my Head, backwards and forwards, 
dawbing my Face and Cloaths with its 
_ odious Slime. The largeneſs of its Fea- 
tures made it appear the moſt deformed 
Animal that can be conceived. How- 
ever, I deſired Glumdatchitch to let me 
deal with it alone. I banged it a good 
while with one of my Sculls, and at laſt 
forced it to leap out of the Boat. | 


BUT, the greateſt Danger I ever un- 
derwent in that Kingdom, was from a 
Monkey, who belonged to one of the 
Clerks of the Kitchen. Glumadalclitch 
had locked me up in her Cloſet, while 
ſhe went ſomewhere upon Buſineſs or a 
Viſit. The Weather being very warm, 
the Cloſet Window was left open, as 
' . well 
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well as the Windows and the Door of 
my bigger Box, in which I uſually liv- 
ed, becauſe of its Largeneſs and Conve- 
niency. As I ſat quietly meditating 
at my Table, I heard ſomething bounce 

in at the Cloſet Window, and skip a- 
bout from one ſide to the other; where- 
at although I were much alarmed, yet 
I ventured to look out, but not ftir- 
ring from my Seat; and then I ſaw this 
frolickſome Animal, frisking and leap- 
ing up and down till at laſt he came to 
my Box, which he ſeemed to view with 
great Pleaſure and Curioſity, peeping in 
at the Door and every Window. I re- 
treated to the farther Corner of my 
Room, or Box, but the Monkey look- 
ing in at every fide, put me into ſuch 
a fright, that I wanted preſence of Mind 
to conceal my ſelf under the Bed, as I 
might eaſily have done. After ſome 
time ſpent in peeping, grinning, and 
chattering, he at laſt eſpyed me, and 
reaching one of his Paws in at the 


Door, as a Cat docs when ſhe plays with 


a- Mouſe, 
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a Mouſe, although I often ſhifted place 
to avoid him, he at length caught hold 
of the Lappet of my Coat (which being 
made of that Country Cloth, was very 
thick and ſtrong) and dragged me out. 
He took me up in his right fore-foot 
and held me as a Nurſe does a Child 
ſhe is going to ſuckle, juſt as I have ſeen 
the ſame ſort of Creature do with a 
Kitten in Europe: And when I offered 
to ſtruggle, he ſqueezed me ſo hard, that 
I thought it more prudent to ſubmit, I 
have good reaſon to believe that he took 
me for a young one of hisown Species, by 
his often ſtroaking my Face very gently 
with his other Paw. In theſe Diverſi- 
ons he was interrupted by a Noiſe at 
the Cloſet Door, as if ſome Body were 
opening it; whereupon he ſuddenly. 
leaped up to the Window at which he 
had come in, and thence upon the Leads 
and Gutters, walking upon three Legs, 
and holding me in the fourth, till he 
clamberd up to a Roof that was next to 


ours. I heard G/umdalchitch give a ſhreek 
| * 
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at the moment he was carry ing me out. 
The poor Girl was almoſt diſtracted: That 
quarter of the Palace was all in an uproar; 
the Servants ran for Ladders; the Mon- 
key was ſeen by hundreds in the Court 
ſitting upon the ridge of a Building, 
holding me like a Baby in one of his 
fore-paws, and feeding me with the o- 
ther, by cramming into my Mouth ſome 
Victuals he had ſqueezed out of the Bag 
on one ſide of his Chaps, and patting 
me when I would not eat; whereat 
many of the Rabble below could not 
forbear laughing; neither do I think 
they juſtly ought to be blamed, for with- 
out queſtion the Sight was ridiculous e- 
nough to every Body but my ſelf. Some 
of the People threw up Stones, hoping 
to drive the Monkey down ; but this was 
ſtrictly forbidden, or elſe very probably 
my Brains had been daſhed out. 


THE Ladders were now applied, and 
mounted by ſeveral Men, which the Mon- 
key obſerving, and finding himſelf al- 

| 5 moſt 
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moſt encompaſſed; not being able to 
make ſpeed enough with his three Legs, 
let me drop on a ridge Tyle, and made his 
Eſcape. Here 1 fat for ſome time three 
hundred Yards from the Ground, expect- 
ing every moment to be blown down 
by the Wind, or to fall by my own Gid- 
dineſs, and come tumbling over and over 
from the Ridge to the Eeves. But an 
honeſt Lad, one of my Nurſe's Footmen, 
climbed up, and putting me into his 
Breeches Pocket, brought me down ſafe. 


I w as almoſt choaked with the filthy 
ſtuff the Monkey had crammed down 
my Throat; but, my dear little Nurſe 
picked it out of my Mouth with a 
ſmall Needle, and then I fell a Vomit- 
ing, which gave me great Relief. Yet 
I was ſo weak and bruiſed in the Sides 
with the Squeezes given me by this odi- 
ous Animal, that I was forced to keep 
my Bed a Fortnight. The King, Queen 
and all the Court ſent every Day to en- 
quire after my Health, and her Majeſty 
made 
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made me ſeveral Viſits during my Sick- 
neſs. The Monkey was killed, and an 
Order made that no ſuch Animal ſhould 
be kept about the Palace. | 
WHEN I attended the King after my 
Recovery, to return him Thanks for his 
Favours, he was pleaſed to rally me a 
good deal upon this Adventure. He 
asked me what my Thoughts and Spe- 
culations were while I lay in the Mon- 
key's Paw, how I liked the Victuals he 
gave me, his manner of Feeding, and 
whether the freſh Air on the Roof had 
ſharpned my Stomach. He deſired to 
know what I would have done upon 
ſuch an Occaſion in my own Country, 
I told his Majeſty, that in Europe we 
had no Monkeys, except ſuch as were 
brought for Curioſities from other Places, 
and ſo ſmall, that I could deal with a 
dozen of them together, if they pre- 
ſumed to attack me. And as for that 
monſtrous Animal with whom I was ſo 
lately engaged, (it was indeed as large 
PART II. H as 
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as an Elephant) if my Fears had ſuffer- 
ed me to think ſo far as to make uſe 
of my Hanger (looking fiercely and clap- 
ping my Hand upon the Hilt as I ſpoke) 
when he poked his Paw into my Cham- 


ber, perhaps I ſhould have given him ſuch 


a Wound, as-would have made him glad 
to withdraw it with more haſt than he 
put it in. This I delivered in a firm 
Tone, like a Perſon who was jealous leſt 
his Honour ſhould be called in queſtion.

This made me reflect how vain 
an Attempt it is for a Man to endeavour 
doing himſelf Honour among thoſe who 
are out of all Degree of Equality or 
Compariſon with him. And yet I have 
icen the Moral of my own Behaviour 
very frequent in England fince my Re- 
turn, where a little contemptible Var- 
let, without the leaſt Title to Birth, Per- 
fon, Wit, or common Senſe, ſhall pre- 


- Ho. ſume 
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ſame to look with Importance, and put 


himſelf upon a foot with the greateſt 
Perſons of the Kingdom. 


I was every Day furniſhing the Court 
with ſome ridiculous Story; and Glum- 
dalclitch, although ſhe loved me to ex- 
ceſs, yet was arch enough to inform the 
Queen, whenever I committed any Fol- 
ly. that ſhe thought would be diverting 
to her Majeſty. The Girl who had been 
out of order, was carried by her Gover- 
neſs to take the Air about an Hour's 
diſtance, or thirty Miles from Town. 
They alighted out of the Coach near a 
ſmall Foot- path in a Field, and Glum- 
dalclitch ſetting down my travelling 
Box, I went out of it to walk. There was 
a \'Cow-dung in the Path, and I muſt 
needs try my Activity by attempting to 
leap over it. I took a Run, but unfor- 
tunately jumped ſhort, and found my ſelf 
juſt in the middle up to my Knees. I 
waded through with ſome difficulty, and 
one of the Footmen wiped me as clean 

| * as 
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as he could with his Handkerchief; for 
I was filthily bemired, and my Nurſe 
confined me to my Box till we return- 
ed home; where the Queen was ſoon 
informed of what had paſſed, and the 
Footmen ſpread it about the Court, ſo 
that all the Mirth, for ſome Days, was 
at my expence.

CHAP, VI. 


Several Contrivances of the Author to 
pleaſe the King and Queen. He ſhews 
His Skill in Muſick. The King en- 
quires jnto the State of Europe, which 
the Author relates to him. The King's 
Obſervations thereon. | 


USED to attend the King's 
Levee once or twice a Week, 
and had often ſeen him under 
the Barber's Hand, which indeed was at 
firſt very terrible to behold. For, the 
Razor was almoſt twice as long as an 
ordinary Scythe. His Majeſty according 
to the Cuſtom of the Country was on- 
ly ſhaved twice a Week. I once pre- 
vailed on the Barber to give me ſome 
of the Suds or Lather, out of which I 
picked forty or fifty of the ſtrongeſtStumps 
of Hair, I then took a piece of fine 
wo, I 3: Wood, 
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Wood, and cut it like the back of a 
Comb, making ſeveral Holes in it at 
equal diſtance with as ſmall a Needle as! 
could get from GUumdalciitch. I fixed 
in the Stumps ſo artificially, ſcraping and 
ſloping them with my Knife towards 
the Points, that I made a very tolerable 
Comb ; which was a ſeaſonable Supply, 
my own being ſo much broken in the 
Tecth, that it was almoſt uſeleſs: Nei- 
ther did I know any Artiſt in that Coun- 
try ſo nice and exact, as would under- 
take to make me another. | 


AND this puts me in mind of an A- 
muſement wherein I ſpent many of my 
leiſure, Hours. I defired the Queen's 
Woman to ſave for me the Combings 
of her Majcſty's Hair, whereof in time 
. 1 got a good quantity, and conſulting 
with my Friend the Cabinet-maker, who 
had received general Orders to do, little: 
Jobbs for me; I directed him to make 
two Chair-frames, no larger than thoſe 
1 had in my Box, and then to bore lit- 
tle 
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tle Holes with a fine Awl round thoſe 
parts where I deſigned the Backs and 
Seats ; through theſe Holes I wove the 
ſtrongeſt Hairs I could pick out, juſt af- 
ter the manner of Cane. chairs in Eng- 
land. When they were finiſhed, I made 
a Preſent of. them to her Majeſty, who 
kept them in her Cabinet, and uſed to 
ſhew them for Curioſities, as indeed 
they were the Wonder of every one that 
beheld them. The Queen would have 
had me ſit upon one of theſe Chairs, but 
I abſolutely refuſed to obey her, pro- 
teſting I would rather dye a thouſand 
Deaths than place a diſhonourable part 
of my Body on thoſe precious Hairs 
that once adorned her Majeſty's Head. 
Of theſe Hairs (as I had always a Me- 
chanical Genius) I likewiſe made a neat 
little Purſe about five Foot long, with 
her Majcſty's Name decyphered in Gold 
Letters, which I gave to Glumdalcliteh, 
by the Queen's Conſent. To ſay the 
Truth, it was more for Shew than Uſe, 
being 1 not of ſtrength to bear the weight 
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of the larger Coins, and therefore ſhe 
kept nothing in it, but ſome little Toys 
that — are fond of. 


TRE ; King, who delighted in Mu- | 
ſick, had frequent Conſorts at Court, 
to which I was ſometimes carried, and 
ſet in my Box on a Table to hear them: 
But, the Noiſe was ſo great, that I could 
hardly diſtinguiſh the Tunes. I am con- 
fident that all the Drums and Trumpets 
of a Royal Army, beating and ſounding 
together juſt at your Ears, could not 
equal it. My Practice was to have my 
Box removed from the Places where the 
Performers ſat, as far as I could, then to 
ſhut the Doors and Windows of it, and 
draw the Window- Curtains ; after which 
I found their Muſick not diſagreeable. 


IAI learned in my Youth to play 
alittle upon the Spinet. Glumdalclitch 
kept one in her Chamber, and a Maſter 
attended twice a Weck to teach her: I 
call it a Spinet, becauſe it ſomewhat re- 
ſembled that Inſtrument, and was play'd | 

nnn 
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upon in the ſame manner. A fancy 
came into my Head that I would en- 
rertain the King and Queen with an Ex- 
zliſh Tune upon this Inſtrument. But 
this appeared extremely difficult: For, 
the Spinet was near ſixty Foot long, each 
Key being almoſt a Foot wide, ſo that, 
with my Arms extended, I could not 
reach to above five Keys, and to preſs 
them down required a good ſmart ſtroak 
with my Fiſt, which would be too great 
a Labour, and to no purpoſe. The 
Method I contrived was this. I pre. 
pared two round Sticks about the 
bigneſs of common Cudgels, they were. 
' thicker at one end than the other, and 
I covered the thicker ends with a piece 
of a Mouſe's Skin, that by rapping on 
them, I might neither damage the tops 
of the Keys, nor interrupt the Sound. 
Before the Spinet a Bench was placed 
about four Foot below the Keys, and I 
was put upon the Bench. I ran ſide- 
ling upon it that way and this, as faſt as 
I ould, banging the proper Keys with 

"on 
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my two Sticks, and made a ſhift to ptay 


a Jigg to the great Satisfaction of both 


their Majeſties: But, it was the moſt 
violent Exerciſe I ever underwent, and 
yet I could not ſtrike above ſixteen Keys, 


nor, conſequently, play the Baſs and 


Treble together, as other Artiſts do; 


which was a great Diſadvantage to my 


| Performance. 


THE King, who as . obſerved, 
was a Prince of excellent Dadcrftanding, 
would frequently order that I ſhould be 
brought in my Box, and ſet upon the 
Table in his Cloſet. He would then 


command me to bring one of my Chairs 


out of the Box, and ſit down within 

three Yards diſtance upon the top of the 
Cabinet, which brought me almoſt to a 
level with his Face. In this manner 1 
had ſeveral Converſations with him. I 
one Day took the freedom to tell his 
Majeſty, that the Contempt he diſcover- 
ed towards Europe, and the reſt of the 
World, did not ſeem anſwerable to thoſe 
excellent 
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excellent Qualities of the Mind he was 
Maſter of. That, Reaſon did not ex- 
tend it ſelf with the bulk of the Body: 
On the contrary, we qblerved in our 
Country that the talleſt Perſons were 
uſually leaſt provided with it. That a- 
mong other Animals, Bees and Ants had 
the Reputation of more Induſtry, Art, 
and Sagacity than many of the larger 
kinds. And that, as inconſiderable as 
he took me togpe, I hoped I might live 
to do his Majeſty ſome ſignal Service. 
The King heard me with Attention, and 
began to conceive a much better Opi- 
nion of me than he had ever before. 
He defired I would give him as exact 
an Account of the Government of En- 
gland as I poſſibly could; becauſe, as 
fond as Princes commonly are of their 
own Cuſtoms { for ſo he conjectured of 
other Monarchs by my former Diſcourſes) 
he ſhould be glad to hear of any thing 
that might deſerve Imitation, 


IMAGINE with thy ſelf, courteous 
Reader, 
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Reader, how often I then wiſhed for 
the Tongue of Demoſthenes or Cicero, 
that might have enabled me to celebrate 
the Praiſe of my own dear native Coun: 


try in a Style. equal to its Merits and Fe. 


BE BEGAN my Diſcourſe by inform- 


ihg his Majeſty that our Dominions con- 


ſited of two Iſlands, which compoſed 
three mighty Kingdoms under one So- 
vereign, beſides our Plantations in A- 


merica. I dwelt long upon the Ferti- 


lity of our Soil, and the Temperature 
of our Climate. I then ſpoke at large 
upon the Conſtitution of an Englißb 
Parliament, partly made up of an illuſ- 
trious Body called the Houſe of Peers, 


Perſons of the nobleſt Blood, and of 


the moſt ancient and ample Patrimonies. 


I deſcribed that extraordinary Care al- 


Ways taken of their Education in Arts 


and Arms, to qualify them for being 


Counſellors born to the King and King- 
dom, to have a Share in the Legiſlature, 
to

to be Members of the higheſt Court of 
Judicature from whence there could be 
no Appeal; and to be Champions al- 
ways ready for the Defence of their 
Prince and Country by their Valour, 
Conduct and Fidelity. That theſe were 
the Ornament and Bulwark of the King- 
dom, worthy Followers of their moſt re- 
nowned Anceſtors, whoſe Honor had 
been the Reward of their Virtue, from 
which their Poſterity were never once 
known to degenerate. To theſe were 
joined ſeveral holy Perſons, as part of 
that Aſſembly, under the Title of Biſhops, 
whoſe peculiar Buſineſs it is, to take 
care of Religion, and of thoſe who in- 
ſtruct the People therein. Theſe were 
ſearched and ſought out through the 
whole Nation, by the Prince and his wiſeſt 
Counſellors, among ſuch of the Prieſt- 
hood, as were moſt deſervedly diſtin. 
guiſhed by the Sanctity of their Lives, 
and the Depth of their Erudition; who 
were indeed the ſpiritual Fathers of the 
Clergy and the People. | 

THAT 
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THar, the other part of the Patlia- 
ment confiſted of an Aſſembly called the 
Houſe of Commons, who were all prin- 
cipal Gentlemen, freely picked and cul- 
led out by the People themſelves, for 
their great Abilities, and Love of their 
Country, to repreſent the Wiſdom of 
the whole Nation. And, theſe two 
Bodies make up the moſt auguſt Aſſem- 
bly in Europe, to whom, in Conjunction 
with the Prince, the whole Legiſlature 
is committed. 


I THEN deſcended to the Courts of 
Juſtice, over which the Judges, thoſe ve- 
nerable Sages and Interptetets of the 
Law, prefided, for determining the diſ- 

puted Rights and Properties of Men, as 
Well as for the Puniſhment of Vice, and 
Protection of Innocence. I mentioned 
the prudent Management of ourTreaſury, 
the Valour and Atchievements of our 
Forces by Sea and Land. I computed 
the N — of our * by reckoning

how many Millions there might be of 


each Religious Se, or Political Party 


among us. I did not omit even our 
Sports and Paſtimes, or any other Par- 
ticular which I thought might redound 
to the Honor of my Country. And, I 
finiſhed all with a brief hiſtorical Account 
of Affairs and Events in England, for 
| about an hundred Years paſt. 


THIS Converſation Was not ended 
under five Audiences, each of ſeveral 
Hours, and the King heard the whole 
with great Attention, frequently taking 
Notes of what I ſpoke, as well as Me- 
morandums of all Queſtions he intend- 
ed to ask me. L ; 
1 
WAN I had put an end to theſe 
long Diſcourſes, his Majeſty in a ſixth 
Audience conſulting his Notes, propoſ- 
ed many Doubts, Queries, and Objecti- 
ons, upon every Article. He asked, 
what Methods were uſed to cultivate 
the Minds and Bodies of our young No- 
bility,

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bility, and in what kind of Buſineſs they 


commonly ſpent the firſt and teachable 
part of, their Lives. What Courſe was 


taken to ſupply that Aſſembly when any 


noble Family became extinct. What 
Qualifications were neceſſary in thoſe 
who are to be created new Lords: Whe— 


ther the Humour of the Prince, a Sum 


of Money to a Court-Lady, or a Prime 
Miniſter, or a Deſign of ſtrengthning a 
Party oppoſite to the publick Intereſt, 


ever happened to be Motives in thoſe 


Advancements. What Share of Know- 
ledge theſe Lords had in the Laws of their 
Country, and how they came by it, ſo 
as to enable them to decide the Proper- 
ties of their Fellow- Subjects in the laſt 
Reſort. Whether they. were always ſo 

free from Avarice, Partialities, or Want, 
that a Bribe, or ſome other ſiniſter View, 
could have no place among them. Whe- 
ther thoſe holy Lords I ſpoke of were 
always promoted to that Rank upon ac- 


count of their Knowledge in religious 


Matters, and the Sanctity of their Lives, 
| 1 had 
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had never been Compliers with the times 
while they were common Prieſts, or 
ſlaviſh proſtitute Chaplains to ſome 
Nobleman, whoſe Opinions they con- 
tinued ſervilely to follow after they were 
admitted into that Aſſembly. 


HE then deſired to know what Arts 
were practiſed in electing thoſe whom 
I called Commoners. Whether, a Stran- 
ger With a ſtrong Purſe might not 
influence the vulgar Voters to chuſe him 
before their own Landlord, or the moſt 
conſiderable Gentleman in the Neigh- 
bourhood. How it came to paſs, that 
People were ſo violently bent upon get- 
ting into this Aſſembly, which I allow- 
ed to be a great Trouble and Expence, 
often to the Ruin of their Families, with- 
out any Salary or Penſion : Becauſe this 
appeared ſuch an cxalted ſtrain of Vir. 
tue and publick Spirit, that his Majeſty 
ſeemed to doubt it might poſſibly not 
be always ſincere: And he deſired to 
know whether ſuch zealous Gentlemen 

Paxr Il. * 1 could 
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could have any Views of refunding them- 
ſelves for the Charges and Trouble they 
were at, by ſäacrificing the Publick 
Good to the Deſigns of a weak and 
vicious Prince in Conjunction with a 
corrupted Miniſtry. He multiplied his 
Queſtions, and ſifted me thoroughly up- 
on every part of this Head, propoſing 
numberleſs Enquiries and ObjeQions, 
which I think it not prudent or con- 
venient to repeat. 


Ur oN what I ſaid in relation to our 
Courts of Juſtice, his Majeſty deſired 
to be ſatisfied in ſeveral Points: And, 
this I was the better able to do, having 
been formerly almoſt ruined by a long 
Suit in Chancery, which was decreed 
for me with Coſts. He asked, what 
Time was uſually ſpent in determining 
between Right and Wrong, and what 
Degree of Expence. Whether Advocates 
and Orators had Liberty to plead in 
Cauſes manifeſtly known to be unjuſt, 
vexations, or oppreſlive. Whether Party 


in 
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in Religion or Politicks were obſerved 
to be of any Weight in the Scale of 
Juſtice. Whether thoſe pleading Orators 
were Perſons educated in the general 
Knowledge of Equity, or only in pro- 
vincial, national, and other local Cuſ- 
toms. Whether they or their Judges had 


any Part in penning thoſe Laws which 


they aſſumed the Liberty of interpreting 
and gloſling upon at their Pleaſure. Whe- 
ther they had ever at different Times 


pleaded for and againſt the ſame Cauſe, 


and cited Precedents to prove contrary 
Opinions. Whether they were a rich or 
a poor Corporation. Whether they re- 
ceived any pecuniary Reward for plead- 


ing or delivering their Opinions. And 


particularly whether they were ever ad- 
mitted as Members in the lower Senate, 


He fell next upon the Management 
of our Treaſury ; and ſaid, he thought my 
Memory had failed me, becauſe I compu- 
ted our Taxes at about five or ſix millions 
a Year, and when I came to mention the 
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Iſſues, he found they ſometimes amount: 
ed to more than double; for, the Notes 
he had taken were very particular in this 
Point, becauſe he hoped, as he told me, 
that the Knowledge of our Conduct 
might be uſeful to him, and he could not 
be deceived in his Calculations. But, if 
what I told him were true, he was ſtill at a 
loſs how a Kingdom could run out of 
its Eſtate like a private Perſon. He ask- 
ed me, who were our Creditors? and, 
where we ſhould find Money to pay them? 
He wondred to hear me talk of ſuch 
chargeable and extenſive Wars; that, 
certainly we muſt be a quarrelſome Peo- 
ple, or live among very bad Neighbours, 
and that our Generals muſt needs be 
richer than our Kings. He asked what 
Buſineſs we had out of our own Iſlands, 
unleſs upon the Score of Trade or Treaty, 
or to defend the Coaſts with our Fleet. 
Above all, he was. amazed to hear mc 
talk of a mercenary ſtanding Army in 
the midſt of Peace, and among a Free 
People. He ſaid if we were governed 
5 by 
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by our own Conſent in the Perſons of 


our Repreſentatives, he could not ima- 
gine of whom we were afraid, or a- 
gainſt whom we were to fight, and 
would hear my Opinion, whether a pri- 
vate Man's Houſe might not better be 
defended by himſelf, his Children, and 
Family, than by half a dozen Raſcals 
picked up at a venture in the Strcets, 
for ſmall Wages, who might get an 
hundred times more by cutting their 
Throats. 1 


— 


HE laughed at my odd kind of A- 


rithmetick ( as he was pleaſed to call it) 
in reckoning the Numbers of our Peo- 


ple by a Computation drawn from the 
ſeveral Seats among us in Religion and 
Politicks. He ſaid, he knew no Rea- 


ſon, why thoſe who entertain Opinions 


prejudicial to the Publick, ſhould be o- 
bliged to Change, or ſhould not be 


obliged to Conceal them. And as it 


was Tyranny in any Government to re- 
quire the firft, ſo it was Weakneſs not 
12 6 to 
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to enforce the ſecond: For, a Man 
may, be allowed to keep Poiſons in his 


Cloſet, but not to vend them about for 
Cordials. 


H E obſcrycd, that among the Diver- 
ſions of our Nobility and Gentry, I 
had mentioned Gaming. He deſired 
to know at what Age this Entertain- 
ment was uſually taken up, and when 
it was laid down. How much of their 
Time it employed, whether it ever went: 
ſo high as to affect their Fortunes. Whe- 
ther mean vicious People by their Dex- 
terity in that Art might not arrive at 
great Riches, and ſometimes keep our 
yery Nobles in Dependance, as well as 
habituate them to vile Companions ; 
wholly take them from the Improve- 
ment of their Minds, and force them 
by the Loſſes they have received, to 
learn and practice that infamous Dex- 
terity upon others. 


HE was perfectly aſtoniſhed with the 
hiſtorj- 
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hiſtorical Account I gave him of our 
Affairs during the laſt Century, proteſt- 
ing it was only an heap of Conſpiracies, 
Rebelliogs, Murdgrs, Maſſacres, Revo- 
lutions, Baniſhments, the very worſt Ef. 
fects that Avarice, Faction, Hypocriſy, 
Perfidiouſneſs, Cruelty, Rage, Madneſs, 
Hatred, Envy, Luſt, Malice, or Ambiti- 
on could produce. 


His Majeſty in another Audience 
Vas at the Pains to recapitulate the 
Sum of all I had ſpoken, compared the 
Queſtions he made with the Anſwers I 
had given ; then taking me into his Hands, 
and ſtroaking me gently, delivered him- 
ſelf in theſe Words, which I ſhall never 
forget, nor the manner he ſpoke them 
in. My little Friend Grildrig; yeu have 
made a molt admirable Panegyrick upon 
your Country. You have clearly prov- 
cd that Ignorance, Idleneſs and Vice may 
be ſometimes the only Ingredients for 
qualifying a Legiſlator. That Laws are 
beſt Ree, interpreted, and applied 
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by thoſe whoſe Intereſt and Abilities lye 
in perverting, confounding, and elud- 
ing them. I obſerve among you ſome 
Lines of an Inſtitution, which in its Ori- 
ginal might have been tolerable, but theſe 
half eraſed, and the reſt wholly blurred 
and blotted by Corruptions. It doth 
not appear from all you have ſaid, how 
any one Virtue is required towards the 
Procurement of any one Station among 
you, much leſs that Men were enno- 
bled on Account of their Virtue, that 
Prieſts were advanced for their Picty or 
Learning, Soldiers for their Conduct or 
Valour, Judges for their Integrity, Sena- 
tors for the Love of their Country, or 
Counſellors for their Wiſdom. As for 
yourſelf (continued the King) who have 
ſpent the greateſt part of your Life in 
travelling, I am well diſpoſed to hope 
you may hitherto have eſcaped many 
Vices of your Country, But, by what I 
have gathered from your own Relation, 
and the Anſwers I have with much Pains 
wringed and extorted from you, I cannot 
| _ but 


— 
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but conclude the Bulk of your Natives, 
to be the moſt pernicious Race of little 
odious Vermin that Nature ever ſuffer- 


ed to crawl upon the Surface of the 
Earth. Fe |

The Author's Love of his Country. He 
makes. a Propoſal of much Advantage 
to the King, which is. rejected. The 
King's great Ignorance in Politicks. 
The Learning of that Country very 
zmperfett and confined. Their Laws, 
and military Aﬀegirs, and Parties in 
the State. 


Deg from: cons this part of my 
Story. It was in vain to diſcover my 
Reſentments, which were always turn- 
ed into Ridicule; And I was forced to 
reſt with Patience while my noble and 
moſt beloved Country was ſo injuriouſly 
treated. I am heartily ſorry as any of 
my Readers can poſſibly be, that ſuch 
an Occaſion was given : But this Prince 


happen- 
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happened to be ſo curious and inquiſi- 
tive upon every Particular, that it could 
not conſiſt cither with Gratitude or good 
Manners to refuſe giving him what Sa- 
tisfaction I was able. Yet thus much [I 
may be allowed to ſay in my own Vin- 
dication, that I artfully cluded many 
of his Queſtions, and gaye to every Point 
a more fayourable turn by many De- 
grees than the ſtrictneſs of Truth would 
allow. For, I have always born that 
laudable Partiality to my own Country, 
which Dionzſius Halicarnaſſenſis with 
ſo much Juſtice recommends to an Hiſ- 
torian. I would hide the Frailties and 
Deformities of my Political Mother, and 
place her Virtues and Beauties in the 
moſt advantageous Light. This was my 
ſincere Endeavour in thoſe many Diſcour- 
ſes J had with that Monarch, although it 
unfortunately failed of Succeſs. 


B u r, great Allowances ſhould be giv- 
en to a King who lives wholly ſecluded 
from the reſt gf the World, and muſt 


there. 
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therefore be altogether unacquainted with 
the Manners and Cuſtoms that moſt pre- 
vail in other Nations: The want of 
which Knowledge will ever produce ma- 
ny Prejudices, and a certain Narrowneſs 
of Thinking, from which we and the 
politer Countries of Europe are wholly 
exempted. And it would be hard in- 
dced, if ſo remote a Prince's Notions 
of Virtue and Vice were to be offered 
as a Standard for all Mankind. | 


To confirm what I have now aid, 
and further to ſhew the miſerable Effects 
of a confined Education, 1 ſhall here in- 
ſert a Paſſage which will hardly obtain 
Belief. In hopes to ingratiate my (ſelf 
farther into his Majeſty's Egvour, I told 
him of an Invention diſcovered between 
three and four hundred Years ago, to 
make a certain Powder, into an heap 
of which the ſmalleſt ſpark of Fire fal- 
ling, would kindle the whole in a Mo- 
ment, although it were as big as a Moun- 
tain, and make it all fly up in the Air 

rogerher, 
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together, with a Noiſe and Agitation 

greater than Thunder. That, a proper 
quantity of this Powder rammed into 
an hollow Tube of Braſs or Iron, accord- 
ing to its Bigneſs, would drive a Ball of 
Iron or Lead with ſuch Violence and 
ſpced as nothing was able to ſuſtain its 
Force. That the largeſt Balls thus diſ- 
charged, would not only deſtroy whole 
Ranks of an Army at once, but batter the 
ſtrongeſt Walls to the Ground, ſink down 
Ships with a thouſand Men in cach, to 

the bottom of the Sea; and when link 
ed together by a Chain, would cut 
through Maſts and Rigging, divide hun- 
dreds of Bodies in the middle, and lay 
all waſte before them. That we often 
| put this Powder into large hollow Balls 
of Iron, and diſcharged them by an En- 
gine into ſome City we were beſieging, 
which would rip up the Pavements, tear 
the Houſes to Pieces, burſt and throw 
Splinters on every ſide, daſhing out the 
Brains of all who came near. That 1 
knew the Ingredients very well, which 
Were 


\ 
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were cheap, and common ; I underſtood 

the manner of compounding them, and 
could direct his Workmen how to make 
thoſe Tubes of a Size proportionable to 
all other Things in his Majeſty's King- 
dom, and the largeſt need not be above 
an hundred Foot long; twenty or thirty 
of which Tubes charged with the proper 
quantity of Powder and Balls, would bat- 
tcr down the Walls of the ſtrongeſt 
Town in his Dominions in a few Hours, 
or deſtroy the whole Metropolis, if ever 
it ſhould pretend to diſpute his abſolute 
Commands. This I hambly offered to his 
Majeſty as a (mallTribute of Acknowledg- 
ment in return of ſo many Marks that I had 
received of his Royal Favor andProteQion. 


TEE King was ſtruck with Horror 
at the Deſcription I had given of thoſe 
terrible Engines, and the Propoſal Ihad 
made. He was amazed how ſo impo- 
tent and groveling an Inſect as I (theſe 
were his Expreſſions) could entertain 
ſuch inhuman Ideas, and in ſo familiar 

5 a man- 
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a manner as to appeat wholly unmoved 
at all the Scenes of Blood and Deſola- 
tion, which I had painted as the com- 

mon Effects of thoſe deſtructive Ma- 
chines, whereof he ſaid, ſome evil Ge- 
nius, Enemy to Mankind, muſt have been 
the firſt Contriver. As for himſelf, he 
proteſted, that although few Things de- 
lighted him ſo much as new Diſcoveries 
in Art or in Nature, yet he would ra- 
ther loſe half his Kingdom than be pri- 
vy to ſuch a Secret, which he command- 

ed me, as I valued my Life, never to men- 
tion any more. 


ASsT RANG E Effect of narrow Prin- 
ciples and ſhort Views ! that a Prince poſ- 
ſeſſed of every Quality which procures 
Veneration, Love and Eſteem; of ſtrong 
Parts, great Wiſdom and profound Learn- 
ing, endued with admirable Talents for 
_ Government, and almoſt adored by his 
Subjects, ſhould from a nice unneceſſary 
| Scruple, whereof in Europe we can have 
no Conception, let ſlip an Opportunity 

put 
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put into his Hands, that would have made 
him abſolute Maſter of the Lives, the Li- 
berties, and the Fortunes of his People. 
Neither do I ſay this with the leaſt In- 
tention to detract from the many Vir. 
tues of that excellent King, whoſe Cha- 
rater I am ſenſible will on this account 
be very much leſſened in the Opinion of 


an Engliff Reader: But, I take this De- 


fect among them to have riſen from their 
Ignorance, they not having hitherto re- 
duced Politicks into a Science, as the 
more acute Wits of Europe have done. 
For, I remember very well, in a Dil- 
courſe one Day with the King, when I 
happened to fay there were ſeveral thou- 
ſand Books among us written upon the 
Art of Government, it gave him (direct- 
Iy contrary to my Intention) a very 
mean Opinion of our Underſtandings. 
He profeſſed both to abominate and de- 
ſpiſe all Myſtery, Refinement, and In- 
trigue, either in a Prince or a Miniſter. 
He could not tell what I meant by Se- 
crets of State, where an Enemy or ſome 

3 | | Rival 
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rival Nation were not in the Caſe. He 
confined the Knowledge of governing 
within very narrow Bounds; to coni- 
mon Senſe and Reaſon, to Juſtice and 
Tenity, to the ſpeedy Determination 
of civil and criminal Cauſes; with 
ſome other obvious Topicks which are 
not worth conſidering. And, he gave it 
for his Opinion, that whoever could make 
two Ears of Corn, or two Blades of Graſs 
to grow upon 4 ſpot of Ground where 
only one grew before, would deſerve 
better of Mankind, and do more eſſen- 
rial Service to his Country than the whole 
Race of Politicians put together. 


TEE Leal of this People is very 
defective, conſiſting only in Morality, 
Hiſtory, Poetry and Mathematicks, where- 
in they muſt be allowed to excel. But, 
the laſt of theſe is wholly applicd to what 
may be uſeful in Lite, to the Improve- 
ment of Agriculture and all mechanical 
Arts; ſo that among us it would be little 
eſteemed.

what an Author of that Country could 


fay upon ſuch. a Subject. This Writer 
went through all the uſual Topicks of 
RE Moraliſts, ſnewing how dimi- 
| N nutive, 
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nutive, contemptible, and helpleſs an 


Animal was. Man in his own nature; 
how unable to defend himſelf from In- 


clemencies of the Air, or the Fury of 
wild Beaſts. How much he was excel- 
led by one Creature in Strength, by an- 
other in Speed, by a third in Foreſight, 
by a fourth in Induſtry. He added, that 
Nature was degenerated in theſe latter 


declining Ages of the World, and could 


now produce only ſmall abortive Births 
in” compariſon of thoſe in ancient 
Times. He ſaid it was very reaſonable 
to think, not only that the Species of 
Man were originally much larger, but 
alſo that there muſt have been Giants 
in former Ages, which, as it is aſſerted 
by Hiſtory and Tradition, ſo it hath been 
confirmed by huge Bones and Sculls ca- 


ſually dug up in ſeveral Parts of the 


Kingdom, far exceeding the common 
dwindled Race of Man in our Days. He 
argued, that the very Laws of Nature ab-

10 a little time I obſerved the noiſe

I heard 
ſeveral Bangs or Buffets, as I thought, 
given to the Eagle (for ſuch I am cer- 


tain it muſt have been that held the Ring 


of my Box in his Beak) and then all 


on a ſudden felt my ſelf falling perpen- 


dicularly down for above a Minute, but 


with ſuch incredible Swiftneſs that Ialmoſt 


loſt my Breath. My Fall was ſtopped by

How often did I then wiſh my ſelf 
with my dear Glumdalcliteh, from whom 
one ſingle Hour had ſo far divided me!

not forbear lamenting my poor Nurſe, 


the Grief ſhe would ſuffer for my Loſs, 
the Diſpleaſure of the Queen, and the 
Ruin of her Fortune. Perhaps many Tra- 
vellers have nor been under greater Dif- 


ficulties and Diſtreſs than I was at this 


Juncture, expecting every Moment to ſee 
my Box daſhed in Pieces, or at leaſt over- 
ſet by the firſt violent Blaſt, or a riſing 
Wave. A Breach in one ſingle Pane of 
Glaſs would have been immediate Death : 
Nor could any thing have preſerved the 
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Windows but the ſtrong Lettice Wires 
placed on the outſide againſt Accidents 
in Travelling. I ſaw the Water ooze 
in at ſeveral Crannies, although the Leaks 
were not conſiderable, and I endeavour- 


cd to ſtop them as well as I could. I 


was not able to lift up the Roof of 
my Cloſet, which otherwiſe I certain- 
ly ſhould have done, and ſate on the 
top of it, where I might at leaſt pre- 
ſerve my ſelf ſome Hours longer than 
by being ſhut up, as I may call it, in the 
Hold. Or, if I cſcaped theſe Dangers 
for a Day or two, what eould I expect 
but a miſerable Death of Cold and Hun- 
ger! I was four Hours under theſe Cir- 


cumſtances, expecting and indeed wiſh- 


ing every Moment to be my laſt. 


I HAVE already told the Reader, that 
there were two ſtrong Staples fixed upon 
that ſide of my Box which had no Win- 
dow, and into which the Servant who uſed 
to carry me on horſeback would put a lea- 
thern Belt, and buckle it about his Waſte.

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Being in this diſconſolate ſtate, I heard or

ordered Supper immediately, thinking 1 


had already faſted too long. He enter- 

rained me with great Kindneſs, obſerv- 
ing me not to look wildly, or talk in- 
conſiſtently ; and when we were left a- 
lone, deſired J would give him a Rela- 
tion of my Travels, and by what Acci- 
dent I came to be ſet adrift in that mon- 
ſtrous wooden Cheſt, He ſaid, that a- 
bout twelve a Clock at 'Noon, as he 
Was looking through his Glaſs, he ſpied 
it at a diſtance, and thought it was a 
Sail, which he had a mind to make, be. 
ing not much out of his Courſe, in 
hopes 
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hopes of buying ſome Biſcuit, his own 


beginning to fall ſhort. That upon 


coming nearer, and finding his Error, 
he ſent out his Long- boat to diſcover 
What I was; that his Men came back 
in a Fright, ſwearing they had ſeen a 
ſwimming Houſe. That he laughed at 


their Folly, and went himſelf in the 


Boat, ordering his Men to take a ſtrong 
Cable along with them. That the Wea- 
ther being calm, he rowed round. me 
ſeveral times, obſerved my Windows, 
and the wire Lettices that defended them. 
That he diſcoverd two Staples upon one 
Side, which was all of Boards, with- 
out any Paſſage for Light. He then com- 
manded his Men to row up to that Side, 
and faſtning a Cable to one of the Sta- 
ples, ordered them to tow my Cheſt (as 
he called it) towards the Ship. When 


it was there, he gave Directions to faſten 
another Cable to the Ring fixed in the 


Cover, and to raiſe up my Cheſt with 
Pullies, which all the Sailors were not 
able to do above two or three Foot. He 

| ſaid, 
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ſaid, they ſaw my Stick and Handker- 
chief thruſt out of the Hole, and con- 
cluded, that ſome unhappy Men muſt be 
hut up in the Cavity. I asked whether 
he or the Crew had ſeen any prodigi- 
ous Birds in the Air about the time he 
firſt diſcovered me. To which he an- 
ſwered, that diſcourſing this matter with 
the Sailors while I was aſleep, one of 
them ſaid he had obſerved three Eagles 
flying towards the North, but remark- 
ed nothing of their being larger than the 
uſual Size, which I ſuppoſe muſt be impu- 
tcd tothegreat Height they were at: and 
he could not gueſs the reaſon of my Queſ- 
tion. I then asked the Captain how far he 
reckoned we might be from Land ; he 
ſaid, by the beſt Computation he could 
make, we were at leaſt an hundred 
Leagues. I aflured him, that he muſt 
be miſtaken by almoſt half, for I had 
not left the Country from whence I 
came above two Hours before I dropt 
into the Sea, Whereupon he began a- 
gain to think that my Brain was diſturb- 
ed, 
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ed, of which he gave me a Hint, and 
adviſed me to go to Bed ina Cabbin he 
had provided. I aſſured him I was well 
refreſhed with his good Entertainment 
and Company, and as much in my 
Senfes as ever I was in my Life. He 
then grew ſerious, and deſired, to ask 
me freely whether I were not troubled 
in Mind by the Conſciouſneſs of ſome 
enormous Crime, for which I was pu- 
niſhed at the Command of ſome Prince, 
by expoſing me in that Cheſt, as great 
Criminals in other Countries have been 
forced to Sea in a leaky Veſſel without 
Proviſions: For, although he ſhould be 
ſorry” to have taken ſo ill a Man into his 
Ship, yet he would engage his Word to 
ſet me ſafe on Shore in the firſt Port 
where we atrived, He added, that his 
Suſpicions were much increaſed by ſome 
yery abſurd Speeches I had delivered at 
| firſt to the Sailors, and afterwards to 
himſelf, in relation to my Cloſet or 
_ Cheſt, as well as by my odd Looks and 
Bchaviour while I was at Supper. 

1 B E G- 
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I BEG Ep his Patience to hear me tell 
my Story, which I faithfully did from the 
laſt time I left England to the Moment 
he firſt diſcovered me. . And, as Truth 
always forceth its way into rational 
Minds; ſo, this honeſt worthy Gentle- 
man, who had ſome Tincture of Learn- 
ing, and very good Senſe, - was. imme- 
diately convinced of my Candor and Ve- 
fracity. But further to confirm all 1 had 
ſaid; I entreated him to give Order that 


my Cabinet ſhould be brought, of which! 


had the Key in my Pocket, (for he had 
already informed me how the Seamen 
diſpoſed of my Cloſet) I opened it in 
his own Preſence, and ſhewed him the 
ſmall Collection of Rarities I made in 
the Country from whence I had been 
ſo ſtrangely delivered. There was the 
Comb I had contrived out of the Stumps 
of the King's Beard, and another of the 
ſame - Materials, but fixed into a paring 
of her Majeſty's: Thumb-nail, which 
ſerved for the Back, There was a Col- 
leQion of Needles and Pins from a Foot 
8 tO 
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to half a Yard long. Four Waſp Stings; 
like Joyners Tacks: Some Combings of 
the Queen's Hair: A gold Ring which 
one Day ſhe made me a Preſent of in a 
moſt obliging manner, taking it from 
her little Finger, and throwing it over 
my Head like a Collar. I deſired the 
Captain would pleaſe to accept this 
Ring in return of his Civilities, which 


he abſolutely refuſed. I ſhewed him a 


Corn that I had cut off with my own 
Hand from a Maid of Honor's Toe, it 
was about the Bigneſs of a Kentiſh 
Pippin, and grown ſo hard, that when 
I returned to England, I got it hollowed 
into a Cup and ſet in Silver. Laſtly, 
I defired him to ſee the Breeches I had 
then on, which were made of a Mouſes 
Skin. : | 


I Co ub force nothing on him but 
a Footman's Tooth, which I obſerved 
him to examine with great Curioſity, 
and found he had a Fancy for it. He 
received it with abundance of Thanks, 
| EY More 
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more than ſuch a Trifle could deſerve. 
It was drawn by an unskilful Surgeon 
in a Miſtake from one of Glumdal- 
cliteh's Men, who was afflicted with the 
Tooth-ach, but it was as ſound as any 
in his Head. I got it eleaned, and put 
it into my Cabinet. It was about a 
Foot long, and four Inches in Diame- 
ter. | 
THE Captain was very well ſatisfied 
with this plain Relation I had given 
him; and faid, he hoped when we re. 
turned to England, I would oblige the 
World by putting it in Paper, and mak- 
ing it publick. My Anſwer was, that 
I thought we were already over-ftocked 
with Books of Travels: That nothing 
could now paſs which was not extraordi- 
nary, wherein I doubred ſome Authors 
- Jeſs conſulted Truth than their own Va- 
nity or Intereſt, or the Diverſion of 
ignorant Readers. That my Story could 
contain little beſides common Events, 
without thoſe ornamental Deſcriptions 
1 of 
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of ſtrange Plants, Trees, Birds, and other 
Animals, or of the barbarous Cuſtoms 


and Idolatry of ſavage People, with 


which moſt Writers abound. However, 


I thanked him for his good Opinion, 


and promiſed to take the matter into 
my Thoughts. 


HE ſaid he wondered at one thing 
very much, which was to hear me + 
ſpeak ſo loud, asking me whether the 
King or Queen of that Country were 
thick of Hearing. I told him it was 
what I had been uſed to for above 
two Years paſt, and that I admired as 
much at the Voices of him and his 
| Men, who ſeemed to me only to whiſ- 
per, and yet I could hear them well e 
nough. But, when I ſpoke in that 
Country, it was like a Man talking in 
the Street to another looking out from 
the Top ofa Steeple, unleſs when I was 
placed on a Table, or held in any Per- 
ſon's Hand. I told him I had likewiſe ob- 
ſerved another thing, that when I firſt got 

| into 
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into the Ship, and the Sailors ſtood all 
about me, I thought they were the moſt 
little contemptible Creatures I had ever 
beheld. For, indeed, while I was in 
that Prince's Country, I could never en- 
dure to look ina Glaſs after mine Eyes 
had becn accuſtomed to ſuch prodigious 
Objects, becauſe the Compariſon gave 
me ſo deſpicable a Conceit of my ſelf. 
The Captain ſaid, that while we were 
at Supper, he obſerved me to look at 
every thing with a ſort of Wonder, 


and that I when ſcemed hardly able to 


contain my Laughter, which he knew 
not well how to take, but imputed it 
to ſome Diſorder in my Brain. I an- 
ſwered, it was very true, and I wonder- 
ed how I could forbear, when I ſaw 
his Diſhes of the ſize of a ſilver Three- 
pence, a Leg of Pork hardly a Mouth- 
ful, a Cup not ſo big as a Nutſhell; 
and ſo I went on, deſcribing the reſt of 

his Houſhold-ſtuff and Proviſions after 
the ſame manner. For although the 


Queen had ordered a little Equipage of 
all 
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all things neceſſary while I was in her 
Service, yet my Ideas were wholly taken 
up with what I ſaw on every ſide of 
me, and I winked at my own Littleneſs 
as People do at their own Faults. The 
Captain underſtood myRaillery very well, 
and merrily replicd with the old Engliſh 
Proverb, that he doubted mine Eyes 
were bigger than my Belly, for he did 
not obſerve my Stomach ſo good, al- 
though I had faſted all Day ; and conti- 
nuing in his Mirth, proteſted he would 
have gladly given an hundred Pounds to 
have ſeen my Cloſet in the Eagle's Bill, 
and afterwards in its fall from ſo great 
an height into the Sea; which would 
certainly have been a moſt aſtoniſhing 
Object, worthy to have the Deſcription 
of it tranſmitted to future Ages: And 
the Compariſon of Phaeton was ſo ob- 
vious, that he could not forbear applying 
it, although I did not much admire the 
Conceit. 


Tux Captain having been at Tonquin 
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was in his return to England driven North 
eaſt ward to the Latitude of 44 Degrees, 
and of Longitude 143. But meeting a 
Trade Wind two Days after I came on 
board him, we ſailed Southward a long 
time, and coaſting New- Holland kept our 
Courſe Weſt-ſouth: weſt, and then South- 
ſouth-weſt till we doubled the Cape of 
Good hope. Our Voyage was very pro- 
ſperous, but I ſhall not trouble the Rea- 
der with a Journal of it. The Cap tain 
called in at one or two Ports and 3 | 
in his Long-boat for Proviſions and frcſh 
Water, but I never went out of the Ship 
till we came into the Downs, which was 
on the 3d. Day of June 1706, about 
nine Months after my Eſcape. I offered 
to leave my Goods in Security for Pay- 
ment of my Freight; but the Captain 
proteſted he would not reccive one Far- 
thing. We took kind leave of each other, 
and I made him promiſe he would come 
to ſee me at my Houſe in Redriff. I hir- 
cd a Horſe and Guide for five Shillings, 
which borrowed of the Captain, R 
6 
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As I was on the Road, obſerving the 
Littleneſs of the Houſes, the Trees, the 
Cattle and the People, I began to think 
my ſelf in Lilliput. I was afraid of tram- 
pling on every Traveller I met, and often 
called aloud to have them ſtand our of 
the way, ſo that I had like to have got- 
ten one or two broken Heads for my Im- 
pertinence. | 


Warren I came to my own Houſe, 
for which I was forced to enquire, one 
of the Servants opening the Door, I bent 
down to go in (like a Gooſe under a Gate) 
for fear of ſtriking my Head. My Wife 
ran out to embrace me, but I ſtooped 
lower than her Knees, thinking ſhe could 
otherwiſe never be able to reach my 
Mouth. My Daughter knecled to ask 
me Bleſſing, but I could not ſee her till 
ſhe aroſe, having been ſo long uſed to 
ſtand with my Head and Eyes erect to a- 
bove ſixty Foot; and then I went to take 
her up with one Hand, by the Waſte. I 

looked 
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looked down upon the Servants and one 
or two Friends who were in the Houſe, 
as if they had been Pigmies, and I a 
Giant. I told my Wife ſhe had been too 


* thrifty, for I found ſhe had ſtarved her- 


ſelf and her Daughter to nothing. In 
ſhort, I behaved my ſelf ſo unaccounta- 
bly, that they were all of the Captain's 
Opinion when he firſt ſaw me, and con- 
cluded Ihad loſt my Wits. This I men- 
tion as an Inſtance of the great Power of 
Habit and Prejudice. 


en le time Lum my Family and 
Friends came to a right Underſtanding: 
But my Wife proteſted I ſhould never go 
to Sea any more; although my evil Deſti- 
ny ſo ordered that ſhe had not Power 
to hinder me, as the Reader may know 
hereafter. In the mean time I here con- 
clude the Second Part of y unfortunate 
Voyages. FLAY
